Opening of bus routes by private agencies.

K.R. ELANKATH: A-copy of the Press Note issued 
on the matter is placed on the table. 


PRESS NOTE. 


Government desire to clarify their policy inregard to the 
motor passenger service in the State. There are at present two 
systems of motor traffic prevailing in the State, viz., the State 
owned services and the private services. The private motor trans- 
port system is regulated by the Travancore Motor Vehicles Act and 
the Rules passed thereunder, the Inspector-General of Police and- 
the Deputy Inspector-General of Police functioning as ‘Transport 
Authority’ for issuing permits to vehicles for transport of passen- 
gers and goods. At present private buses are allowed to operate on 
routes nof monopolised by the State Transport Department. 

In 1945, Government found it necessary to encourage the fleet 
ownership system, in view of the loss sustained by individual own- 
ers on account of the shortage of petrol, scarcity of spare parts and . 
non-availability of vehicles. The smaller groups and individual 
operators, thereupon, joined together to form larger units. Never- 
theless from 1946 onwards, many individuals owning not more than 
one or two buses were granted permits to operate passenger services, 
The fleet owners then represented that applications for fresh per- 
mits for buses and lorries should not be entertained until the traffic 
requirements on every route were properly assessed and fixed. They 
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contended that, if additional vehicles were found necessary on any 
route, the existing operators should be given preference. They also 
urged that a traffic survey on each route should be made and the 
number of buses and lorries for each route fixed in accordance with 
public demand. Eventually, at a conference of the Transport 
Operators, it was resolved to appoint a Road Census Committee to 
examine the whole question and submit a report. 


The Committee have submitted their report which is now 
under the consideration of Government. In the meantime, how- 
ever, Governmeut had directed the Transport Authority that* 
excepting under their special orders, no fresh permits should 
be issued, pending the final disposal of the question by Government 
on receipt of the Committee’s Report. This order has evoked 
numerous representations tg Gevernment for the grant of permits 
on vatious routes all over the State, 


Government, on a careful examination of the question afresh, 

in the light of the improved position in the supply of petrol, motor 

’ vehicles and spare parts, are now of the view that a more liberal 
policy may be adopted in the matter even before final orders are 
passed on the Committee’s report. There is considerable over-load- 
ing in almost all the private buses in operation, much to the incon- 
venience of the travelling public, If, therefore, owners of vehicles 
are prepared to operate additional buses, Government will have no 
objection to grant the required permits to the extent necessary for 
ensuring the convenience of the public. No monopoly will be 
granted either to concerns or individuals. On the other hand, the 
policy will be to issue permits to different concerns in a single 
route, specifying the timings. Such permits will, however, be liable 
to revocation without notice and without payment of compensation, 
whenever Government find it necessary to take over any route in 
view of their proposal to natioualise the eutire transport system in 
the State. 

In the circumstances, Government have revoked their Orders 
suspending the powers of the Transport Authority to issue permits. 
Permits will be issued by him, for the time being, in consonance 
with the following broad principles:— — 

_ (1) The existing system of monopoly in granting permits 
will not be enforced but the policy of granting permits to different 
coucerns in a single route specifying timings will be followed. The 
Police authorities will be directed to enforce strictly the timings so 
granted. 

Oo (2) The permits will be issued on the understanding that the 
lines are liable to be taken over by Government without any notice 
and without any compeusation. 

(3) In ‘view of the petrol scarcity, fresh permits will be given 
as far as possible only to vehicles fitted with gas plants, especially 
on routes lying in the plains. In other deserving cases, especially 
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on routes where gas plants cannot be successfully operated, ‘permits 
to operate petrol-driven vehicles will be granted under exceptional 
circumstauces, 

Government hope that these arrangements will ensure in- 
creased facjlities to the travelling public while satisfying the 
demand for permits to operate private services on various routes,

G.RAMACHANDRAN: ‘Thank you, Sir, for that helpful sug- 
gestion. I was saying that the resignation of a Government or of 
a Cabinet isa most serious matter and when the members of a 
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Government find that they are compelled to resign, it is for them to . 
explain at the same time why they were compelled toresign, Let 
me tell you, Sir, even after thinking over the matter most carefully 

’ during the last several weeks, I am still at a loss to know how and 
why the previous Government was compelled to resign. Mr. Thanu 
Pillai said that he could not think of any public gronnds which 
demanded the resignation of his Ministry. I wish to add to that 
statement. Even after the most careful consideration of this 
question, Iam unable to find any political or administrative reasons 
adduced for compelling the previous Government to resign, 
‘Mr, Thanu Pillai gave a brief account of the doings of the previous 
Government and I will not cover that ground over again, because 
that will not be necessary and he has dealt with itin quitea 
thorough manner. WhatI wish to say is this; that the resigna- 
tion of the Ministry if it was not due to any valid political or ad- 
ministrative reasons, was due to something and that something has 
to be carefully studied and analysed. 


In my own view, Sir, many extraneous issues were pressed into 
‘service by a group ia opposition to the previous Ministry to create 
against that Ministry grave disaffection in the country. Some of 
those points have already been touched upon by my friend 
Mr. Thanu Pillai. A great deal of prejudices and passions were 
created in this country by deliberate. propaganda in that regard 
which was designed to create disaffection against the Government 
of which Iwasa member. One instance of such propaganda is the 
question of the grant of a little plot of land for depositing the ashes 
of a great patriot of Travancore. No man llvingin this country 
has anything except great reverence for the memory of that patriot, 
and I do not think that there is a mau or woman so lost to reason 
and self-respect as not to co-operate in all legitimate and proper 
attempts to perpetuate the memory of so great a patriot. But what 
' astounded me wasthat this particular thing was exploited up to 
the hilt to create disaffection against Government of which I was a 
member. I had the rare luck of listening to the oration delivered 
on the. occasion by one of those who stand today behind the new 
order of Government in this country. That gentleman launched a 
terrific attack upon the Government of which Iwas a member 
saying, “This wretched Government did not give even two cents of 
land for depositing the ashes.” He made that the burden of a big 
charge against our Government. But, Sir, weeks have elapsed 
since the new Government have been installed in office. What 
have they done for this? They are sitting on the back of the seven 
months’ work of the previous Government. Why then has nothing 
been done in this direction ? Why have they not given the two 
cents of land as yet? There must be some technical objections; 
the same which prevented us also from satisfying at once the 
request. But this was exploited to the hilt by public speeches which 
added gravely to misunderstandings. :

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‘Then comes the question of United Kerala. I had declared ag 
a Minister from a public platform that none of us in the then Goy- 
ernment were against the idea of a United Kerala. I repeat it today, 
None of us were against the idea ofa United Kerala. We said 
merely that, there were very setious difficulties and very serious 
questions to be considered for the Government, before taking the 
décision in regard to a matter of that kind and it would net be well 
to deal with a matter involving the changing of boundaries of 
States and the re-allocation of finances light-heartedly. The:pro- 
blem is a serious and a difficult one.

Mi. G. RAMACHAADRAY: IT thought, Sir, that you have ruled that 
nobody should interrupt. Then, Sir, why were these passions and 
prejudices created? Itis easy to create public passious and pre- 
judices, They then said that no self-respecting man could enter 
this Hall because of the Statue of Sir C P. Ramaswami Aiyar in- 
stalled at the entrance!

HOWBLE Mr. T. K. NARAYANA PILLAL: Itiseto move that a 
supplementary grant of Rs, 11,280 be sanctioned by this House 
under Demand XJI—Ports. It arises this way. Rs 5,170 for the 
salary and allowance to the Port Officer and Rs. 1,000 as his travel- 
ling allowance. Rg, 110 is required as pay of menials and Rs, 5,000 
for the purchase and repair of buoys and flag-staffs etc. 

This House may remember that at the time when the Budget 
was prepared the then incumbent was entitled only to receive 
Rs. 350. After he took his pension the officer who was ap- 
pointed in his place was a man who was on the grade of Rs. 450-750, 
The present incumbent receives on the whole Rs. 825 as salary. 
This was not contemplated at the time when the Budget was pre- 
pared aud when it was presented before this House. There is also 
a proportionate increase in the pay of menials. At the time when 
the Budvet was prepared, the menials were paid only at Re, 1. This 
has since been Increased to Rs. 8 and so an additional expenditure 
of Rs. 110 has become necessary. 

The travelling allowance also has to be increased according to 
the grade and status of the officer and it has therefore necessarily 
resulted in an'additional expenditure of Rs. 1,000. 


We had to purchase buoys and flag-staffs. This amount was of 
course included in the previous Budget. But that amount has not 
been disbursed. So Rs. 5,000 as an additional amount has also to 
be sanctioned by this House, the total thus being Rs. 11,280. 
The House may be pleased to sanction this additional amount.

That is, when the Government is nominating the representatives of 
employees, they should consult Trade Unions in those areas. ‘That 
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responsibility should be fixed on the Government. They should not 
nominate persons to suit their own fancy. It will be better in the 
interests of all concerned if the Government will take the liability 
on themselves to consult the Trade Unions before they nominate 
the representatives. 
Ma. A. P, UWAYABHANU: I support the amendment moved by 
Mr. Nataraja Pillai. One point raised by him is irrelevant, that is, 
the Minimum Wages Bill is intended for the protection of workers 
employed in Industries in which there is no Trade Unionism. In 
India the question of minimum wages has been discussed in Whitley 
Committee Report and what they said is that in trades or parts of 
trades where there is no collective bargaining, Government will 
have to fix a minimum wage to prevent sweated labour. That is 
intended for the purpose of the weekest industries in which there is 
no stroug organisation or strong Trade Unionism. If Mr. Sree- 
- dhar’s amendment is accepted, the nominations from Trade Unions 
become almost obligatory. {f Mr. Nataraja Pillai’s amendment is 
accepted it will be obligatory to nominate only where there are 
Trade Unions. There may be casesin which we may find that the 
Government is anti-labour. That also we haveto keep in mind. 
Even if this Government is very well disposed towards labour 
we must also visualise cases in which the Government may be 
against labour. If Mr. Nataraja Pillai’s amendment is accepted, 
that will be making an obligation on the Government to accept 
Trade Union Representatives where it is existent. 


Mr, Kk, A. GANGADHARA MENON (Nedumangad Il—General): It is 


only a consultation. 

Me. A, P, UDAYABHANU: Yes, consultation becomes obligatory. 
When consultation becomes obligatory, naturally there will. b 
move among the labourers to form Trade Unious. : 


In this connection, I would like to draw the attention of the 
House to another thing. In the last Assembly a bill for Trade 
Boards was sent to the Select Committee. We have made amend- 
ments to that bill to the effect that wherever there are Trade Unions 
their representatives must be taken to the Board. It was obligatory 
there. 1 think this Minimum Wages Bill is a successor tothat Trade 
Boards Bill, Bearing thatin mind, I think that the House will 


accept this amendment. 


Mr. P, BALAKRISHNAN THAMPI: Sir. I oppose the amendment 
moved by my friends. As a friend of labour and with a predilection 
towards labour, I think the amendmeits do not in any way further 
the cause of labour. In this country there is no particular need of 
being jealous about the rights of labour. ‘We are all representatives 
of labour. People who have been returned on adult franchise ‘are 
representatives of labour and have a natural predilection towards 
labour. What is needed is that labotr should be protected from the 
Kindly offices of the friends of Iabout. Some of those Honourable 
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gentlemen are speaking in a language, in the idiom of au age which 
is fast going out of view. As TI stated before, it is very clear that in 
the phraseology now used in clause 8, there is greater protection for 
Jabour than by the insertion of the term “Trade Union” ¢ither ig 
the consultative way as suggested by Mr. Nataraja Pillai or absolute 
way by Mr. Sreedhar, Than Mr. P.S. Mohammed there ate 
very few men more associated with labour in the country,—I am 
fully in sympathy with the opinions expressed by the Moulana 
Sahib. Hewas the President of the Trade Union movement for 
many years in Alleppey. Heis not one of those fashionable easy. 
chair Trade Union leaders who are seen more often in fashionable 
clubs and meetings than in places where labour needs the lead of 
enlightened men. Ihave very little sympathy for the capitalist, I 
am alabourite myself. Ifthere should be any class of people ih 
need of protection it isnot labour nor the Hon'ble members here but 
the class called Muthalali, When production is hampered by the 
activities of certain political groups, whose allegiance is certainly 
not anywhere in this country, it is absolutely necessary that Govern: 
merit should havea free hand in making consultations, It is very 
easy to dominate a particular pocket of labour, so to speak bys 
particular class of people whose interest is not certainly to add to 
the production of the country or the betterment of relationship 
between the employer andthe employee. In such a contingency 
Government should have the discretion in their hands to consult 
the real interests of labour. Where a Trade Union is in existence, 
it isa foolish Government that would not consult the Union. Where. 
there is a well-established Trade Union, it is in the interests of 
Government and in the interests of all concerned that they should 
consult the Labour Union. But to puta statutory provision for 
consulting a Union would cause unnecessary trouble [ am not 
against consulting labour. All that I say is that Government 
should have a discretion in this matter. But I certainly oppose the 
proposition that the Government should be bound statutorily to 
take into their confidence all Trade Unions, because the bane of 
Indian Labour is that itis dominated by certain cliques who have 
not done anything for labour but who have always had in their 
minds merely the vote value of labour and the subscrihing value of 
Jabour. It is highly essential that the clause should be passed in 
the form in which it is drafted in the bill. In this view I. oppose 
the amendment and in all humility I appeal to my friends and all 
those gentlemen who have time and again talked about the:feeding 
of the hungry, clothing of the naked and sympathy with the poor, 
to support the clause. ; 
Our labourers have more thaw mere elementary education. They 
are not going to be easily complimented by these cheap rhetorical 
appeals for bettering the lot of the poor. If the Hon'ble members of 
this House are true to the oath they have taken as members of the 
House, let them look to the uJtimate interests of people without 
thinking of their vote value: With these words, Sir, 1; oppose the

WRN, DANIEL JOSE (Neyyattinkara WE—S. LU. C.): Mr. Pre- 
Sident, Sir, thisis the adjournment «rotion I seek to move in this 
Assembly: a 

“TY move that the business of the House be ‘adjourned to discuss 

a matter of urgent public importance, namely, the 
hunger strike of two students in the Alwaye Union 
Christian College, this being the seventh day of their 
Satyegt aha, and the student strike connected there- 
with”, ve 

At the vet y outset I must thank the Hon‘ble Minister concerned 
for having consented to permit the debate on this issue. It is indeed 
heartening that the Governmeut has takes-to its heart to face the 
student situation foursquare, to study in all its aspects and to in- 
vite the opinion of the House on this important issue I realise 
fully, Sir, that itis a very delicate issue that I am treading. I bear 
no jl'-will nor do I have any malice against the College authorities 
nor amJ a person wishing that there should be any indiscipline 
among the students, 

To a certain extent, Sir, it is true that thereis indiscipline 
among the studeats, Many of us have been victims of the same. No 
less a person than the Deputy President of this House has known 
what the students are like, but I must say this, Sir, that. the students 
are the generation which is coming up. Students have played a 
very great part, a very noble part, in liberating our country, If we 
are here today in this House assembled to form a constitution for 
our country, I must say that the students have also played a great 
role in allowing us to come here. We have had our Rajen- 
drans, we have had our Krishuarams} we have sacrificed students to 
the cause of Indian national freedom Therefore I appeal to the 
members of this House that the students’ situation should be viewed 
with sympathy I realise fully, Sir, that the students’ situation 
calls for care. : 

HON’BLE Mr. T. K. NARAYANA PILLAI: On a point of information. 
Will the Hon member be pleased to give information as to the 
causes which have necessitated the present attitude of the students 
in the Alwaye College? : 

“WR.N, DANIEL JOSE: I am coming to that, Iam sure you will 
not accuse me of digressing if I appeal to you at first to view the 
situation with a certain amount of sympathy'in consideration for 
- what the students have done in the struggles that have gone before. 
That is why 1 began with this brief introduction: Iappeal to the 
Hon'ble Minister concerned to view the stidents’ situation with care, 
with scholarship and also with-sympathy. Its sympathy that the 
studeuts want today. Ido not say that the students have always 
beén correct, In fact, if people, in season and out of season; damu 
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students for indiscipliue, I can bravely say, “physician, heal thy- 
self”. Which person here has uot been guilty of a certain amount 
of indiscipline; Which persou here has not comuitted inistakes, 
when he was in college? ‘This briefly Sir, is the situation that is 
prevailing in the Alwaye College, This is subject to correction. I 
am giving this to the best of information that I have received. It 
appears, Sir, that 350 students out of about -00 or 600 students in 
the college sent a petition and approached the college authorities 
stating that detention system should be stopped iu the college, 1 
don’t hold a brief for detention system or against it. ; 

There may be disciplinarians who believe that the detention 
system should be there and that that ought to be hammered into 
the heads of the studeiits, whether they want it or not; but I must 
point out ta them that in this Universiiy College which is the 
largest institution in the University, there is no detention system 
prevalent. This demand has been felt by many students in outside 
jnatitutions also. Take Trichinopoly for instance. There also 
students have launched an agitation to ect the system rectified. 

HON BLE sir. f.K.NARAYAMA PILLAI: What was the result in 
‘Trichinopoly ? 

Ma. N.DANIEL JOSE: Ido not want to slur over what was 
the result at Trichinopoly. At ‘Trichinopoly the students were 
lathi-charged. But that does not mean that that precedent should 
be taken, and students should be lathi-charged in Travancore 
also. 

HON’BLE Mr. f.K. NARAYANA PILLAL: What was the outcome 
of the lathi charge ? Was there a settlement ? 


Mik, HW. DANIEL J&s2: There was no settlement. But that 
does not mean that because there is 1 precedent in British India, 
there should be no settlement, 


Ma, K. A. MATHEW: Does the Hon’ble membe: say that there 
was no settlement in Trichiuopoly ? 


Ma. N. DANIEL JOSE: Iam open to correction, The question 
was suddenly flung out to me and to the best of my knowledge I say 
there was no settlement. 

HGN’BLE Ma. T.#, NARAYANA PILLAI: Because you referred to 
Trichinopoly. co ; 

“Ma, MN. DANIEL JOSE: LIreferred to the Trichinopoly situa 
tion merely because there was a demand by students in another 
Univeisity also, Treferred to the situation merely because I wan- 
ted to point out that studeuts all over India, at least in the neigh> 
bouring province, have also begun to feel that this detention system 
is nol useful to the students. While I was a student I have also 
been against this detention system, Iam not aman chang: 
ing opinions in season and out of season as years rollon.. There- 
fore I should submit Sir, that I hold the opinion that the deten- 
tion system is not veryuseful. ButI said thatIam not holding 
a brief here for the detention isystem or against the detention

system. These boys approached the college authorities and the 
college authorities were not—that is the information that I have 
athered—able to give an unambiguous, unequivocal auswer to 
that. There is a state called prestige for college authorities. There 
jg 2 state called prestige for Government. I can understand that 
college authorities, Universities aud Governments must have pre- 
stige but I cannot understaud that these institutious will stand on 
prestige if they view the students’ situation with a ceriain amount 
of sympathy. 
Mr, JOSEPH MALIECKAL : (Thodupuzha [—~General); Did the 
Howble member read an authorised copy of the statement ? 


Mr. W. DAMEL JOSE: Ido not possess one, Ifthe HKducation 
Minister has got it I shall be thankful if he will eulighten the 
House when he replies. Anyway, that was not satisfactory to the 
students. ‘iill then the college work was conducted by Communist 
students. Now, in season and out of seasou wheuever there is a 
chance of driving, this communist bogey has been used.” I donot 
find any difference between the communist boy and the communist- 
intsienced boy. There is uothing wrong in a student taking toa 
revolutionary doctrine, Students came out of the colleges, people 
came out of the homes and offices so that they may have and see a 
new world arising out of the shambles and the confusion aud chaos 
around, Students have also come out in the hope of seeing a new 
world arising. ‘They are not able tosec it. They find it slow in 
comiug. There is a state of psychological frustration in the 
country. Thatis why the students wao are more idealistically 
inclined....... ateenses tee 

HON’BLE Ma. K oR. ELANKATH: Is it due to the practice of 
detention in colleges ? 

Mr. N. DANIEL JuUSE: I said that there isa stateof uurest 
prevailing among the studeuts, that there isa state of psychologi- 
cal frustraiion in the country, among the youth because a new 
world is slow in coming, Therefore I said that students arcin an 
excited stave. They want to press their demand. What I ask of 
you in this House is that the Government and the authorities must 
meet the studeuts half way, if not the whole way, forget all the 
mistakes of students aud to see that their demands are satislied, 
Students have placeda lot of demands before the Government 
when responsible Goverament came into power. ‘There were a lot 
of ban orders, prohibition agtinst gatherings etc, aud none of 
the orders were removed. Later on there was alathi charge ‘Mha 
facts are known to me. ‘I‘he facts are fully knowu tu the Prim 
Minister who then took a very sympathetic attitude towards the 
students, but the public does not know what happened. ‘The 
students do not know what happened. ‘Therefore the students do 
not today trust the Government. Just as in the olden days the 
students did not trust college authorities because they thought that 
they were the limbs of the foreign power, so also today they believe 
that the college authorities are the limbs of the Government which 
they cannot trust, All that I am asking for is that more confidence 
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must be infused into the students and their case must be viewed 
with sympathy and that their demands must be niet. 


The answer given by the college professor was not fully satis. 
factory. Itis true Sir, that a vast section of the students did not 
want astrike. Itis true that a vast section kept out of this tur- 
moil, The Students Congiess also-the premier organisation of 
the students kept out of the struggle, but the Students Union, the 
communist-held union, launched the struggle. 

HOW'BLE AR. T,X. NARAYANATHLLAL: Whatis the strength of 
the Students’ Union ? 


Mr. N.BAMIEL JOSE : ‘Ihe Students’ Union is a communist. 
held organisation ‘I‘hey do not depend upon their strength on the 
vastness or the numbers of their organisation. What they depend 
upon fog their strength is on a few individuals. [t may be tweuty. 
Perhaps they have a membership of tweuty, but still that is the 
hitting force. ‘They are active members. They are studenis who 
will gu the whole length to see that their demands are satisfied. 

MR. KAS GANG VBAARA MULAN: Is the Students’ Union influenced 
by the communist union outside ? 

RR, WOME. JU82 : 1 also feelthat the Students Union is 
influenced by the hold of the communists but the communist 
union is also composed of boys. You cannot hit or you cannot skip 
over the communist boys merely because they are communisis, 
This is the communist hold. ‘Thetis why they depended for their 
strength on this small number. The Students Cougress did not 
take part inthe struggle. Were it is that there is some complaint 
against the college authorities, if the information that I have 
gathered is true, that the college authorities tried to inject the virus 
of communalisin into youn, hearts. We all know Sir, in what 
state our country is at present; how our progress has been barred 
by cominunalism. Thestudents do not want to take a communalis- 
tic attitude. (President’s Bell) 


Mr. JOSEPH MALIECKAL: What is the Hon’ble Member’s authority 
ou that point? 





MR. PRESIDENT: You have got only two minutes. 
Mi WN. DANIEL JOSE: Iam coming to that. 


Mr. K. Prabhakaran, the ex- president of the Students’ Congress 
and the leading Indian Socialist party weut to Alwaye, studied the 
situation and presided over a mevting and there a vote was taken as 
to whether there should be a strike or not. The students voted for 
a strike and the sicixe continued, The Students’ Congress boys, I 
am told,—I am speaking this from what I have gathered from my 
friend Mz. Prabhakaran, has asked the college that it should 
apologise for injecting this commuual virus into the educational 
institution, That is the demand of the Students’ Congress. 
Whether these demands are made or not, thatis not the issue, I 
want to present here. It is highty essential that the situation must 
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be siidied in allits fullness and the lives of the students must be 
saved. We cannot sacrifice the lives of two students merely because 
they have taken up a revolutionary ideology. We would not have 
tolerated the state of things before, if the Students’ Congress offered 
a hunger strike and the Government had said “they are wrong; 
they oppose the present Government.” I want to drive home into 
this House that the lives of the two students are precious. J say 
that they have been fighting for a certain idea. I do not ask you 
whether it is correct or not, but the other point I can say, if the 
college has tried to inject communal virus among the students, if 
any college or any institution in the country or the Government 

_tries to inject communal virus into this country, I submit to the 
House and the Ministers and the Governiment that it should be 
fought out. That is why I brought this adjournment motion before 
this House to draw the attention of the Government to the situation 
and to appeal to the Government to take a sympathetic view of the 
situation. 

HON’BLE M2. T. K. NARAYANA PILLAI: May I know what exactly 
is the solution suggested by the Hon’ble Member ? 

Mi. N. BAWEL JGSE: I cannot supply a solution all at once to 
this House. But I can appeal to the Government to form a com- 
mittee immediately to enquire into the difficulties and find out 4 
solution. I did not bring this adjournment motion to offer a 
solution. There are very erudite men in the Government to find 
out a solution. That is why the Ministers are there. They ought 
to point ott a solution. Letthem point out a solution and see that 
the lives of the two students are saved. This is all the purpose of 
my bringing this adjournment motion. I appeal to the Govern- 
ment once again and to the University authorities ‘to view the 
situation with sympathy in view of the great role that the students 
have played in the past and in expectation of the great role that the 
youth of India can play in the future.

Me. P. BALAXRISHNAN TEAM'S: Sir, the whole afternoon it has 
been an unfortunate thing that I have again and again to stand up 
as one who does not find his way to support one motion or other, 
I know that the members of the preseut Government would be 
searching their hearts, and they may have ta look into the past, 
But Ido not condemn them. They did make use of students at 
some particular time, But I can now look a little virtuous on the 
ground that J had not any great part in it; any way, that is not much 
relevant to the discussion of the motion before us. 


This House should seriously consider whether it stands for 
raising the standard of University education or to lower it. This 
is not a matter in which sentimental appeals regarding the health 
or death of pupiis should in any manner sway our judgment. All 
over the world, after this War, attempts are being made to put up 
the standard of education ; and here in our country there is every 
likelihood of our stardard of education going down Especially 
when the lingwistic troubles also have come in, when higher 
Mathematics or Physics or Psychology is threatened to be taught 
in Oriya or Malayalam, the standard would certainly futher go 
down. Today it will be unwise for the legislature to leud its weight 
for degrading or lowering the University standard, because in the 
present world it is a comparative international standard that you 
should aim at for our students, For instance our education here 
must compare favourably with the education obtaining in Osborne, 
or Chicago or Oxford or any other University in the world, That 
being the position, I am certainly sorry to find that so much 
advocacy should be put forward for a matter which, if accepted by 
this House, would cause deterioration of University standards, Our 

discussions here would be eimbarrassing to Managemerts. ‘This 
House must know that the college authorities are more sensitive 
towards the legitimate grievances of the students than the makers 
of democracy of this House can possibly be. I have read the report 
of the College Principal, All this happened in a college which has 
had the reputation of being one of the best colleges in the State, 
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Most of the meimbers of the stall of that college are very distin- 
guished people who have gone there not for a career; they joined 
the staff of the college as a matter of sacrificc, not cheap political 
sacrifice, of course say, of two months term in a jail («uw ghter), 
They areinen who have secured first class academic distinctions, 
‘and willingly gave up their careers in Civil Service far spending 
the rest of their lives on a nominal salary of Rs, 100 or 1504 
mouth. And itis in such a college this trouble nas started. Asa 
father of several children, I do not want to take a censtts now—and 
as a grand-father of my grandchildren, T naturally have sympathy 
with boys. But we must face realities. We tike it that the 
youngsters who are on hunger strike are our children, Unfortu 
nately the Satyagraha techniyue was introduced into this land by 
the greatest an of the age for a particular purpose. But at every 
street corner if a man wants to realise his object we sce him offering 
Satyagraha. Tt has become a very contmon malady in every day’ 
life. fcan quite see that we are here to do the greatest good to our 
country. But in this particulur matter, is it not lidicrous to see 
that boys should be wanting no examinations? Can this House 
gauge what the uext st2p would be? ‘hey wold demand trat 
compulsory degrees should be given to them and it would be a good 
enough thihe indeed. Suppose a_ youngster says that unless LL. D, 
degree is given to him by the Vice Chancellor of the University, 
he would offer Satyagraha. ‘There will be no justifiable limit in 
these matters. ‘That is wiat it comes to. 

It is unfortunate that some children should be starving ou this 
ground, Government must certainly use their good offices to per- 
suade these youngsters to come round. In this connection Sir, I 
remember when there was a similar strike in another college in 
Central Travancore, the Municipal Chairman of a ucighbouring 
State going there with a glass of lemon to the hunger stricken 
pupil for breaking that fast. I had occasion to come across his 
photographs in our local uewsprpers. He delivered a speech after this 
service wasever Such things could be welcomed by this Govern- 
ment too. Iam sure such kind of unofficial help cau be extended 
in this direction. I further remember that that public service was 
the only one in his life save a lucrative practice at the bar. I now 
Jearn that since then he has become one of “His Majesty's” 
Ministers ! 

Another matter which I want to bring to the attention of the 
House is this. What is the right of this House to proceed in this 
matter. In law is there any violation of a statutory enactment! 
Then it may be open to Government to proceed against the 
University? As far asI see there is nothing of the kind. This is 
a matter wh'ch concerus ihe discipline of a college of a University. 
It is within the jurisdiction of the University or the Syndicate to 
take appropriate action. It would be a bad precedent for this House 
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to interfere in this matter. If the Government have already inter- 
fered in any manner in the matter of higher education in this State, 
let us not repeat that mistake again, 


I am seriously of the opinion that this House should never make 
it appear in the least as associating itself with ill-directed student 
movements. By so doing Government will only be doing positive 
disservice to future generations. If we own that our men of the 
futuce should have a place in the scheme of things in India and 
deserve a name for public learning and scholarship, this House 
should not countenance a inove of this character. It should never 
be made to appear that this House would encourage insubordination 
or indiscipline among the boys. With these words, I once again 
appeal to this Legislature not to give room for accentuating any sort 
of indiscipline on the part of the students of the State.

Me. JOSEPH MALIECKAL: Sir, I am happy to support the views 
expressed by my Hon'ble friend Mr. Tampi in this sense that he 
wants the Government to be facing facts and to be bold. ‘he 
Alwaye situation should not be viewed as an isolated fact. It is 
only the symptom that is slowly coming up of a serious illness 
that is affecting the body politic of the State. It is no use to be 
dilatory and complaceut to save yourself. There is a fear now 
gaining ground that the students are gathering force and they have 
to be appeased as much as possible. Sir, the students are really a force 
and the display of their force should be kept within bounds. With- 
in the boundaries of their institutions they have got the right to 
demand all their privileges. But this right of theirs affects the rights 
of others when outside influences interfere with their education and 
cultural advancement. Here the Government have to step in. It 
has been established beyond doubt that communist organisations 
from outside are active in creating troubles within the State, pro- 
bably with the assistance of some secret and uudisclossed forces of 
discontentment, Sir, the Government, t presume, surely expected 
some advice or would like to have the opinions of the Hon’ble mem- 
bers of this House as to the steps they ought to take to combat these 
subversive tendencies. I am sorry the sympathetic attitude shown 
by Government so far in regard to the demands of the students was 
mistaken for the exhibition of their weakness. I may assure the House 
that it would be far from the fact to think that Government had no 
‘power to deal with the situation. 1am of opinion that the present 
tendency among the students may be viewed as a general disease 
which is going to spread all over the State uot only in educational 
institutions but to other areas where people are employed in groups 
viz., in factories aud other industrial concerns. Therefore this 
should be faced by Government by adopting suitable methods as 
Mr. Jose suggested. ; 


MISS ANNIE MASCARENE: Sir, if human imagination can treasure 
anything to heart, it is the fond memories of a student life, or a 
student career. This House and this Government are entrusted 
with the sacred duty of deciding the future of Travancore to the 
same extent as deciding the kind of career or instruction that 
should be given to the tuture citizen of Travancore, to the future 
leaders of democracy, to the future makers of democracy. It is not 
@ slight duty that is entrusted with us. Nor is this adjournment 
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motion to be slighted by this House. Education has been consi- 
dereé as the most important point in administration hy the last 

Budget session. Education has been rewarded as the best subject, 
the most sacred subject that should be dealt with by any Govern- 
ment, that is on democratic administration, Satyagraha as a tech- 

nique has been adopted by the Father of the Nation and by teachers 
of humanity for a very sacred purpose, ‘She present situation that’ 
we have to deal with is one where two students have gone ou hunger 

strike. Yet us look into the question very seriously. What should 

be the attitude of any Government towards such: :> auestion? Has 

not this Government stood by the stud: nts im te past when they 

wanted a change of syllabus? Has not this Goverument stood by 

the students in the past when they wanted th. psc system? Has 

not this Goverument stood by the students in the past when they 

wanted to ignore the absence of a few days in ..u.2 to sit for the 

examination? This Government will stand by the students in all 

reasonalle points, in all their reasonable rights, liberties aud privi- 

leges. That I wish to assure the student3 as a representative of 
this House. 

I just heard that my friend the honourable mover re- 
marking that the studeuts had taken. part in the past political 
activities of this State. ‘Matis a historical fact which need no 
mentioning here. Students always side with progressive move- 
ments and as far as ideals are concerned, I am of opinion that 
students are at liberty to hold any opinioi because political ideals 
are the guiding lights to students under any career. When they 
march towards life and thence to the goal which is a long and 
winding one, I may tell them to change their opinion many a time 
as the lamp posts of life. ‘The Hon’ble mover said that he would 
stick to his opinion. He is at liberty to do it. He is teo youn 
to change his opinion. But when he marehes on in his political 
life he has to change his opinion many atime. A wise ian always 
changes his opinion, as the proverb says, but a fool never does, 


Let us look into the seriousness of the question. If the students 
want to lead a carcer so that they can mould a Hfe of usefulness to 
theniselves and others, then it is of utmost uccessity that they must 
have some knowledge. We have all in our lives as students been 
groping into the book of wisdom, knowledge and experience of the 
world. We have made onr own explorations and that is how we 
‘have got this position ; and we are still groping forward exploring 
more ideals. We should not mislead the Government. It is the 
first duty of this Government to provide all facilities to the students 
to attain knowledge, Let us look iuto the present system of examti: 
nation which are held as a test of knowledge. If the University 
wauts to confer any degree or set up a standard for the students, 
examinations are the only best test for this. By holding examina- 
tions the students are given sufficient opportunities to know where 
they staud in their acgnisition of knowledge aud at the. sane time, 
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enable the authorities to know what standard of education they 
have attained. If they are allowed to write thesis they are given 
an opportunity to show. their intellectual capacity and knowledge 
and then examinations may not be necessary. In any case, exami- - 
natious are the only test by which we can understand the genius of 
the students, the standard of their knowledge,culture,—imental and 
moral~and their physical cultureas well attained by them. If 
you are going to do away with examinations you are going to do 
away with Universities. Here is a Satyagraha not for part system, 
not for a change in the syilabus, uot for promotion but for 
having noexamination. Grant that privilege, But give them an 
opportunity of show'ng their intelligence and genius. Examina- 
tions have all along been the guiding influence to study. Today if 
you are going to do away with examinations you are ruining the 
future generations by depriving them of culture and knowledge. 
Therefore I believe, sincerely believe, that, examinations are essen- 
tial aud any system, any regulation, anyrule or any activity that 
stand in the way of examination are detrimental to the future of 
the students. And. Icould understand my friend’s view that the 
students do not trust the present-day Governments. We are living 
jn a transitional age. We are moulding the policy of the future 
world. New ideas are in the air. Seeds of far-reaching changes are 
being sown, That is a fact you and I have to face boldly, but at 
the same time, we must remember that destruction is no foundation 
for any reconstruction or progress or revolutionary ideals helpfel 
as guiding lights to push you forward. I would advise the students 
that itis “better by far to look for a star; than the spots on the 
sun, abiding.” 

I should like the Hon'ble Mover to think seriously of this ques- 
tion. Yami of opinion,—he will forgive me, if Isay—thathe is not 
mature enotigh in deciding the correctness or to justify the present 
stard of those two students. 


Wr N. DANIEL JGSE: May I know whether Mr. Patchn Pillai is’ 
young in years? 

MISS ANNIE MASCATEYE: “Young in mind” has no reference to 
age. J heard a remark from one of the speakers that this has spread 
like wild fire throughout the State If itis a threat we wil! take it 
for what it is worth. If it is a reality, our students ate too intelligent 
and too self-respecting to follow a call resulting from disappoint- 
ment and dissatisfaction. I wish to request this House to give due 
consideration to this questioa. The students may not know many 
things that are at the root of all this trouble. They are shown only a 

_ revolutionary ideal and asked to fight it out. {[f the statements 
issued by the authorities of the College that 75 per cent of the 
students are against this Satyagraha and they have very magnani- 
mously sacrificed their studics to allow the Satyagraha, if this 
statement is true, I would request the Government to look into the 
question and even appoint a committee, if itis necessary, to study 
this questiou. We are, as you know, the caretakers of the present 
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Government aud we are bound to take a paternal care of the 


- students whom we should advise, lead and help with all care and 


fondness necessitated by the occasion. 


- MR. K. P. NILAKANTA PILLAI: May I know the Hon'ble Member’s 
view about detention ? 


MISS ANNIE MASCARENE: Detention is also just like examina- 
tion helpful to the students. If students are sent out for examina- 
tions without heing sure of their standard, what is the use of setting 
up standards of kuowledge that a student should possess? ‘There 
will be no need for detention if the authorities are convinced of the 
standard of the students. If the students are well up in their lessons 
to the satisfaction of the authorities they need not he detained. - 
This is left to the discretion of the University authorities or the 
authorities of the respective colleges. With these words I wish to 
appeal to every Member of this House to take a paternal view of the 
question aud decide th's problem with all the care and wisdom it 
demands. 


Ma. P, S. NATARAJA PILLAl: Sir, the subject under discussion 
js one which affects the vital interests of our country, It is a well 
known fact that for some years past the student popniation was 
taking active part in politics, and fortunately or unfortunately, 
they were allowed to do that with open consent or connivance of 
political parties in the State. ‘the mover of the adjournment 
motion today stated that for the political liberation of the country 
the students have actively participated. Sir, I am one of those who 
belong to another school of thought—I know it is not very much 
appreciated or liked by a body of the public—I am one of those who 
believe that the student life is a sacred period of training and in spite 
of all the liberties they are entitled to and with all the care that the 
State is bound to provide for them and with all the facilities that 
the public are bound to give them, it is their inescapable duty to 
train themselves for their future life to become leaders of the nation. 
But at a crisis when the national life itself was in danger, when the 
call came as a national call, every individual was bound to partici- 
pate in the struggle But one of my friends stated in the House 
that a certain discontented political element used the students to 
gain its ends. I am very sorry, Sir, that the Government has 
now come toa pause when they have to face the consequence of 
that. Questions of education are matters which have to be settled 
by the Government or by the constituted authority, The system of 
education to be adopted, methods of education that have to be en- 
forced and the standards that must be kept up, these are all matters 
for the educational authorities to deal with and not for laymen to 
indnige in. I belong to that group which believes in this principle. 
It is not in the province of laymen to set up standards of education 
and to prescribe syllabuses or curricula for colleges or schools. A 
popular body if it wants to deal in those matters should call for the 
aid of educational experts, Jt is not for a Legislature or even for 4 
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Parliament to enact measures or prescribe and decide syllabus or 
course of studies of students Unfortunately for us in Travancore, 
I am not very sure of the position, I am led to believe that we as 
popular representatives are taking upon ourselves the responsibility 
of determining the courses of studies in colleges and setting up 
standards of educatioy for our boys. Asa result of this the students 
are inade to entertain false hopes that all their agitations will be 
viewed sympathetically by Government and somehow or other their 
demands, whether reasonable or unrearonable, were granted by the 
Government, Government in this case went beyond their jurisdic- 
tion. Every section of this House, I hope, will support any 
imeasurte to put down these nefarious tendencies of the student popu- 
lation. It is not too late to retrace the steps already taken. At 
any rate we cannot go on allowing the situation to worsen, thereby 
affecting the wliole future of the country. At any rate, the problem 
is one which has been created by the leaders of the country under 
particular circumstances, and it is up to them and for this House 
to face the problem with sympathy and consideration. We know 
the emotional mental make-up of the adolescent students. They were 
led away by false hopes. ‘To launch sudden and violent measures to 
counteract the present tendency will have tragic conseqtiences. 
Therefore, the first thing that Government could doin this direc- 
tion is to retrace the steps so far taken by adopting conciliatory 
methods of arguments and adjustments—-I would call it like that— 
such as will not affect the future prosperity of the State or the in- 
terest of the students themselves. We who are responsible to the 
public opinion, have committed a wrong, in my view, in ‘having 
allowed the students to hope for further demands which they are 
sure they could get sitisfied if they resort todirect action. Direct 
action was a method adopted when the national life was in dangor 
and that weapou may be uscd in times of war or in such national 
emergency. But in normal conditions, to think of using such weap- 
ons which could be used only in crises, is dangerous. Having gone 
so far, I think the Government and the public at large must think of 
counteracting the present tendency of the students by conciliatory 
methods and by the methods of arguments and any adjustment as I 
said before. Iam not in the know of things to sav that the students’ 
agitation in the country is directed or controlled, or initlated by the 
communists from ontside. The communist movement is India 
wide, or for that matter, world-wide. I know there. are communist 
tendencies in the country prévalent. Whether it has permeated in- 
to the student population is a question J do mot personally know. 
Whatever it may bz, Iam one of those who believe that it is not 
communist promplings which has led to the present situation 
among the students. ‘It is rather our own fault tha has led to the 
present situation. In having contributed to the situation ourselves, 
to take stringent steps of law to suppress the movement would not 
_ be feasible or fair. Undoubtedly, a great responsibility ison us, 
and so, we have to settle the matter by conviliatory adjustment, and 
that to try to allow the students to launch direct direction will be 
suicidal in the interests of the country and the future generation tog,

to certify that the candidate presented for the exami- 
nation has put in the required attendance at lectures 
and that his progress and conduct have been satisfac- 
tory, It has been the practice in colleges to notify, at 
the time of forwarding the applications of students in 
January, the names ot those whose term certificates the 
Principal cannot send in March.

This arrangement has served in the case of the vast major. 
ity of students as a valuable and necessary stimulus to 
work, But the few students who are ‘detained' have a 
tendency to neglect their work in the third tezm of 
the second year. It is alsoa cause for unhealthy an- 
xicty to some, The Staff Council felt that they should 
do all that is possible to enable students to do their 
work without unnecessary worries and fears. ‘They 
also took into account the chauge in the situation 
caused by the introduction of the Part System for the 
Intermediate Hxamination. After careful considera- 
tion they recommended that the Principal should noti- 
fy to the students as follows :-— 


“All the students In Classes IV and II are permitted 
to appear for the respective University Exa- 
minations of March-April 1949, subject to the 
condition laid down by the University that 
candidates have to get their conduct and pro- 
gress testified to as satisfactory in the term 
certificate by the Principals of the colleges in 
which they studied, after the completion of 
the whole course. Ifa student systematically 
and grossly neglects his studies it is open to 
the Principal to withhold the term certifi- 
cate even after his application is forwarded. 
It is hoped that no such case will arise.” 

The Staff Council feel that they have done all that can 
possible be done to meet the needs of the students in 
the matter, The only reservation is that if a student 
grossly and systematically neglects his studies he may 
run the risk of his certificate being withheld. The 
supervision of the work and the conduct of students 
during their course is au elementary duty of a college. 
It is not enough that a student puts in the necessary 
percentage of attendance; he should also do the exer- 
cises and compositions and other work assigned to 
him, and take the necessary tests and examinalions. It 
would be a great disservice to the students if a college 
were to divest itself of this responsibility. But at the 
same time, the college kas done all that is necessary to 
remove any unnecessary fears or anxieties in the 
matter by giving them the assurance that no student 
who does not grossly and systematically neglect his 
work will be refused his term certificate and the Prin- 
cipal has even expressed the hope that no such case 
would arise, 


Incredible as it may seem! a small section, of students took 
up the position that nothing less than an assurance in 
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advanee, that even a student who grossly and syste-- 
matically neglects his studies would be given his‘terin 
certificate, will satisfy them. ‘To concede this demand 
would be to reduce education to a mockery. It is 
not only meaningless, but highly injurious to students 
that any University should insist on students putting 
in a certain percentage of attendance without at the 
same time insisting that they should do some work. 
Mere attendance will then be grossly detrimental to 
the atmosphere of the class and the work of the la:gc 
number of students who desire to be helped. 


The Principal’s notification given above was explained 


to all the classes; aud most of the st‘idents accepted 
it as reasonable and as meeting their wishes in a gen- 
erous measure. But asmall minority chose to incite 
their fellow-students to obstruct the work of the 
college. 


On Tuesday the BOth November 1948, when students 


assembled together to consider the question of a strike, 
the Principal, Mr. V. M. Ittyerah and Mr. Kuttipuzha 
Krishna Pillai again explained the position and earn- 
estly appealed to the students not to be misled by such 
incitement. ‘This appeal too met with.a wide and 
hearty response and vast majority of students marched 
to the several halls and class rooms. However, since 
they found 3 or 4students blocking the entrance te 
each of these, they could not get into their classes. 
Most of the classes had therefore to be held in the 
shade of trees or in buildings in the court yard of the 
college. 


Wednesday morning (Ist December 1948) there was 
again a meetiag, in the Assembly Hall of the college, 
at which the Principal and Mr. V. M. Ittyerah appeal- 
ed to the students to continue to attend the classes, 
Again the classes were well attended, though the work 
had to be carried on, as on the day before, outside the 
regular lecture rooms, 


On both the days the strikers still small in number, tried 


to disturb work by holding meetings and shouting 
“Tuquilab Zindabad” and other similar slogans. 


Finding ‘here was poor zesponse to the call for a strik rand 


appr hending its failure, some of the strikers started 
a caipaign of misrepresentation and distortion seek- 
ing to give a communal colour to the situation A 
hunger strike was started by one of the strikers in tae 
afternoon of Weduesday. 
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Considering the whole situation, it was notified on Thurs.

day morning, (2nd December 1918) that the college 
was closed till further notice aud that the students 
should leave the hostels the same dey. Most of the 
students left the college hostels before evening. The 
guardians of some of the strikers came and took them 
away. But the hunger striker anda few others have 
stayed on. Another student joined in the hunger 
strike on Thursday afternoon. 

s interesting in this counection to uote the report given 
in the Hindu of 2nd December 1948 that the strike in 
the National College at Trichinopoly was called of on 
the assurance of the Principal : warding the sending 
up of the candidates for the University examinatious 
that “he would be as generous and as lenient as possi- 
ble, subject to his authority as Principal not being 
questioned.” . ; 
greatly appreciate the remarkable good sense and 
patience of the great many students whe were keen on 
atteuding classes and continuing their studies; but 
were physically obstructed or otherwise prevented 

»from going on with their work We also sympathise 
with all the students whose studies have been dis.

Ma..JPRESIDENT: We have come up to Clause 14. Regardiug 
Clauses 15 to 18, no amendments have been tabled. Now the 
question is whether Clauses 15 to 18 do stand part of the Bill

CLAUSE 19. 


Ma, K. P. NILAKANTA PILLAI: I move the following amendment 
to sub-clause 7 of Clause 19: In Clause 19, sub-clause (7), substi- 
tote the words “ Criminal Court under the Code of Criminal Pro- 
cedure, 1117", for the words “Civil Court under the Code of Civil 
Procedure, 1100," in lines 2 and 8, and substitute the words “Cri- 
minal Court and the procedure, laid down in Chapter XXXV of the 
Cade of Criminal Procedure, 1117 shall be followed,” for the rest of 
the clause beginning with the word “ Civil “in line 5. The clause, 
as amended, will read like this: “Hivery authority appointed under 
sub-section (1) shall have all the powers of a Criminal Court under 
the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1117 for the purpose of taking 
evidence and of enforcing the attendance of witnesses and compel- 
ling the production of documents and every such authority shall be 
deemed to bea Criminal Court and the procedure laid down in 
Chapter XXXV of the Code of Criminal Procedure 1117 shall be 
followed.” The reasons are many for this amendment, This bill 
does not define the word “Court.” But in settling disputes between 
labour and capital a Commissioner is contemplated to be appointed, 
or any offcer, under sub-clause 1 to Section 19. It also states “an 
officer with experience as a Judge of a Civil Court or as a Magis- 
trate may be appointed by notification in Our Government Gazette 
to enquire into these disputes.” Then sub-clause 5 (a) enacts that 
if the authority isa Magistrate, the fine, if any imposed by the 
authority may be realised by taking steps under the Criminal Pro- 
‘cedure Code asifit were a fine imposed by a Magistrate. Again 
_ in sub-clause (b) it is enacted, if the authority is not a Magistrate, 
the applicatioa shall be forwarded to a Magistrate and the fine may 
be realised as if it were a fine imposed by such Magistrate. Then 
the clause, as it is, also states that Chapter XXXV of the Criminal 
Procedure Code and Section 190 of the Criminal Procedure Code 
auay also be followed for the purposes mentioned in sub-clause 7, 
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Now, it would be interesting that Chapter 35 of the Criminal Pro. 

- cedure Code deals with cases of coutempt of Court, That Chapter 
also contemplates some other procedure to be taken uuder Section 
190 of the Criminal Procedure Code. Therefore, if we read through 
Chapter XXXV of the Criminal Procedure Code along with Section 
190 of the same Procedure Code we can see what a difficult proce. 
dure it willbe. I may submit that all these things create a lot of 
confusion. A civil authority canuot deal with the matter of fine, 
Even if an enquiry is conducted it will be found impossible to re- 
alise the fine under the whole bill or under the sub-clause. What 
I say is that the Government may appoint an authority to deal with: 
the matter. Ejther a Magistrate may be appointed ora Judge may 
be eppointed ; but the procedure to be followed should be the Cri- 
minal Procedure Code, ‘The whole Criminal Procedure Code may 
apply. Therefore, the power conferred on the enquiring authority 
should be limited and what is stated in the sub-clause is uot neces 
sary. Therefore my pointis this, Anyhow, ultimately, the matter 
is to be dealt with by a Magistrate; whether the authority appoint. 
ed may beeither a Civil Judge or a Magistrate. I have explained 
the whole thing and the House will also realise the situation. Dis- 
putes between labour aud capital require immediate enquiry and 
decision will have to be arrived at an early moment. Under such 
circumstances, Tam asking the authority to follow the Criminal 
Procedure Code because the Civil t'rocedure Code may prolong the 

procedure to am indefinite period. There is no use ask'ng the 
authority to follow the provisions of the Civil Procedure Code for 
conducting an enquiry. Why there should be a duplication? By 
creating two authcrities nothing is gained. On the other hand the 
procedure will be prolonged and complicated and no purpose is 
served, The whole thing may be simplified. Therefore a commis- 
sioner tay be appointed or any other authority may be appointed 
as an experienced Judge or a Magistrate, Under these circumst- 
ances, easiest methods may be followed for expediting the enquiry 
without creating any complication. With these objccts I move 
this amendment. 


Na, K. A. GAYGADHARA MENON: I wish to oppose this amendment. 
There seems to be a confusion in the mind of the mover of the 
amendment with regard to the scope of the equiry contemplated” 
under Clause 19 and also with regard to the provisions of the Crimi- 
nal l’rocedure Code, Section 190, and Chapter XX‘XV of the Civil 
Procedure Code in its application to this particular clause of the 
Bill. Lam sure it will be conceded that the enquiry that is contem- 
plated under Section 19 is more or less of a civil nature. The idea 
behind a claim that is contemplated under Clause 19 is the fixing of 
the wage when there is a dispute or any irregularity in the matter. 
In regard to the fixing of this minimum wage, under clause IJ the 
aquiry that is coutemplated is purely of a civil nature, In regard 
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to that enquiry witnesses have to be examined, inspection and dis- 
covery of documents have to be made and several other procedures 
contemplated regarding the enquiry of the kind have to be gone into. 
Since the enquiry is more or less ofa civil mature it is right and 
proper that the procedure contemplated in the Civil Procedure Code 
should be adopted in this matter. But then there may be circum- 
stances in which contempt of court may be made authority. In such 
.. elreumstances certain other reference contemplated under the Crimi- 
nal Procedure Code may be the procedure and there are so many 
other ways. In all kinds of such offences authority is conferred 
under Section 190 and Chapter XXXV of the above-mentioned 
Codes. The procedure laid down there is adopted then, In this 
connection I may read Section 190 of the Criminal Procedure Code, 
. This Section relates to prosecution for contempt of lawful authority 
of public servants : 


“No Court shall take cognizance of any offence punishea 
under Sections 165 to 181 of the Travancore Penal Code 
except on the complaint in writing of the public 
servant concerned, or of some other public servant to 
whom he is subordinate” ; 

Sections 165 to 181 relate to contempt of lawful authority of 
public servants. Chapter 10 may also be referred in this connec- 
tion,

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Mia. P. BALAKRISHNAN THAMPL: Y oppose the amendment. 
This House must remember that the Minimum Wages Act and 
similar enactments are an infringement of the Law of Contract, 
brought about by the complexities of social relationship concomitant 
with advancing civilization. Many civil matters have been brought 


within the-pale of Penal Law. Under Section 22, this house should 
temember, if a man does not pay the minimum wages fixed by the 
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Act, he is liable to imprisonment for six months of either descript. 
ion. This House should see that the emnlover is not tumecessarily 
penalised. The object of this Actis only to protect the interests 
of the wage carer, not to penalise the emplover. I think the house 
musi also remember thet this is nota part of substintive penal law. 
of tre State This isa special Taw. and bv a certain Act of the 
Leeslature. certain relationships which Tiave not been brought 
into the moral cade or the ethical cade have been rather arbitrarily 
brought within the realm of penal law. After all, in business deal. 
ings, itis a matter for muttal contract. Tn order to help a helpless 
community of wage-earners certain thines are arhitrarily made 
penal offences. What criminal lawyers savy, what the criminole 
gists might say “mens rea” is brought in. The euilty mind fs not 
anywhere here as in the case of murder or of theft or any of the 
offences described in the Penal Code. Therefore. such Acts, if 
they are meat to be oheyed, have to he marked by cantion. In 
Section 22, itis clear that a man may be put into jail for six 
months’ rigorons imprisonment if his agent dovs uot pay the wages 
prescribed hy the Act. Tfit is As. & fess than the amount preserib- 
ed by the Act. he mav be in jail for six months. sit fair? Tfit 
can he shown that it is not owing to any euilty mind of his being 
brought into the prosecution, it wifl be good. 


You cannot expect the employer always to sce to the paying up 
of the exact amount of every employes, It is verv likely that 
inistakes may .be made and for that matter in every Criminial 
enactment, except where mens rea is not preseribed as one of the 
ingredients of the offence, the man is declared innocent if a guilty 
mind is net found. Section 23 does not dive any great relief to the 
employer. It only mentfous those employers whose agents might 
make mistakes. And after all, consider a case that has heen taken 
up for illustration by the Honourable members who spoke before 
me. Anticipating the worst, ifa clever cmployer puts up an em: 
ployee to admit the offence and to get convicted, I for one would 
sayeven that’ isa deterrent thing. Under Section 22, I cannot 
contemplate this without horror. Section 29 says: “where an em- 
ployer is charged with an offence avainst this Act, he shall be en 
titled upon complaint duly made by him, to have any other person 
whom he charges as the actual offender broveht before the Court 
at the time appointed for hearing the charge and if, after the com- 
mission of the offence his been proved, the euiployer proves to the 
satisfaction of the Covrt—” ;

It is one of the 
fundamental principles of Criminal Law that when an offence is 
charged, it is uever charged vicarionsly, Where an employer may 
have a manager and that manager, whether for his own private ends 
or for any other reason, chooses to pay less than the legal wages 
prescribed for the wage-earncr,......., ; 

Mr. K.P. NILAKANTA PILLAI: May I draw the attention of the 
member to the contribution made by the learned Attorney-General 
that it is the Civil law which is contemplated under the bill? - 

Ma. K.S. JOSEPH: In answer I must draw the attention of the 
honourable member to Section 22, first line, when au employer is 
charged with an offence—I suppose the word “offence” is nota 
term. that comes in civillaw. It comes only in crimiual law, as I 
understand, Therefore I oppose the amendment, 

It is the “offence” that is contemplated by the Section; and 
therefore if the employer of the owner is charged for thé dffetice to 
the manager or any other person who for the time being tmariages 
thewage-earners, it would be amounting to charging the owner with 
viearious liability for the faults of anoth*t. “As I sald at the begin- 
ning it ls against the fundamental conceptions of criminal law and 
Eamt sorry in spite of my sympathy for labourers I have to oppose 
this amendment on principle.

MR. ALK. PATCHY PILLAT: Irise to support the amendnient, My 
honourable friend Mr. Joseph pointed out the gicarious liability. 
May I ask the member, if, as a matier of fact, the uwner be: sitting 
comfortably at home, how can he be charged for the misconduct of 
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the driver according to the Motor Act. Sois the case of a lorry 
owner and the driver. So much so the argument of my friend that 
the vicarious liability of the owner is uot at all contemplated ix 
criminal law goes out, I have got other arguments in support of 
the amendment. That isto say, Section 2%. if it is accepted and 
retained in the Act, will be an anomaly. My friends here seem to 
have a misapprehension about the word ‘employer’. Because of the 
use of that word itselfas defined in the Act. I submit, that, that 
Section ought to be taken out of the \ct. What is defined here is: 
“Hmployer means any person who employs, whether directly or 
through another person or whether on behalf of himself or any 
other persun, oe or more emryloyees in any scheduled employment 
sarees SO tuttch so it clearly meaus that both the employer as well 
as his servants are responsible for any breaches of the Act. Not 
only that. According to me the framers of the Act -have been tn- 
consciously played into the hauds of the employers. If the Act, as 
itis, is accepted, it will givea plea to the employer of alibi, After 
having committed the offence, itis generally the uature of the 
offenders to find a way out of their mistake. [t is, as I submitted, 
Uke giving them a handle for a plea of alibi. 


mr. PL NANU: Is it then a clause allowing him to escape? 


MR. AK. PATGHU PILUAL: Yes. It isa clause which does not 
at all apply in the case of areally innocent person. Only in the 
case of a guilty person, who when it has been proved that he was 
Hable to be punished for the offence the employer secks for an escape 
and it is then, that the clause would be brought to his notice and 
applied. It shall never be provided to give a chauce for escape As 
T applied the analogy, even ifa motor owner tries to prove that he 
was elsewhere or was sleeping at home or had no knowledge of any- 
thing at all and the offence was committed by the driver........ yet 
he will be punished.

Me, A. XK. PATCHU PILLAI: Yauust draw the attention of the 
member to the law on the subject. It is as enacted in tlre Motor 
Act that even if the owner of the bus or owner of the car or lorry 
as the case may be brings to notice of court, that without his know 
ledge the driver was overloading, and thus he was going out of his 
way, even then, itis held that the owner, is responsible aud is 
generally convicted. 


Me. E. P, POULOSE: Will the honourable member say whethet 
the ‘owner should be’punished “or the employee’ alone shouldbe 
punished, , ; 

M... AK. PATCHU PILLAI: In that case, there is nothing to ex 
empt either of the persons from punishment. According to me 
not only the mau who plied the bus but the owner or the employer 
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himself should be booked. In this case, it is absolutely necessary 
that Section 22 ought to be removed in order that the benefit of 
the Act may be conferred’on the wage-earners. So, J fully support 
the amendment and request that those persous here who professed 
that they are real sympathisers of labour, that they want to seea 
better order of things by giving more facilities and living conveni- 
ences to the labourers, ought to support it. I humbly request the 
honourable wainister concerned to view the matter in that light and 
as Tunderstand it, he himselfis a sympathiser ofiabour and instead 
of looking to the section, as it might have been enacted in British 
Tudia, I would request him to consider the local conditious here and 
see his way to delete this. TI will be very glad if he does so, and he 
will be duly held as a sympathiser of labour.

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Ma, A. P, DOA YABHANU : Sir, I support the amendment. When con- 
sidering the amendment, first of all what I have to urge is that we 
have not to think of the complexion of the present Government, 
but we must think of successive Governments. The present Govern. 
tient may be sympathetic towards labour but day after tomorrow 
another Government may come into power and they may not be very 
sympathetic towards the labour. When we frame a law we have ta 
frame it bearing in mind its future possibilities, Aud so keeping 
this in view we wust make provisions in this Act. In this Act 
Government has been given the power to exempt certain classes and 
certain kinds of industries which have been already brought in the 
schedule from the application of this Act. Sub-clause 2 of Section 
35 says i-— 


“Our: Government may, if for special reasons they think 
so fit, by notification in Sur Government Gazette, 
direct that for such period as they may specify the 
provisions of this Act or any of them shall not apply 
to all or any class of employees employed jin any 
scheduled employment or to any locality where there 
is carried on a scheduled employment”. 


I think that this provision of exemption is unnecessary. 


The other thing I have to urge before the House is that the 
minimum wages should be fixed in Such a way that it should not go 
lower than a certain limit. -That is, the bottom:limit should also be 
fixed, so that the wage shall not go beyond a certain limit. In the 
United States they have fixed the bottom limit below which the 
wages cannot fall, So the idea behind the Minimum Wages Act is 
to set the bottom limit below which wages cannot fall. So our idea 
is to fix a wage rate which will be helpful for keeping soul and body 
together as far as workers are coucerned. So it is not a measure 
which will help them to live an affluent life but which will help 
them to live above want. When that is the idea underlying the 
Minimum Wages Act, I don’t think any exemption can be given. 
Therefore when we consider the basic principles with which the 

. Minimum Wages Act is introduced J think this provision is totally 
inconsistent with the idea behind the Act. So I think the amend-

Tsay, it isin 
the interest of labour that such diserction shondd he vested with the 
Government, to be used under exceptional cirenmstauces, Now it 
is a matter of common knowledge that industries will have learned 
of either ceasure or the threat io caase work owing to many econo 
mic factors. Not the least of itis the soliciinde aud friendliness 
shown to lahour hy some other friends. It is a painfrl thing to 
‘bring to the notice af this House that the coir industry shows bad 
deterioration owinto many reasons, the least important of which 
is certainly the interest shawn hy the friends of labour. Now the 
circumstances may so fashion themselves that labourers themselves 
may wish that some employment might be given to them when they 
are aware that with the best of intentions the employer cannot 
possibly give them the waves fixed by the Act. Tt is inevitable 
under such cirentustances, laborers with the assistance of the Gov- 
erniment shonld fix any wage rate that is lower than the minimum 
-presetibe?. Tt is very clear that this Mouse is aware of the fact 
that this scction would be primarily to save the interest of labour 
itself. Now Isbour dics, labour is dying on account of starvation. 
Tt is better that the labour dies in order to shake the feeling of 
the inequities of labor. Tt is better to provoke the social consei- 
ousness and that people die than to reccive something Jess than the 
minimum wage. Butin the present cireumstances it is better to 
give some wage lower than the mintmum wage. Many enthusiastic 
and honourable members have moved and supported this resolution. 
Then exception was taken to the inclusion of a sub-clause or rather 
an explanation or an exception regarding the relations which may 
assist the employer in his work, ‘That explanation is essential, 


br 
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Otherwise a man may be coudemned to a term of six months’ rigor- 
ous imprisonment if it is proved titat his brother was working on 
no saiary or something less than the minimum wage. When 
employmeitt or auything less than the minimum wage is madea 
penal act, it is highly essential to state that if those who are above 
the near relations, if they work for them, this rule regarding mini- 
mum wages need not relate to them. It is in the interest of all 
houest meu, aid it is iu the interest of those whose family relations, 
whose sous aud relatious voted tor them that suci provisions should 
be included. Wothiug in this Act works any hberdship on the 
laborers. itis an enabling section in the interest of labour, Oc- 
casious will be few and tar between for any Goveruiment to invoke 
the feeling of any section. It is only under compelling circum- 
stances when labour itself might be very iusisteut that some relaxa- 
tion should be made by auy Goverument. 

Another hon’ble member said that ic might be that this Govern- 
ment might invoke and some other Governmeut will uot. Under 
any scheme of adult sultrage it is uot goiug to be neglected. Any 
future Government might be too cousiderate about them. With 
these few words 1 oppose ihe amendment moved by my friend 
Mr, Sreedhar, ; 

Ma. P. 8. SATARACA PILLAL: I am very sorry to oppose the amend- 
ment of Mr. Sieedhar. In doing ‘so’ I would like to bring to the 
notice of this House one important fact, as I think it, Sir, itis 
perfectly true that the Minimum Wages Bill is a measure primarily 
intended to protect the interests of iabour and it is in consonance 
‘with the advanced labour legislation elsewhere. But, ina country 
where the average income of an ordimary citizeu is very low and if 
a ininimum wage is fixed up ou the cost of living index, I want 
this House to consider its eilects on some of the industries in the 
State, Though 1 am not today in a position io quote from some 
authoritative works available there are instances reported that fixiug 
of minimum wages have altected the growth and even the existence 
of some industries and it was found almost difficult to pay the mini- 
mum wage. On account of this reason many industries have closed 
down because of the injurious effects of this legislation. 

Mak. K.P, WILAKANTA PILLAi: May cI know ,whether the country 
is ripe for such a Bill as the Minimum Wages Bill ? 

WR, P, S, NATAKAUA PILLAI; Tam not disputing the principle. 

MR. KX. P. WILAKAWTA PILLAI t The question is not whether the Bill 
4s ripe; but the country is ripe? - 

MR. PS, NAIARKAGA PILLAI: Imight uot be in ‘order in question- 
ing the principles of the Bil, Iam particularly drawing attention 
to clause 26 here, If. I-am allowed to complete my speech I shall 
show how I am relevant, ‘There are instances reported that by im- 
posing minimum wages on particular industries, many industries 
have died even in ‘advanced ingustrial countries. In a country, 
where the average income is vey. low,—the. average income of a 
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citizen is from Rs, 80 to Rs. 75 per year in our State—can we think 
of imposing a wage fixed on cost of living? Do you think that the 
average rate of income will be sufficient for a man to live? When 
we fix a minimum wage we have to fix it in relation to the cost of 
living which will be tar higher than the average income and if we 
enforce the minimum wage at that rate to a particular industry, that 
industry will die for it lives now on account of its present low cost 
of production. ‘Iherefore, if a provision like clause 28 is notin. - 
cluded therein, there will be difficulties, In certain circumstances 
we may reqtire an exception under sub-clause 2. ‘Mat provision 
will remain asa residuary gufeguard. ‘There may come a situation 
where particular industry may be paralysed and cannot get on with - 
the minimum wage fixed, As a matter of fact, a major portion of 
our industries lave not got sufficient resources to mect thelr needs, 
They somehow manage to live, Our population is coustantly iu 
creasing aud the present conditions are bound to change, Untilws 
increase the productivity and thereby the standard of living, we ate 
pound to mauage with the preseut conditions, Therefore, Sir, I say 
that this clause 25 sub-clause (2), is necessary, so that Government 
may uot apply, the minimum wages under exceptioual circums 
stances for the industrics that cannot pay it. They can try for some 
time. ‘Travancore is progressive aud has adopted advanced labour 
legislation as compared to other Provinces and States in India. But 
how far we are applying it or how far it will be working is another 
question, Therefore, I think this provision may stand as it is. _

ment to Schedule part I, item 6 Imove that to schedule Part I, in 
item 6 the following words may be added at the end; 

“Under any local authority or under any person or authority 

appointed by Our Government”. 

In the schedule, Part I, in item 7,add the following words at 
the end— : 

“Under any local authority or under any person or authority 
appointed by Our Government.” 

The scheduled employment in the Bill means an emp'oyment 
specified in the schedule or any class or branch of w rk ferming 
part of such employment. Then by clause 12, the Government have 
the right of fixing a minimum wage for any scheduled employment. - 
If the Goverument are going to fix the wages for building opera 
tions, road making, stone-breakiug or stone-crushing in the country 
aud the minimum so fixed is to be applied to this class of work: 
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and any man constructing a house or ashed will come within the 
purview of this Bill. That is the only consideration which prumpt- 
ed me to table this amendment. If minimum wage is fixed under 
this bill, clause 17, 18 and v1 will apply. Noa-payment of the 
wages fixed by any employer will be a penal offence According to 
these clauses an Inspector will have the right to enter the house, 
exainineaccounts ete. in case there is any complaint about the 
minimum wage. A man is bound to maintain wage slips as well. 
These are the consequences that follow when an employment is a 
scheduled employment. Therefore, I was doubtiug whether the 
wages for buildiug operations are to be fixed under this bill in this 
country. It will cause a very undesirable state of affairs in the 
whole country. We will bein a very great difficulty. A man might 
have the urgent necessity of building a small cow shed or a room or 
asmallhouse. When the wages of carpenters and masons etc,—~ 
people engaged in building operations are fixed, and if one does not 
pay the fixed wage or for some other complaint, he will be hauled 
up, Under clause 17 an Inspector will come and enquire whether he 
has paid the fixed rate for the labour. He can prosecute the perscn 
under clauses 18 and #1, and the poor man will have to go to the jail 
even when the labour er was prepared to work for a lesser rate. 1 dou 
bt whether the Bill should be framed in that comprehensive way. I 
think the Bill was drafted without considering all aspects. I aim led 
to believe that there are so many lapses in this Bill. We are now 
adopting this Bill, but we are quoting Section 9 of the Factories 
Act of 1114. The Factories Act Amendment Bill is under consider- 
ation of a Select Committee and in that Bill Clause 9 is.........

Ma. P. S. NATARTIA PILLALs I-would request my friend to read 
my amendment, Under my amendment, “employment on road con- 
struction or iu building operations,” if it is undeftaken by 7 lotal 
authority or under any person or authority appointed by our Gov- 
ernment, it will come within the purview of the Bill. Ifa house is to 
be bailt by a private individual according to the definition proposed 
in this amendment the provisions of the Bill Will m6t apyu,. 
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Now then, if you fix the minimum rates for building operations 
under auy local authority or under auy person or authority appoint. 
ed by “Our Government” you can control it. A poor citizey 
who puts up a shed at Rs. 35 or so, or a man laying an approach 
read for his house for 5 feet or a sinall cocoanut estate will not come 
under the purview of the Bill, ‘Che people will lave to do this kind 
of work. If for building work or road inaking you are going to put 
up a schedule of minimung rates, 20 man will be able to do it, Lbave 
made the provision uuder local authority to control the work of 
contractors for buildings and roads. We are envisaging local boards, 
We are envisaging Willage Panchayats and Municipalities where, 
when prblic works such as road making or building operations are 
carried on, that has to be controlled by Government. But to put 
the building operations as a whole on a minimum wage basis 
throughout the country, will bea great hardship to the people | 
dou'’t think that it is the imtention of the mover of {he bill to puta 
restriction on the right of the peopie to build louses or roads. It 
will have very serious couscquences. 1 can perfectly know the 
Government also kuow, that there ave provisions to exclude or in- 
clude any industry at soine time or other, Bul we are now enacting 
a measure to enforce minimum wages for the schedule industries, 
But my contention is that thesc operations when undertaken by 
Government should be controlled ; not otherwise. Suppose a railway 
is being constructed or a big road scheme is undertaken by Govern: 
ment or a dam is being constructed by Government, then it will be 
necessary to enforce the minimum wages, We cannot allow to have 
sweated labour. We cannot allow a contractor to make huge profit 
at the cost of labour. Therefore in building operations also we must 
fix the minimum wages. I am one with the framers of the bill on 
that, but that must be for major works, tor the present I will say, 
the major work undertaken by Government and sem1-Government 
bodies. Asfar as the private citizen is concerned, he must be 
exempted. When once you fix a minimum waye tor building opera 
tions and frame a schedule rate, naturally, by free competition, the 
private citizen will have to approximate to that level of payment 
There cannot be a kind of sweated labour for the private citizen, 
because he is constructing his own house. ‘Ihe law of supply and 
‘demand will be conditioned by the actual wage rate that is preva: 
lent. When you have fixed a minimum wage, then there will not 
be a need to tear that there will be under-payment or sweated labour. 
Therefore, Sir, I would earnestly plead to this House to fully realise 
the implications whea house-building is included in the schedule 
In this connection I may invite the attention of my friends to the 
definition of the employer in item (d), It reads:

Mr. P. S. NATARAGA THLLAL: For the present it will have to be 
restricted for works undertaken by Government or Local Podies. 
Phatis the only way Ican envisage it, That is why I say that 
major works such as building or road-making lies with the Govern- 
‘ment and semi-Government bodies at present, When minimum 
wage is enforced throughout the country, labour will react on the 
supply and demand basis and demaud the mininium wage at all 
times. I can appreciate the anxiety of my honourable friend. 
Suppose a factory comes into existence tommorrow at Lrivandrum or 
Kundara, it may construct a building for a crare of rupees. There , 
may be a chance for sweated Jabour or under-payment, but that will 
be conditioned by the other thing, the rule of supply aud demand, 
I don’t know of auy other method. Ifthe mover of the bill or the 
Treasury Bench is prepared to shape auother ainendment | am 
prepared to acceptit. The one thing which I emphasise is that the 
ordinary citizens in the land should not be penalised and the ordi- 
nary building operations should not be obstructed. You know that 
the condition ‘of our houses is poor. Every day we have to build 
more and more houses aud the demand for houses is increasing day 
by day. In these circumstances, to put any obstruction on the free 
building operatien will be detrimental to the interests of the country.

Mr, P, BALAKRISHNAN THAYPI: Iam glad that I find myself quite 
in agreement with my friend Mr. Sreedhar, in opposing the amend- 
ment of Mr. Nataraja Pillai. In one sense, [am also happy in 
respect of the amendment of Mr. Nataraja Pillai also. That amend- 
ment reassured me that he is not going red. Yesterday, from some 
of the amendments moved by him, I was led to believe without any 
competent reason, that he was fast turning red. (Laughter). But 
this resolution, he moved with the good sense of a good mid-Vic- 
torian householder. But unfortunately for him Mr. Nataraja Pillai, 
I can assure him that this Act isa socialistic Act,an Act moved 
by a socialistic Government and that this is one of the many Acts 
which modern Governments which are either professedly socia- 
listic or socialistic in outlook are bringing to the Statute book. 
In the good old days there was no trouble of the state coming in 
between the employer and the employee. The periodical and cnste~ 
mary presents for Onam and Vishu would no longer satisfy labour. 
Therefore, Mr. Nataraja Pillai should be preparedto see a world 
where the whole social order has changed or is fast changing. I 
think he was purposely a little humorous when he snoved that 
amendment in the Schedule. To the whole Act, clause by clause, 
which was solemnly passed by this House, he moves an amendment 
in the Schedule which will make the whole Act look ridiculous. 
Once the scheme of the Act is accepted, once this House decides 
that the wages should not be left to the vagaries of the contract 
between the employer and the employed or, as he calls, the ruth- 
less operation of the law of supply and demand, once y.u have con» 
ceded the ‘position it is very clear that we cauncot accept the amend- 
ment which would render nugatory most of the operative sections 
ofthis Act. Itis not so ridiculous to believe that those industries 
which call forth reverberating laboue should be excluded from the 
category of this Act. Isstone-breaking and stone-crushing as re- 
markable as perhaps the makiug of a garland of jasmine flowers, to 
work iu the hot sun for road construction or to be exposed to the 
sun for building operations? 

Iwould request my friend to visit his close neighbourhood 
near his cottage. That part of the town is noted for stone- 
crushing and stone-breaking. He must have seen that of all the 
most arduous works in labour is stone-crushing aud stone-breaking, 
and as such this should be excluded from the purview of this Bill, 
saying that a man wants a cow-shed, is interesting. The man who 
wants to make acow shed or to lay a very smail 20-feet lane under 
the scheme of the Act is the employer in that ‘context. However 
poor the man might be, when he wants to put a cow-shed or to 
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make a very small lane, as described by Mr. Nataraja Pillai, to that 
extent the scheme of the Act is alfected by the amendment. I was 
going to be very positive about the principles of legislation,—it is 
note quite in consonance with accepted principle: of legislation 
that the operative portion of au Act should be allowed to be de. 
feated by an amendment toa schedule. With these words, Sir, f 
am opposing the amendment of Mr. Nataraju Pillai. 


There is another amendment moved by Mr. Sreediiar. J oppose 
that amendment not in sympathy with the domestic labour 
also —- labour in hotels and public meeting places. 1 think 
that under the scheme of this Act it will not be feasible to bring 
in that section of labour. It is better to bring in a more compre: 
hensive legislation, bringing within its ambit uot merely people 
who work in hotcls and eating places but also domestic places. 
Let us go in for another legislation in a systematic aud methodic 
cal manuer so that the scheme of society might be put into that 
ideal order of tomorrow.

ADJOURNMENT MOTION RE:LABOUR SITUATION AT ALLEPPEY 

Mr, PRESIDENT: ‘Ihe tine being 4’ of the clock now, the House 
will now proceed to the adjotirnment motiou fixed for the day. 

Mr. P. S.WMUGAMMAD: [bee to move that the businéss of the 
House be adjourned for the purpose of discussing a definite matter 
of urgent public importance, viz., the grave and alarming situation 
that has arisen in Alleppey andin its suburbs, out of the recent 


occurrences created by the serious labour troubles followed by the 
use of brutal force and Police interference. 
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Mr. N. DANIEL JOSE : Mr. President, Sir, the very fact that the 
Government has been kind enough to permit a debate on this 
subject shows with sufficient clearness what an important issue we 
are tackling. We style ourselves, Sir, as the representatives of the 
people. We call ourselves a responsible Government. Who are 
these people? 95 per cent of these people are the masses who have 
neither sufficient food nor clothing nor shelter. If we are to justify 
what we say, if we are to justify what we procliim loudly from 
housetops that we are standing for the rights of the people, we have 
to be on the side of the poor, Sir, I want to point ont that we can 
no longer afford to hold their scales even between the rich and 
the poor. We cannot afford to hold our scales even between those 
who expropriate and those who were expropriated. 1 plead that 
this responsible Government must put itself down on the side of 
the poor labour and that it must work effectively and sufficiently 
strougly and give timely aid to the poor. It has been argued here, 
time and again, that there is a communistic bogey, Yesterday also 
this wasraised. I beg to point out that we cannot trace this bogey 
as long as we do not provide people with food, shelter and clothirg. 
The best weapon to fight labour trouble is not the lathi and the 
machine gun but it is rice, clothing and shelter. (Hear, hear) 
Thank you, Sir. If you can give that we shall have solved 
the problem. Nevertheless, Sir, I am fully aware of the 
great difficulties that we have to face. Iam fully aware of the 
economic crisis facing the country. It is still argued that when 
labour makes a claim for its rights, it should be put down with 
greater force. That I think, Sir, will not solve the problem. Let me 
raise my voice in solemn warning to this Government that as 
far as labour problem is concerned, Government is sitting on the 
top of a volcano. The heart of this volcano is throbing with the 
poor. The labour problem in this country is not so simple or 
easy of solution as the student problem. I plead Sir, that~— 


Mr. JOSEPH WALIECKAL: How long is this volcano fuming? 


Mr, N. DANIEL JOSE: For a very long time, But the time may 
come when the volcano may explode. What I am saying is volea- 
noes may fume for a Jong time. But at a particular moment in their 
history, the voleanoes may explode. The storm might be let loose 
and the people who try to defend what they could not share 
with their brethren will have to give up their life even. I am 
one of those people. whko believe that there should be political 
liberty, 1am one of those who believe that there should be econo- 
mic demociacy also. If we are to justify what we have said in the 
manifesto thai we placed before the people, we have to use not 
force, no police force against labour but we have to give them food, 
clothing and shelter. If we can provide work and enough sus- 
tenance for labour, we shall have solved this problem. Thus my. 
appeal to you Sir, is that it is mot force that is the need of the hour, © 
but shelter, food, clothing and work for the people, 
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Mas. DANIEL JOSE : Does .t mean that you are justifying the 
‘attitude. of the former’ Goverment, that is, the Government which 
was in existence before the popular Government-which used all sorts 
of methods to put down the fight for resconsiblé Govern ment?

P. BALAKRISHNAN THAMPL; Sir, Iam in sympathy with 
the motion moved by my hon’ble friend, woulana P, S. Muban- 
med, As the frst President of the labour erjanisation, as one who 
has been President of a labour organisation for over six years, as 
one who has been President of a labour organisation before the 
newspapers used to give headline streamers to labour leaders, 
before the Government thought it worthwhile to give labour any 
representation, and in those days when Lused to bea resident in 
Alleppey, my hon'ble friend the Moulana came in touch with 
labour matters Siz, ina tangled situation like this it is very 
difficult to allocate blame. The situation does uot admit of easy 
analysis and all parties have to contribute to .this impasse. No 
class or group of people could be said to have been completely 
innocent. 

Things have changed very much since then. But since the 
basic factors remain the same it is very difficult to blame the situ- 
ation. It might be an easy analysis. All parties have contributed 
to this. There are instances of business meu working without any 
cousideration for labour. Itis Indian businessmen, who have no 
business morality, who generally do this, 1 know of very pro- 
tinent people ia public life who have comniittea such offences, 
By such methods all the markets of the world err. practicaily closed 
to ludisn coir products. I know of a gentlenian by whose cifo:ts 


the Australian market is practically closed tu znuian car pivu..cts, 
Ido not want to go into greater detail I know the employers 
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have been toa very great extent responsible for the unemployment 
consequent on the lack of demand of the products. I do not want 
to repress labourers who ask for more. These 2) years, labour in 
Alleppey and the suburbs have been systematically exploited by 
leaders who owe allegiance not to auybody in Travancore but to 
outside agencies. The labourers are free to believe that a new world 
will be established and that a new social order will come into 
being by hammer and sickle and all those things connected with 
them. Itis partially true that there is unrest among them. It is 
psychologically correct to say that hunger is the chief reason for 
this revolution. Unemployed labourers are the easy victims of the: 
propaganda carried on by then. It was during the period of 
autocratic Government which had not very much responsibility 
for its actions. Unfortunately when respousible Ministers assumed 
the Treasury benches, the responsibility is great. How could they 
be firm? I am not speaking anything against the Ministry, past- 
present or future of the State. I am speaking about the popular 
Ministry all over India. Is it wise to say anything or to take any 
steps which would alieuate the bad feelings of large sections of our 
public? Governments themselves must be soft towards this 
problem. Therefore, if only Governments are firm, there will be 
an easy situation. Government must be very definite about this, 
They must clearly indicate on what grounds they can save the 
employees as well as the employers, 

Speaking about Governments, their attitude, I had often felt, 
in every respect, they are not using the advantage, of publicity,

Mr. PRESIDENT: Mr. Thampi will go on. 


Mr. P. BALAKRISHNAN THAWPI: Government are not using 
their powers for publicity. These political groups are well entren- 
ched in the public mind, They know how to appeal to the young 
man. The Government donot seem to have realised the benefits 
of modern propaganda: Paid lecturers must be employed and book- - 
lets published, and the public must be enabled to know the other 
side of the picture. They must be told about the scenes in Russia 
and America where everyone out of three labourers goin motor 
vehicle to his factory or lis farm. He’ is definitely better pro- 
vided by that country than those that follow the creed promulgated 
by that economist and thinker, Karl Marx. One of the honout- 
able tnembers here spoke about all those labourers. He called hitt- 
self ‘Lord’ or ‘Bhagavan’ Karl Marx etc,. and he promised to do 
many things for these poor people. 1 hese labourers have not got 
the intellectual training or the social ot economic knowledge, They 
mtst be told that the labourers in Russia are uot having more 
gomfortable lives than thosean other eountries under the other’ 


ae 
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scheme of things. There, Government hold the shares. In the 
other case, capital is distributed throughout the who'e nation. But 
as far as the worker both in America and Russia is concerned, his 
master is more or less an abstract thing. 

Sir; the labourers themselves are the custodians of law and 
order. ‘There is no point in finding fault with the police. Vou can- 
not expect that when there is an explosive situation, you should go 
to the policemen and ask. Would you mind giving more conve- 
nience to the public? or would you do this or that? If you want 
to work successfully this popular Government, it will have to stand 
by the police on such occasions. The only question is whether 
Government employees, especially these police-men work in good 
faith. If during a lathi charge a policeman gets his head broken, 
he may perhaps use uiore force than is necessary in the circum- 
stances. On such occasions if Government do not support the 
police the Government would fall. On such occasions, it will be 
very difficult to say what-is the correct amount of force necessary. 
In certain occasions these police will have to use sagacity and 
experience. I vo not exhort the Government to do auything which 
would inflaiue the masses because the Government are wise to take 
into consideration these psychological forces at work.But Govern- 
ment must make it clear that behind the velvet glove there is the 
mailed fst. People who are out to fight must understand this- 
With these few words I support the motion so ably moved, and 
moved in the temperate language by my friend Mr. Muhammed. 

WB, G. RAMAGHANDAAN: The adjournment motion brought for- 
ward by my friend Mr. P.S. Muhammed calls our attention to the 
most difficult problem facing Government and tue people alike 
I was happy to hear even such a confirmed cynic like my friend 
Mr: Balakrishnan Tampi agree .with Mr. Muhammed.

Mea. P. BALAKRISHNAN THAMPI: Itis a matter of give and take. 

Mr. G, RAMACHANDRAN: It is quite easy to come forward and say 
as the previous speaker Mr. Tampi said, that we shouid hide the 
mailed fist under a velvet glove, but that is now oue of the exploded 
theories which very few people care even to talk aboutthese days, 
Regarding the labour question, particularly in Travancore, we have 
to take a long range view. All over.the world the labour question is 
no lounger one of merely giving or taking of wages. We know, for 
instance, that in England we havea Labour Government: ‘The party 
which represents Labour is ruling England. Half of Europe is 
Practically undgr that kind of rule. It is good to rementher therefore 
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thatin dealing with Labour, we are dealing definitely, with the 
probable future masters of our country. 

iin. K, 3, d0sEPH: Do you mean the dictatorship of the Pro. 
letariat ? 

MR. G, RAMACHANDRAN: No, not that, I am not thinking of 
dictatorship. In dealing with labour I say that we are dealing with 
the future masters of our State. There is no dictatorship in England 
but only Labour Government. It will ultimately come to that even 
here. It is he who labours and she who labours will inherit the 
State. We'shou!d not act in favour of policies which will uot St in 
with the present requirements of the country. The fundamental 
question is not the question of wages; the question is whether Labour 
will be entitled to share in the profits of industry. In India also 
attempts are being made for Labour to share in the responsibility 
of industry and alsoin the profits ofindustry. Today, labour is 
irresponsible, ‘Today Labour demands more aud more. There is 
somebody to demand from, They are the owners of capital and 
the owners of industry. The moment labour shares in the responsi- 
bility of industry and this in profits also that moment Labour will 
become “responsible”. That brings us to the question of nationalis- 
ation of industry. There are some people who dislike the idea, There 
are other people who like the idea, I'he ultimate solution lies in a 
progressive course of nationalisation of industry by which, Labour 
itself becomes responsible to itself and therefore to the couatry, 
Then the interminable process of irresponsible agitation will come 
toanend, There is no doubt certain things have to be done im- 
mediately. The present Government and the previous Government 
have brought forward legislation to help Labour to get a fair deal, 
They have brought forward and passeda number of progressive 
Bills for the benefit of labour. My friend Mr. Kesavan brought for- 
ward some good legislation, ‘They have now gone to the Select 
Committees. More bills are coming and [have no doubt that the 
present Government will deal very justly with Labour. It will go 
far to conciliate Labour. But often Labour is not concerned with 
demands for their own economic betterment only. Somebody or 
other is exploiting Labour for their party political purposes. It can 
be said that that kind of thing will not be tolerated, If the demands 
of Laboux ave sucli that the present Governiment can deal with them 
J have no doubt that they will go all ont te meet those demands. But . 
when political ‘paities itake labour an instrument the Government 
find the matter difficult. It is there that the Government will have 
to exercise its filost restraint and yet be firm in dealing with dis- 
crder and violence, Ultimately long tange plaus must come in. 
Something “has got to be done, Labour weltareis the most im- 
portant immediate thing. But we must devise a method here and 
now for.the steady nationalisation of industries. That alone will 
be facing up to the problem. Then Labour alsu become responsible _ 
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for the development of industries. A situation must arise where 
the present profit making capitalists as well as the labourers must 
get equal benefits from the growth of industries. 


Nin. P. BALAKRISHNAN THAMPI: May I ask the Hon’hle member 
whether the railways that have been nationalised in British Tudia 
have aright for threats and strikes ? 


Wr. G. RAMACHANDRAN: Vou can take our Bus-transport. Gov- 
ernment Will have responsibility. Then, yo can more easily give 
labour a better deal. Even under Sir C. P. Ramaswami Iyer we 
agitated for the uationalisation ofindustries. Ifthereis a truly 
democratic Government which will nationalise the industries 
then we shall be marching on towards real peace and growth in 
industry. We are dealing with a long range plan and let us not be 
frightened, Let us without delay take the initial step in the 
direction of nationalisation ofindustry. Weshall then d{scover 
what true social progress is.

When the Ministry las come to the decision to repeal the Travan- 
core Railways Act, they make a reference to a section of that Act in 
the definition in the Bill under consideration. The Travancore 
Factories Bill was introduced and is now under the consideration 
of a Select Committee. But here a particular section of the old 
Act is quoted. Whether the bill, when it emerges from the Select 
Committee, will have the same clause or will contain the same as 
another section is a matter of doubt.

That is the purport of my amendment, 
Besides, I have sought to add another item to the trade disputes 
That is, any dispute regarding the recognition of Trade Unions by 
the employer or enrployers. Under the Travancore Trade Union 
Act, for the same industry more than one Union can be registered 
It is natural that there may be some kind of friction in respect of 
recognition of Trade Unions. From practical experience we know 
such quarrels are taking place in Alleppey. There is friction 
between the union of the Swathantra Union and others. Strikes 
are the results of these quarrels for recognition. If my amendment 
js incorporated it would make all possibilities of strikes and indus- 
trial disputes more rare.

‘Trade Union must be composed of workers 
alone, not members of the supervisory staff. Generally, members 
of the supervisory staff who are there to enforce discipline in 
the factory are under the direct control of the management and 
very often they are a limb of the management. They are a 
group apart from the ordinary workmen. They are people who 
have to supervise and see that the workmen are doing the work 
according to the wish of the management. Their interests are 
different aud very often workers are reluctant to accept into their 
fold people who form part of the supervisory staff, because they are 
men who are always something like the key of the management. 
But this definition of workmen has to be read along with clause 27 C 
in which there is a regular ban on the recognition of a trade union 
unless its doors are open to all workmen. In clause (b) we find that 
it is representative of all the workmen employed by the employer in 
that industry or those industries. The result will be this. [fin an 
industry there are supervisory staff whose interests the ordinary 
worker considers to be antagonistic to his interests and the labour 
considers that it cannot accept them into their fold.

very often conflict with those of the workers and may not be in the 
good books of the workers.

becomes compulsory that a trade union must accept a supervisory 
staff who are to enforce discipline.

That is the wording in the Industrial Disputes Bill, In Minimum 
Wages Bill, when Clause 8 was under discussiou the. principle. of - 
' pomination by Government of interests representing employers and 
employees in the scheduled employments was sought to be amended ' 
by nie. It was my idea to adopt a uniform wording in all the Bills. 
But that was uot to be. There are two distinct principles, one 
nomination and the other choosing of represntatives by consul- 
tation. Different wording should not be adopted to express the same 
ideas. Experts iu labour legislation said if the principle of con- 
sultation is adopted a lot of complications will arise. It was said 
that there will be more than one trade union and the question which 
trade union to be consulted will create impediments for smooth. 
working and thereby the utility ofthe Bill will be discounted and so 
on. That was the view of the official spokesman of the Bill when the 
Minimum Wages Bill was under discussion. Now inthe Industrial 
Disputes Bill in Clause 8 the identical principle is at issue. Here 
the wording is “the representatives of workmen shall be chosen in 
consultation with the trade unions if any”. ‘This is deliberately put | 
imandsaidto be the form of drafting suited to this Bill. In the 
minimum wages bill it was a question of nomination by Govern- 
‘ment without ¢onsultations. Here itis nomination with consul- 
tation. . aan . 


From these things‘oue has to gather.that it is ‘different from 
what has to be adopted-to express the ‘same idea in different bills. if- 
the powers that be will it. Disputes. are bound to arise in various 
forms if different wordings are to be adopted in legislative measures 
to express the same idea. ‘The consequences will be very serious 
After all weare discussing labour legislation and the bills that. are 
sought to he enacted are intended to promote good relations between 
the employers on the one hand and the employees on the other: 
Natutally the principles that have to be followed must be uniform 
and free from doubt. It is the trade unions that have to play their 
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part for the well-being of the employers and the employees, Disputes .. 
have to be minimised. That is the object of these legislations. If 
the disputes go before a court of law, distinctions will be sought 
to be drawn from the wording of the Acts by lawyers who live by 
disputes. As I said, disputes will vary according to the wording . 
in the diferent enactments. By choosing in one place, nomination 
in another place, nomination by consultation in a third, another 
form we add to the confusion. Iam forced to observe that the way 
in which these bills are sought to be rushed through, will not help 
us in the long run. ‘I have nothing shore to say except that 
sufficient attention has not been bestowed on draftsmanship. 
Thereby it is going to be a paradise for the lawyers. With these 
words I oppose the Clause from becoming law. —

Nations (Security Council) Bill. The bill was published. in the 
Gazette! dated 28rd November 1948. The objects of the Bill are 
given below:— : 

The Government of India have ratified the Charter of the 
United Nations signed at San Francisco on the 26th day of June 
1945. Article 41 of the Charter provides that the Security Council 
of the United Nations miay decide what measures not involving 
the use of armed force are to be cmployed to give effect to its 
decision and that it may call. upon the methbers of the United 
Nations to apply such measures. By Act KLVI of: 1947 the 
. Government of India have made provision to enable them to apply 

effectively the measures which the Security Council may call upon 
’ them to put into force, It is considered necessary to adopt a similar 
measute in Travancore also, The purpose of this Bill is to enable 
the Government to apply. effectively the measures which the 
Security Council may decide to be given effect to. Hence the Bill. 

Mr. A. THANU PILLAI: May I ask if the Hote can haye any 
idea under which action may haveto be taken? I have not been 
able to pursue independently what has been given in the Statement 
of objects and Reasons. it does not convey avy idea. We must | - 
have some idea as to what we are legislating. :

The Security Council may 
decide what measures not involving the use of armed force are to be 
employed to give effect to its decisions, and it may call upon the 
Members of the United Nations to apply such measures. ‘These’ 
may include complete or partial interruption of economic relations 
and of rail, sea, air, postal, telegraphic, radio, and other means of 
communication, and the severance: of diplomatic relations. It has 

- been ratified by Government of India. The purpose of the Bill is 
to enable the Government to give effect to certain provisions of the 
United Nations. 

HOW BLE WR. N. KUNJURAMAN: I second the motion, 


lig. P. BALAKRISHNAN TAMS1: I oppose the introduction of the 
Bill. It is almost a mockery to pass a legislation of this sort here, 
As long as we are in the Dominion of India we follow the policy 
of the Dominion. As we are a dependent country whichis a 
component part of India it is superfluous for this State to pass such 
a Bill, The Government of India is one of the component parts of . 
the United Nations aud I can undetstand their passing the law in 
the Central Legislature about it. But Ido not think that there is 
any necessity for this law being passed by one of the component 
units of the Dominion. Ifwe are not bound by the terms of Ac 
cession to obey their dictates, I would say the time for passing this 
| Bill is most inopportune. By no means we are advising the pro- 
ceedings of the United Nations. The harmless Chinese are ‘ex- 
. tending their hands for help and they do not know from where they ~ 
can get. Whether there is not an effective hearing or advice 
or guidance from the Super Secretariat sittin g-inu one capital 
or anotiter, it is a matter for consideration whether this small State 
of Travancore has any ‘necessity to go hand in hand to accept the 
above Bill.

Under: Article 41 “the 
Security Council may call upon the members of the United Nations 
to apply such measures.” .Now it is not quite a simple question, 
Sir, whether Travancore as such is a member of the United Nations 
and Travancore kas entered into any membership as such in its 
own right with the United Nations and whether the United Natious _ 
are likely to call upon Travancore as a member. :

Here, a member of the 
United Nations may be called upon. But that member-uation is 
India. No doubt Travancore formis part of India,’ and iq regard 
to India’s relations with the United Nations, Travancore is bound 
by the arrangements that the Government of India make. But that 
does not mean that the United Nations will call upon the Travan: - 
core Government to do anything, That is my difficulty. 
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Again, Sir, I would like to know whether we should legislate at 
all for this purpose. A friend here asks mo whether I am aware of the 
existence of the Instrument of Accessior and the StandstiJl Agree- 
ment. Now,as far as the Instrument of Accession goes. we have 
already acceded in respect of these things and any legislation for to 
these matters, particularily the relations of rail, sea, air, post and 
telegraphs; andother means of communications diplomatic rela- 
tions, we are certainly controlled by the Government of India, but 
how the necessity for a legislation of this kind arises, I amat a 
loss to know.

Sir, this Bill is intended to give effect to the resolution passed 
by this Assembly that an enactment be passed similar to the Indian 
Act XXX of 1947 to ‘provide for an investigation into matters 
relating to evasion of taxation on income. For itis purpose a 
Commission consisting of three persons-is proposed to be ap+ 
pointed. . 


‘She following are the salient features of the Bill, Government 
ate invested with power to refer to the Commission for investigation 
and report any casein which.they have reason to believe that a 
person has to a substantial extent evaded payment of taxation on 
income together with such materials'as may be available in support, 
of their belief. -They ‘:ave also power to withdraw at any time any 
case referred by them. UH, after examining the materials furnished 
by Government and making such investigation as may be neces- 
sary, the Comniission is of op'nion that further. investigation is not 

. necessary, they may make a report to that effect and tpon such 
report being ‘made thé investigation shall be deemed to be closed. 
Ifin the course of investigation cf any case the Commission is of 
opinion that some person other than the person whose case is 
investigated or that some additional points requiré investigation, 
they may make a report to that‘eflect. and thereupon the .Govern- 
ment ate bound to refer to the Commission for investigation the © 
case of any person or any additional points indicated in the report. 


The Commission is invested with all the powers of a Civil 
Court for the purposes of taking evidence on oath, enforcing the 
attendance of witnesses, aud of persons whose cases are beitg in- 
vestigated, compelling the production of documents and issuing 
commissious for the examination of witnesses. They have also 
power to require auy person to prepare and furnish written state- 
ments of accounts and affairs verified on oath and to give informa- 
tion on matters specified by them. For the purposes of examining 
accounts and documents, interrogating any person or obtaining any 
statements from any person, the Commission have power ta. 
authorise. au. Jucome-tax Authority in that behalf...The Commis- « 
sion will consider all the materials brought on record and makea 
report thereon tothe Government. After considering the report, 
Government are bound to direct the reopening of assessment ‘pro- 
ceedings and upon such direction being-giveu, the Commission has 

. power to take assessment or teassessment proceedings under -the 
appropriate statute to which the case relates, notwithstanding any 
lapse of time or any decision to a different eifect given in the case - 
by any Iucomie-tax Authority-or Incone-tax Appellate Tribunal, 
The bindings recorded by the Conimission will be final subject only 
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to the decision by a Full Bench of the High Court on any point of 
law referred to it at the instance of the person aggrieved by the 


order of the Commission. 


All acts aud proceedings of the Commission are protected 
from being questioned in any Court of Law. ‘The Commission and 
the officer authorised by them are deemed to be public servants, 
Government have power to make rules for carrying out the purposes.

Sus:- Pollution of Periyar river water by factory waste. 
REF:- Your letter No. 4004/1947., dated 12-5-1947, 


I have the honour to inform you that in response to your letter 
quoted above, I visited the factory premises of the Frertili- 
sers'aud Chemicals Ltd.,. made a personal study of the . 
various manufacturing processes now in operation and 
the following are my observations, : : 


There are three chief chemical plants now working full time 
and they are the producer-gas plant, the: Hydrogen plant 
and thd synthetic Ammonia plant. The erectionof sulphuric 
acid and Sulphate plant has also been completed and test 
trials have already been made, although their production 
has not been commenced at the moment, only efluents from 
the three first named plauts are. being discharged into the 
Periyar river through three open discharge drains directly 
into the river. Oithese the producer-gas efinent is what 
I would dub as Public Health enemy No. 1. whereas efluents 
from the other two plants are quite innocuous béing mere 
river water used for cooling purposes. The producer-gas 
efluent on the other. handis the most objectionable 
because of its highly offensive smarting tarry odour. An 
analytical table which I had occasion to seein the factory’ 
relating to the undiluted raw efluent and samples of river 
water up to 400 yds. distance aloug the river shows 
thatthe soluble tar content is the. most offending compon- 
ent of the efluent and respousible for all the complaints 
from the public.

Mr. P, BALAKRISHNAN TAMPI: Tam completely in agreement 
with the sentiments expressed by the Hon’ble Mr. Kunji- 
thommen. I heartily sympathise with the spirit of the resolu. 
tion moved by Mr. Mustaffa and further seconded by another 
Honourable member. I welcome the enthusiasm -far more for 
greater parliamentary activities. He comes from a party which 
no longer exists as a separate one in the legislature. He has now 
come in for secular political work and I think this resolution is the 
outcome of his new euthusiasm. Ican understand, and I can 
sympathise with the resolution if it merely means that the executive 
must find money for. the meetings of the legislature and if it costs 
the willingness of the Government to meet the members of the 
legislature in session, ‘Then it would have been an idea which | 
should have welcomed. But this House is aware that we can 
manage all the good things that we could ‘achieve by frequent meet. 
ings of the legislature if only we impose upon ourselves certain 
réstrictions. Ifyou bring about certain conventions, I for one, 
. feel appalled, for all the ideas of honourable members centre round 
certain subjects, We see ever so many members -sending questions 
on the same subject. They are wasting alot of stationery. In the 
- matter of sending questions we must impose certain restrictions 
upon ourselves. . oe 


Every honourable member of this House should understand 
that for one question, iu terms of money, in terms of activities of 
Government servants ete., at least Rs. 25 is wasted on the average, 
T do not talk anything in terms of caloric energy that is required . 

‘for answering these questions. When au honourable member 
sends in a question he must understand that he is causing work, 
often extra work, to the Government: Press. They have to do night 
work on account of this reason. This can be remedied only if 
the honourable members ceases ending too many questions. In saying 
this I do not wish to be disrespectful to my honourable colleagues. 
They ate showing some enthusiasm in nursing their constituency 
sending hundred questions regarding all the roads in one locality. 
Tf they had confined their subjects to important topics, certainly 
this House would have had enough time for answering them, 


ae. T. A. ABDULLA : Has .my honourable friend sent any 
question so far? : 


Mr. P, BALAKRISHNAN TAMPI: Yes, most of these questions 
could be answered by a departmental head. If we cannot con- 
fine our subject to important topics why should we say that this 
House is not meeting every now aud then? . There is no use in 
accusing the Government for not meeting occasionally.- If we are 
to meet in every month we will notbe giving the members of the 
Goyernment executive sufficient time to concentrate their attention 
on the executive work. We have been trained to another school of 
phought and we have been trained to attack the Government, It must 
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have been useful in the past. But in a popular Government that is 
not going to be of much use. But unfortunately, one honourable 
member, whose enthusiasm for public affairs descended down to 
parliamentary affairs......,.. . ; ; 


Ma. PRESIDENT : You will please confine yourself to the subject 
imatter of the resolution. 


Mik. P. BALAKRISHNAN TAMPI: That honourable member was 
speaking in disparaging terms about the legislatures that have 
been conducted during the past years. His comparison of the 
old legislatures with the present one is not carrying much 
weight. In the previous occasions, his attention. was engaged in 
‘reading the Bills. Then they had not time to indulge in political 
matters. In this talk there isuo life and heat and perhaps not 
much light, . 


Mr. K..S. JOSEPH (Thérwwalla VI—General): Is the honourable 
member supporting or opposing the resolution ? 


. Ma. P. BALAKRISHNAN TAMPE: It is a matter of intellectual 
defect. ; ; 

Therefore the idea of meeting every month is not acceptable for 
reasons of convenience alse. It will be very inconvenient to attend 
to the legislative work always. After all have we as much to do as 
the House of Commons has in the matter of foreign policy and all 
that? We have heard about China holding nocturnal meetings. 
Have we any such reed ? ‘The only thing we are to do is to confine 
our questions and subjects to important topics. In this connection, 
J remember the opinion expressed by thoughtful sections of Indian 

‘politics saying that these provisional legislatures shouid all be 
abolished to save 90 crores of rupees every year. ‘There was 4 pro- 
posal that all the legislative functions should be centralised. At 
the same time we are expending our energies in the matter of pro- 
vinclal or State legislatures. We will clearly see that itis not fair 
either to the Ministry or to the honourable members if the honour- 
able members are compelled to be present. or immersed in the 
legislative work every: fortnight or month or every two months. 
T oppose both the resolution put forward by my friend Mr. Mustafa 
and also the, amended resolution of my friend the honourable . 
Muthalaly. ‘ 
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Mek. R. 8. JOSEPH: Lagree with the spirit of Mr. Mustafa’s 
resolution ; that the legislature should be given more opportunities 
and longer terms to discuss matters. It happens that the matters 
.of policy which we have to discuss freely in this House is probably” 
increasing. For example, there is the textile distribution policy. 
Government seem to be groping in the dark. They are now thinking 
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of distributing eloth in the way in which it was done on the last 
occasion. It is a very serious problem at present. Ifa resolution 
was brought iz anda discussion was allowed in this House all 
members would have given their different views regarding all the 
difficulties that they experienced in the past, ; 
HONBLE la. A. d. JE: May Iknow whether the member has 
sent any resolution on that? - : 
the. K. S. dSGSEPH: I am supporting the spirit of Mr. Mustafa’s 
resolution. Now, as itis, the period is so.short and the meeting 
_hastely called up, and the possibility of extension is almost ruled out 
in theory and practice, During. the Budget Session we had 
42 items for discussion in the Budget. We found time only for a 
few subjects. All the other items were passed without any discus- 
sion on them. If they are to be discussed properly we require some 
more time at least, half a day per grant —twenty to twenty one days. 
In the course of the interpellations and answers given often questions 
of policy arise which should be discussed freely so that it will be 
advantageous both to the Government and the House. Itis better 
to have debates on such questions so that policy would always 
be in consonance with the wishes of the representatives of the people. 
My friend Mr. Tampi suggested that, though notin spirit, he was 
almost in sympathy with the idea that these provincial legislatures 
should be abolished. Iam unable to agree with my honourable 
friend. If in a country like ours, where we visualize, Panchayat - 
Raj, where small units are supposed.to function, where people in 
small units are supposed to look after their own interest and manage 
them themselves, it is better to have more parliamentary activities 
. than cutting them short to the minimum. I-think it-will be more 
advantageous to have meetings ofteuer and for longer periads ata 
time.’

It is going to put 
more money ints our pockets by way of daily allowance and travel- 
ling allowance but it may bz a waste of the precious time on the 
part of members on the treasnry benches.

Ithink the Honourable Member will be more sharp‘in these 
matters. We know, the democratic Governments tend to become 
party Governments, and in party Governments we know that 
matters are discussed and settied in the party and as matters are 
obtained in Travancore today we have no more need for the fre- 
quent meetings of the legislature. Today, in this short session we 
have found that we have been able to rush through very many im- 
portant Bills, Many important Bills were passed here without any 
kind of amendments.

_ WR, A. P. UDAYABHANU: We were discussing the resolution as td 
whether there must bea sitting of the House every month andI 
was opposing that tesolution. The main items of business to be 
‘transacted on the floor of the House are (1) questions and answers. 
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(2) resolutions, (3) enunciation and initiation of policies, (4) legis- 
lative business aud °5) nassing the budget. As far as these things 
are concerned, I think the things that loomed largestin the discus- ° 
sion were questions and answers. As far.as questions aud answers 
ate concerned it is only one hour per day that is alloted for questions 
and answers. and i donot. think that a session of the House need be 
summoned for that alone. Many of the questions can be directly put 
to the Minister and answers can be elicited, that is, a member can 
write to the Minister concerned andthe answer can be had from 
him. . . 
_ So far as the resolutions are concerned, as I pointed out already 

when parties are functioning and functioning very tightly, resolu- 

tions are very often discussed and disposed of iv the party meeting 

. itself. Therefore, that also may not find much place on the floor 

of the House. 3 

As far as policies are concerned, the policy wil! be the policy 
of the party that governs and the policy of the party that governs 
will be discussed and settled in the party meeting. 

Again, there is legislative business. I think we have to our 
credit the largest number of bills this time. We have been able to 
pass a large number of bills which would‘ordinarily have taken, say, 
’ one month’s time in the normal course of business. We have been 
able to do a good, deal of legislative business in this sitting and 
many of them have been the Acts that have been passed by.the 
Dominion Parliament In fact we have been only working as a‘ 
relaying station and I think in future the function of the Provincial 
Legislatures will be more like the relaying stations of the Dominion 
Parliament. That being so,I don’t think that even legislative 
business is going totake much of our time. After all we don't 
require toread the Bills. If they are passed in the Dominion 
Legislature and the same bills are taken ere’ I dox’t think much 
discussion need take place on those bills. But for formality, 
we have to see that the bills go through three readings in this 
House. Thatisall. That is almost atechnical thing So the bills 
have to be taken here and baptism has to teke place in this House. 
In fact the discussion is not very much......... 

MR. iv. GARIEL JOSE: May I know why the member feels. that 
bills which are passed in the Dominion Legislature need uot be dis- 
cussed fully before they are passedin this House? 

rR. AP. UGAYABRANY: Because men with more wisdom have 
discussed matters in the Central Legislature and here it will be 
merely waste of time in the Legislature and also waste of tax-payers’ 
money. Why should wedoso? If the bills have to be amended, 
as I said they can be discussed in the party meetings and, sometimes 
even without discussions, they can be disposed of in the party and 
therefore I don’t think that the “precious” time of the legislature 
should be taken away for this. Even for legislative business, I don’t 
think a sitting of the House is necessary except for a technical 
thing, that is, going through three readings. For that also, a 
monthly sitting is not necessary. 
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With regard to the Budget, a monthly sitting is not necessary, 
It is only in Karkatakam we must have it. In view of these facts, 
practically as things are at present, I do not think there is any 
necessity for a monthly sitting, and I oppose the resolution. 
"Wr. P. NANOO: IT move that the question be now put. 

Me. PRESIDENT : Before your motion was moved, Miss Mascarene 
has stood up.

MISS AWNIE MASGARENE (Trivandrum I-—Latin Catholic): ¥ oppose 
the resolution. True it is that the history of democratic institutions 
in the west has proved that constant legislatures have proved the 
efficiency of democratic rule. True it is that constant legislatures 
keep the public’ mind open to the fundamentals of democracy and 
the day-to-day administration. True it is that political education 
of the people is enhanced to a great extent by constant legislatures, 
But, efficiency and expediency are fundamental principles to the true 
working ‘of democracy. By holding legislatures once in three 
months we don't deny the opportunities to the people of Travancore 

’ for understanding. the fundamentals of democracy, the principles of 
day-to-day administration. Nor can be admitted today, judging the 
standard of literacy and education in the State that the citizens of 
the State do require constant instruction in the legislative proce- 
dure.” But administration, true democracy, demands that efficiency 
must be allied with expediency and for that, the: c6-operative work- 
ing of the true principles, sufficient time, finance and att@htion are 
required. As it is today, looking at the practical working of this’ 
Government, we are able to understand that with the introduction 
of democracy, the new Ministries and the working of the adminis. 
tration, the retrenchment schemes have delayed and dislocated. the 
working of the machinery and so constant legislatures will only 
aggravate the situation. I am uot in favour of legislatures being 
held once in three months only but I oppose the motion that a ses. 

. Sion of the legislature should be held every month, Maybe work 

will be done, but if eficient work should be done, expediency should 
be taken into consideration: Legislatures should meet oftener than 
once in three months but not once every month. For these reasons 

I oppose the resolution and I agree with those members who argued 

that sessions of the legislature should be held more than once, not 
every month, but every other month or every third month.” ’

RESOLUTION RE: DEVELOPMENT OF LIBRARIES. _ 


MR. Ny DANIEL JOSE: Mr. President, Sir, this is the resolution I. 
seek to move: 
" «This Assembly resolves that Government should take 
immediate steps to resume the management of the Tri- 
vandrum Public Library, merge with it the Education 


\ 
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Bureau ‘Library which is now under the Director of 
Public Instruction, put up the necessary additional 
buildings, increase the allotment for books to Rs. 
30,000 a year, develop it on the lines of either the 
British Museum Library or the Congress Library of 
Washington or the Imperial. Library, Calcutta, im- 
prove the reference section adding to it a Bibliographi- 
cal Information Bureau enabling any citizen of Tra- 
vancore to get at his residence the information he re- 
quires, and to draw up a five year plan for the Triyans 
drum Public Library to open its branches at Nager- 

_ coil, Quilon, Kottayam, Alleppey and Alwaye during 
the years 11251130.” ; 

Sir, I need not point out that this resolution is of an entirely 
non-controversial nature. I need sot point out that almost all the 
members will unanimously support this resolution. I feel, Sir, that 
the necessity of improving the Public Library at Trivandrum has 
been engagirg the attention of the members of this House even be- 
fore this resolution was sought to be moved by me. The resolution 
_ notice itself shows that the identical resolution has been sought ‘to 
be moved by a number of members. More than a dozen members 
have given’signature to this resolution. I must also point out at 
the very outset, Sir, that.a number of deputations also had waited 
upon the Education Minister. I should also mention in passing, 
tirat the present Prime Minister also was one of the deputationists, 
Another Minister was the person who was one of the signatories 
who forwarded 2 petition seut by nearly 45 members ot this House 
stating that the Government must take immediate steps to improve: 
the condition in the Trivandrum Public Library. 

In moving this resolution, I seek briefly to enunciate the 
history of this institution This institution is. nearly 120 years old. 
‘Tt night interest the hon’ble members of this House to know that 
the Brit’sh Museum Library is after all not much older. Russian 
libraries ere of much more recent origin aud in almost all those - 
libraries there are more than a milion volumes. ‘This library till 
5) years ago was not open to the public. It was confined to Princes, 
Europeans, cic., and high officials. Aiterwards,in 1898, Govern- 
ment took it up and threw it open tothe general public. ‘I‘hen the 
present library wis conducted nnder the management of a public 
committee. That committee, when. giving up the library over to 
the management of the Government, said in its agreement that 
“the Government should erect a suitable building for the library 
for the benefit of the public and to that end provide a well stocked 
and furnished reedivg and reference library and should undertake 
the maintenance of the same in a suitable manuer under such regu- 
lations as may be best calculated to carry out the end in view.”

This committee gave up the managemient of the library to the Goy. 
erntuent in the hope that the Government would carry on the proper 
functioning of the library. Later on, during Sir C. P. Ramaswami 
Aiyar’s time, this was handed over to the management of the Uni- 
' versity. The University, Sir, I beg to point out to the Government 
is not eager.to carry on the running of this library in a fitting man. 
‘ner. This-is what one of the Syndicate members writes to another 
member as regards what the Vice-Chancellor expressed about the 
_ Trivandrum Public Library. “The Trivandrum Public Library 
js an thwanted child of the University. The University does not 
_ have funds for spending towards the improvemeut of the Public 
Library and it is the Government or the local bodies that ought to 
meet such an expeuditure asin all western countries.” ‘The Vice. 
Chancellor suggested that the University should give back the insti- 
tution to Government rather than not attending to its needs pro- 
perly. So, that is the considered opinion of the Vice-Chancellor, 
They have no objection to give the library back to the Government. 
In those days when Government took up the library, the rules of 
admizsion were so strict that there were not more than about thirty 
members. Then, there was the system of entrance fees of Rs, 15 
aud subscription Rs. 2 per mensem. Afterwards, at the instance of 
the Librarian in-1935, that system was given up.and the member- - 
ship fee was also reduced to-Re. 1. Within ten years the member- 
ship of the library has grown from about sixty to six hundred, - 
‘about teu times, but not the expeaditure on the library. Sir, you 
would accyse me of stating a truism if I point out that the cultural 
necesziiy of a couutry is very important and that Travancore is oue © 
of the foremost countries as far as education is concerned. “But the 
figures are revealing. It will be seen that we have expended large . 
‘sums of money on other departments of Government, but not in this 
Library, in this essential cultural necessity for the people of the 
State. I am quoting figures for the last ten years from 1110. Police 
expenditure has shot up from Rs. 7 lakhs to, Rs. 40 lakhs. Army 
expenditure from Rs. 5 lakhs to Rs 64 lakhs. Education from Rs, - 
46 lakhs to Rs. 153 lakhs For library expenditure from Rs. 13,000 
to about Rs..30,000. Thats the State as we know it, in which the 
Trivandrum Public Library is being worked today. 


It is well known to most of the honourable members of this 
Louse who pay frequent visits to the library that space is not avail- 
able there, books. have to be Heaped together, that there is no suffici- 
tht space for fhe books nor for the members who visit the library. 
A library has been defined, Sir, as a collection of books made effec- 
tive. I would say we are running a library where, due to inadequate | 
funds and attentioti being paid to the library, the library isreallya . 
heap of inuch-thumbed, soiled, broken-backed books made in«— 
effective, — _f 
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Then, Sir, the University did not have a library when it was 
started. But, now the University has a library with many volumes in 
it. In the resolution, I-have made mention of the Educational 
Bureau Library run under the charge of the Director of Public Tm- 
struction. {in this Educatioual Bureau Library, staffed almost like 
the Trivandrum Public Library, six officers distribute about six 
books to the public per day. it has one Assistant Librarian, one 
clerk, one typist,on2 “attender; one peon, and one servant. All these 
people together distribute to the public six books per day, whereas 
the Public Library, with more than six hundred members, is serving 
about 1,000 hooks. 

Nearly ten times that aaumber pay visits to the Library for 
occasional references. The Director of Public Instruction also 
has suggested thet the E‘ucational Bureau and the Library be 
amalgamate? an that would save Government a recurring expendi- 
ture. That would cid the public in that immediately the Govern- 
ment would place at the disposal of the public 18 thousand volumes, 
I have also made mention of very famous libraries. That is likely 
to cause a slight flutter of amusement. among the Hon'ble Members 
of this House. Is it necessary after all to quote the names of 
famous libraries. for this small. State of ours. But on acareful 
perusal ef the resolution it will be quite clear that what I mean to 
say is, on the lines of those libraries and I have put in these names | 

‘of three only for ‘tertain | definite purposes because these three are 
run under three principles. What we want is a library which can 
harmotjously combine many of these principles which are, of 
course, percticatle of sdeption. I do.not wish that the Government 

owld rash into ir cticable ideals and dreams about a pablic 
library. The British Museum Jibrary, Sit, is known for its collec- 
tion of ol? manuscript volumes, first Editions, ete, That category of 
libratv ig meant for the research students, scholars, and the authors: 
The library at Wasaingten i is the best reference library that is what 
TY feel—in the whole worll. One could get almost all the necessary 
reference booxs. Ifa metmhbzr is fortunate to visit that, he can get. 
the Travancore Reswiations and Proclamations and other published 
works of the Travarcore Governineni. I had the privilege of 
meeting a friend who had returned from America who said that 
even Sivaswami’s book on the Shertalai Famine was available there. 
But if a member visits the Trivandrum Public Library, such a 
silient and important book which deals with the sufferings of the 
people of that part will not be available. That, Sir, is not the fault 
of any official; th: t perhaps is because of the ir sufficient attention 
and the grant ‘of funds to the library. 
te price of books is again almost 4 or 5 times over. But the 
Library j is getting only a grant of about Rs. 5.000. That would 
mean that about B00 books. ‘could be purchased therefor. All that 
I! plead be’o7é this House is, it should be given sufficient grant by 
the Government. I would put the figure at Rs. 30,000, I can very 
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well vistialise the members of the Treasury Benches making a slight 
wry face when this tigure, Rs 30,000 is mentioned. Sir, I have also 
made mention of the Imperial Library at Calcutta. I mentioned 
that library berause it is one of those institutions which serve the 
public of India in a particular manner. Wherever there is a rail. 
way station, it is possible to get books from that library. The point 
that I want to make out from this is that we should be in a position 
to give information to people residing in various: parts of’. 
Travancore, ; 

Another point T went to make out is, that in Modern Russia, 
the system obtaining im Nbraries is this: They have new informa- 
tion tervices inecrporated and any member of the public who wants 
information on honks regarding a partiuelar subject could apply to. 
the ‘library which gives a list of the books furnishing all details 
connected with the books and where they are available. That is ay 
important aspect to be neted with regard to the development of 
library because in a new Travancore, in a new India, where we are 
goirg to troduce new writers, scientists, ete, which also I have 
made ineution, al these things become very necessary. 


t have made mention of the need te improve the building of the 
present Library. Any hen’ble member in this House will be aware 
that ona visit being paid to the library, there is not sufficient’space 
eichar fur books or for the mambers to sit.

But listening to him I almost thong 
might be a lot of objections to a resolution like this. The vigour 
with which he presented his case was something ¢ cdinary. I 
really feel, Sir, that the danger is that thi wi 
.completely acceptable to everybody that nobody will bother about it 
finally. Sometimes a demandis so difficuli that it is shelved and 
at other times every one isso much in agreement with the matter 
that it does not obtain the attention it deserves. [ trust, Sir, that 
will not be the fate of this motion, , 


This Library in Trivandrum is one of the oldest and best of 
otr institutions. Visitors have often marked the beauty of the 
building itself in which the library is housed. But if you go in; 
Sir, you will ind that many things need attention inside, though 
the building itself presents a fine picture from outside. I have been 
a member of this institution for many years. When I walked into 
it a few days ago what struck me was that while many other insti- 
tutions in Trivandrum have changed for the better. this particularly 
useful institution has definitely changed for the worse. Most of 
the books are in a dilapidated condition, Yousee in the shelves 
books set notin two or three, but even forr and more rows, 
one, behind the other, so that when you have to take outa 
book, you have to, do research and you have to do a little bit of 
gymuastics as well. Then you have to walk into the room oceupied 
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by the members, I remember how once upon a time, it was con. 
sidered a piece of cultural luxury, ifI may use that expression, to 
go and sit inside the member’s room. Today when ‘you go in at the 
usual evening hour, you do not get even sitting space, Many 
members find it very difficult to get accommodation. Members 

have to wait and see when fellow members will vacate. Now in the 
years that have passed somehow this iustitution has not grown ay 
most other similar institutions that we have in the city. Sir, this 
is undoubtedly an institution which should have grown and yet it 
has not grown. . Some time ago it was handed over to the Univer. 
sity. I think it was a capital mistake to have done so, You call it 

a Public Library and it should have remained a public institution, 
managed by the public on their own and under their responsibility. 
“Even in the present resolution while I support its major recom- 
mendation the idea that it should now be handed over to the Direc- 
tor of Public Instruction or his department, does not commend it- 
self tome. I would rather wish that this institution is managed by 
alublic Committee suitably elected, with necessary powers to 
manage it properly. Then the public willtake a keeu interest to 
work it properly. Public management in this case may prove much 
better than management by a Government department. The mini- 
mum need appears to me, Sir, is to have more accommodation, both 
for hooks and for the readers of books. Itis impossible to main- 
tain this library in. a proper. way with the accomodation now 
available. So, how shall we set about providing for accommoda- 

‘tion is the first question. I understand Sir,—-I am open to correc- 
tion—quite a tidy amount has been provided for- adding to the.ac- - 
commodation available and that amount has not been spent for 
several years. As in the case of many other institutions, an amount 
provided in the budget has not been utilised. It was not used at 
the proper time, So something has cot to bedone to find out 
whether that money is available at present. If I remember: right, 
the sum is in the neighbourhood of Rs. 50,000 (itty thousand) or 
so. If that is so it ought to be available for: this purpose. There - 
should be nothing to prevent that tmouey being mace available 
straightway for increased accommodation. Then, Sir, for. the pros 
vision of books every year an amount to the value of Rs. 7,500 is 
‘ear-matked. There are periodicals and newspapers to be purchased 

‘and for that something like Rs. 8,000 may be necessary. Ulti- 
mately for buying books there will be a balance of Rs, 4,000 only. 

. Books have become very costly in these days. -Receltly, for in 
stance, Mr. Churchill has published his “War Memoirs” and its 
price ig. 25 shillings. So with Rs. 4,000 a year, itis hardly 
possible to keep the library up-to-date. So the demand in this 
resolution that Rs. 30,000 may be allowed every year is in my view 
avery humble and modest one. The mover of the resolution met- 
tioned the British Museum Library, the Congress Library. of 

Washipgten and Imperial Library at Calcutta, It should be qiite 
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possible to develop.our library into a smaller edition of the British 
Museum library. We must have a research section in our library. 
For all this we require a much larger number of books, Rs. 30,006 
asked for is very modest in my view. Itrust that the usual plea 
that there is no monry will not’ be trotted out by Government in 
regatd to this demand. After all, for a public institution of this 
kind intended to serve the larger public a liberal provision should 
be made, But{ have a fear that the Government might say 
that Rs. 30,000 is too much and that they cannot find so mich. [| 
hope that such a plea will not be brought up. Whenever a thing is 
found essential, it is the business of Government to find funds for 
meeting such a demaud. Jt is not for the Government to say that 
there is no money for this or that essential purpose. It is the duty 
of Government to find out ways and means of carrying on the 
essential needs in the proper way. ; 


T have a few suggestions to makein this connection. I place 
them before the House for what they are worth. 7 suggest that. we 
should appoint a committee consisting of afew people who are. 
really lovers of the library. That committee should commence work 
immediately and present to Government definite proposals within 
two.months: The Committee's terms of references might be made 
so wide that the committée will sit not merely over the question of 
the Trivaudruth Public Library’s accommodation etc. but as to how 
best this institution can be made more widely nsefulin the State. They 
may as well be asked to frame a draft bill which might be called the 
‘All Travancore Libraries Bill. They should also produce a Scheme 

‘wherein this library will become the Central library having.a net- 
work of libraries throughout Travancore. There is already an All 
Travancore Libraries nsscciation and no less distinguished a per- 
son than the Prime Minister himselfis the President of that body. 
J just now reinember one more thing, ‘he first time I heard about 
the immediate need to improve the ‘Irivandrum Public Library was 
when the present Prime Minister walked inte. my room otie fine 
morning with a few other friends. Then I was occupying a place - 
in the Government and he hiinself was on this side. He told me 
then that something tangible should be done to improve the Library. 
Now he is in the happy state of not ‘asking somebody elsé todo that 
for him. He is now in a position when he can do it hiniself, on his 
own. Iam perfectly confident this matter will have ‘his: warmest 
sympathy. I would therefore tell Mr. Jose that his resolution will. 
have the very best of consideration from Government, Only there 
should be no delay in it. Whatever is done must be done quickly 
‘and in agraceful manner. The Treasury “Benches should not say 
‘Rs. 30,000 is too much and make it as Rs.‘ 20,COO ar Rs. 15,000 or 
even 10:000. Do not trot out any pleaof economy in tegard.to 
this matter. Accept the resolution with grace. It isan important 
one; itis a goo one; it is a matier in which there is absolute con- 
currence.: So, I trust that this resolution willbe accepted in its 
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fuiness and the Government will appoint a committee with necessary 
powers. not only to overhaul this particular institution bnt to draw 
up a scheme for the re-orientation of this Library with a network of 
branches under it allover Travancore, ; 


MISS ANNIE MASCARENE: Sir, I rise to support the resolution 
that has been so ably moved by my honourable friend Mr. Jose, The 
Public Library in Trivandrum is an ancient and literary institution 
that is surviving through the ages and is the remaining symbol of 
the literary culture of Travancore. This institution dominating 
the heart of the city asan historic ideal with a century of history 
written in wrinkles on its weather beaten brow; within whose shelves 

survive the sublimity of the past, the wisdom of ages; within whose 
gallery are artanged men of letters, politicians, poets, scientists and 
artists ; like footprints on the sands of time, like guiding lights to 
erring humanity caught in the eddy of life and tottering on the 
brink of oblivion; this dominating structure within whose precizicts 
gather the leading men and women of the city to mould the politics 
of the city, the student to seek his literary friends; the clerks to 
indulge in ‘the last musings of aweary day, the business man to 
hunt for news—this historical structure which once assumed the 
air of a coffee house of mid Victorian Era, which once assumed the 
importance of the Inner Temple and which now assumes the soleme 
nity and quietness ofthe sacred dust of Westminster has been de- 
elared by the presiding deity of the Temple of Learning—by the Vice 

“Chancellor of the University as the unwanted child of the University 
aud thrown overboard. Sir, can absurdity go any further than that? 
Unhappy the day when that pronouncement was made and it shall not 
be repeated. ; 


We the representatives of the people who have introduced 
democracy intothe State have a sacred duty of preserving the 
historical structure, this. Temple of Learning in its pristine glory. 
I would request the Government whose leader once spousored 
this matter. with all earnestness and emphasis to bestow on -this 
library the best of his attention. 


Comparing this library with those preserved in India, first we 
will find that this is a‘representation of the, miserable plight of .

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Looking at the history of libraries and the University con- 
nected with it, Travancore has a poor representation. and the Vice- 
Chancellor’a poorer mentality. Looking at the Library and its 

“history in America and England. Sir, England spends a shilling 
per head, and America a dollar per head, when Travancore cannot 
spend Mr. Leader, a penny per head. Considering the fact that we 
ate far in advance of the time, if America can spend a dollara 
head, and England a shilling a head, can't we.spend a pittance of 
Rs, 30,000: a year in maintaining a library? That is a matter to be 
deplored. Nothing short of it. Ithink you and I should ‘hang our 
heads in silence. “Lives here a man with soul sodead who cannot 
feel the insult of the Vice Chancellor and make amends for it?, I 
would suggest rst an amendment to discard the Vice Chancellor's 
amusing pronouncement. The factis, a huge sum is set apart in 
the Budget for retaining a brute force. So much is set apart in the 
Budget to maintain an army, and police to defend the country. If 
our Government were'to spend one tenth of that in the expansion of 

- libraries, can assure you that within a period often years, the 
culture of Travancore will not demand spending a large sum on 
the brute force for defence purposes. 


Today when adult education is the accepted principle of thi® 
State, when adult education is a necessity to be spread throughout 
the length and breadth of the land, when adult education has been 
’ sponsored by the most unassuming Leader of the Assembly,I would 
suggest that we do not waste a pie on this institution if lakhs and 
lakhs are set apart for it. The future of democracy in Travancore 
depends upon the literate majority of citizens. . When the future of 
Travancore depends on adult franchise, then every “adult should be 
able to exercise his right to vote in the most intelligent mauner. 
That depends wpon the spread of education,—literaty ‘in the State. 
If we are aiming at perfection of democracy it is necessary that we 
should aim at literacy and adult education and the only method by 
which you can doit is to spend the money on Libraries and esta- 
blish branches of it all over Travancore. Iam glad, Sir, that my 
young friend has brought this resolution, I don't think there is 
a single Member here who can contest or oppose this resolution, 
and at the same time, 1 must confess that all of us including my- ~ 
self have hitherto displayed sublime ignorance about this Public 
Library. ‘The shelves of the Library, if one enters coitld be seen to 
contain worm eaten, miserable books which are really insulting to 
the authors who have written them. The building, so majestic 
and historical as it looks, does not ‘provide the needs of the time, 
It does not provide facilities for womeu to go there, sit silently and 
have astudy ofthings. So, improvement inthis direction de- 
mands consideratiou-and, for that, my esteamed friend Mr. Rama- 
chandtan’s stiggestion of forming a Committee is highly re- 
commended by mealso, With these few words, I support the res 
solution. , 8 
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Wr SAPEN ARAXKAL: In supporting the resolution moved by 
Mr. Jose, I have to speak a tew words. The Library movement in 
Travancore has not yet attained the level of modern working of the 
library systems in the’ western countries. The main test for judg. 
ing the efficiency of a library is to see whether all the necessary up- 
to-date books are stocked in the library for the use of the public; 
secondly, to see whether books are being distributed efficiently and 
speedily to the requirements of the people who come to havea 
glance at those books. The first matter, viz., the question of stock. 
ing books is a thing which can be brought under our control with 
sufficient funds at‘ our disposal. If ‘Government have enough money 
and if there is some wotking committee .they could contact them- 
selves with great puolishing concerns both inside aad_ outside the 
State and they may be able to correspond with those publishing cons 
-cerus with a view to get down all those up-to-date books worth pos- 
sessing. Thatis a question which can be solved by having sufi. 
cient fun-ts at our disposal. 

The next question is in regard to accommodation. Books 
should be kept in such a way as will enable the staff to take them 
out whenever we want at a moment’s notice. I happened to read a 
book on“ Library.” Skipping over the pages, I found that this 
subject has been made the matter of a very fine research by experts 
who want to see the most up-to-date conditions, and most novel 
things introduced in what is called the Library Technique. 

Now regarding the catalogue system I wish to say a few words. 
It would not be a matter of surprise to the honourable members of 
this Elouse when I mentioned that this catalogue system on which 
many of the libraries, in times of yore, even at the present time are 
being run, that catalogue system is rather slowly or even quickly 
dying down, because of the periodical additions of books. When 
the stock becomes unwieldy, the catalogue also becomes unwieldy. 
There will be a large number of books in the catalogue and it may 
not*be possible for the staff to ind out exactly where a particular 
book which a particular min wanted could be found at a moment’s 
notice, .

He was asked by the University to go into the ways and means for 
the working of the library system. He has suggested the Card 
System. ‘These things are placed before the House just to show 
that the library technique is a subject which is rather exhaustive. 
I fully agree with the suggestion of Mr. G. Ramachandran of ap- 
pointing a special Committee to. go into the-whole question of the 
working of the Library aud recommend a scheme for the better 
and more efficient working of ‘the libraries in Travancore. 


Mr. P. BALAKRISHNAN TAMPI: Sir, I raise to support the 
resolution in its general principles in order to establish my 
claim to scholarship, culture and distinction in the domain ef learn. 
ing. Iam greatful to my young, smart, honourable friend for dub- 
bing me as a conservative. If aconservative man is one who hag 
not lost his head in these clouds, oue who has his feet firm oa the 
terra firma, one. who hasa right sense of values, one who has a 
sense of proportion, and one who has not the spectre of the vote 
always before him whenever he functions in the legislature, Iam ~ 
proud to hea conservative.

I do not know the exact position regarding this Public Library. 
There is no official correspondence published to show that the Vice- 
Chancellor of the University is such a Hun or-a Goth as to shun 
books. The position seems to be that this onerous réspousibility 
of maintaining this Library has been placed on the University. 
Without making any adequate financial provision for the library, - 
perhaps the Government have shoved it on to the much maligned 
Vice-Chancellor. I cannot make up my mind to vote one way or: 
the other until we definitely know whether the University has 
refused to continue the management of the Public Library..’¥, for 
one, would wish thatthe Library Movement might be coutrolled. 
aud supervised by such a body as the University if they can be 
persuaded to do. it. - We are all very virtuous people, bat in a 
common: democracy the difficnity is that the libraries would be- - 
come more centres of propaganda than of learning, if the library is 
left to the management of a Government which is rnu by any 
party. The aloofness of a University, the attitude, the impartial 
attitude which we expect from a University would be thetight ap- 
proach to the management of a library. Ifthe University would 
take it up, certainly they must be asked to doit by their personal 
control and supervision. And, they are the largest number of people 
who wish to make use of the books for the progress and well being | 
of the State. They are the people who should kindle‘an interest 
in books. I fear that books also are loved by conservative class of 
people who do think that it is not anything against fashion to show 
some affection for books. Now, fashionable people do not spend so 
much time in the old-fashioned way of getting knowledge. On the 
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other hand more modern devices of the radio aud public speeches 
and other things naturally have taken up the place of books. But 
this is not the time for academic discussions of all those things, 
By all means, let us pass: on to the question of the Public 
library. Let the Government make a decent: contribution to the 
library. Even with thirty thousand rupees it won’t be possible to 
gnake decent additions annually to the library. More contributions 
‘are to be made. But for management, don’t leave it to Goverument. 
Tam only suggesting that the library movement. is‘uow in the 
hands of enthusiasts whose. capacity to do things and whose know- 
ledge of things are much behind their enthusiasm. I mean that 
people of high education in the different branches of knowledge ‘can 
alone give competent advice in a very very technical matter as the 
formation of a library. oe 
About the Educational Bureau I must say, as one who has been 
a school master years ago that, that library is not’ to be opened to 
the geueral public’ We have no provision here for refresher course 
for teachers in order to keep the teachers up-to-date. Teacliers are 
not very rich people. It is very essential that they should be given 
opportunities to get books for their particular knowledge of. peda- 
gogy and other ,subjects. It is for that purpose that educational 
bureaus are maintained. ~ . ; ; 
“That takes me, Sir, to the different branches and sections to be 
maintained in the collection of books ina public library. In the 
matter of literary books our library has got pretty good stock. With 
regard to the technical subjects, I am afraid, our library needs very. 
great improvements. Therefore, in the technical and techuological 
side of our library has to be developed aud Ihave no objection to 
the branches of these libraries being opened in different cultural 
centres including my home town of Mavelikara. Se 
{ express my sympathy with the resolution, but I will make up 
my mind to vote ohe way or the other only after hearing the Edu- 
- cation Member to say whether the Vice-Chancellor is sufficiently 
cultured and whether. the Director of Public Instruction could make 
a good mate of the Vice-Chancellor.

1. The quantity of timber agreed to be purchased by the 
company will be delivered at the Government timber depots at 
Mudikal, Varapuzha, Flenthikara and Vettikad and on the road 
sides in the Neriamaugslam Range. The check-measurements, 
passing and acceptance of the logs and top-ends will be done as soon 
as the logs and top-ends arrive in the Depots and on the road sides 
and the representative of the company who shall be bound to receive 
measurement of all logs and top-ends brought to the depots or road 
sides each time subject to the provision laid down in condition 8 
infra aud sign and hand over to the Range or Depot Officers the 
list of logs and top ends so taken measurement of in token of having 
accepted them. The accepted logs and top ends will be paid for 
by the company within 15 days from date of receipts of the bill from 
the Range officer or Depot officer or within the contract perlod 
whichever is less, The Department cannot guarantee the mouthly 
supply of quantity required by the Company, but will make earnest 
efforts for their supply as far as possible in time.

3. The Company doth hereby agree to accept delivery of all 
timbers brought for them to the depots or stacked on the sides of 
roads in the Neriamaugalam Range hereinbefore referred to subject 
toa rejection of a maximum of 10 per cent. of the stock available 
at the depots and road sides at the time of selection and acceptance.

Me, PS. NATARAJA PILLAI: Sir, as the statement of objects aud 
reasons says. the bill has been framed ona resolution passed by 
this House to appoint a commission to investigate the extent of tax 
evasion in recent years. After all the purpose of this bill is to in- 
vestigate the extent of tax evasion in recent years and to bring 

. those who have evaded payment of tax within the purviewof the 
pill, That is the only matter under consideration; that was the only 
inatter which was discussed in the resolution which was accepted 
by the House. It was in a peculiar set of citcumstances, Owing 
to the inflation and the wide prevalence of black market there was 
an opporttnity for a large class of persons in the country, to evade 
payment of even legitimate taxes and make fortune. The fact that 
was taken notice of by the representatives of the people in this 
House and decided by a resolution was that it was an urgent matter 
of importance to enquire into the extent of tax evasion in this 
country and to device means by which people who have evaded tax 
may be brought within the clutches of law. Inthe Bill which has 
fiow been introduced, wé find clause 3 definitely states ‘‘that our 
Government may constitute a commission tobe called the Income 
Tax Investigation Commission to investigate and report to our 
Government on all matters relating to taxation on income with 
particular reference to the extent to which the existing law relating 
to, and procedure for the assessment and collection of such taxation 
is adequate to prevent the evasion thereof”. In sub clause (b) of the 
same Clause it is stated “to investigate in accordance with the pro- 
vsious of this Act any case referred to it under Section 5 and re- 
port thereon to our Government." ‘Therefore this Bill contemplates 
only a commission to enquire into the extent ofevasion aud to re- 
port to Government whether the law as existing today shottld be 
modified or not. That is one aspect of the work - of the 
commission contemplajed under this Bill. The other 
is investigation, according to the provisions of this 
Act of any case that may be referred to the commission by Govern- 
niént. So, after all this Bill is confined only to the question of 
evasion of tax. This Bill does not contemplate a commission 
sitting in judgment on the award made by Income tax Commis- 
sloners previously, Thatis altogther apart from the Bill and out 
side its purview. ‘he purpose of this Bill is different. 

Mr. K. S, JOSEPH :. Does the Hon'ble Member suggest by evasion 

hat it is only total evasion ? - : 
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Ma P. S. NATARAJA PILLAI: ‘otal and partial. 

mr. K.S. JOSEPH; If it is partial evasion then the awards can 
be re-opened. . 

Mr. P, $. NATARAJA PILLAI: Wes only tothe extent of evasion 
it is re-opened. It is not on the question of assessment. The award 
is re-opened only to the extent of evasion. The commission does 
not get any legitimate authority ou the basis of the first principles 
of this Bill to re-open an award or assessment already made if there 
js no evasion, Owing to the peculiar circumstances that existed 
in the country during the last few years the House decided that it 
‘was necessary to set up an enquiry on the question of evasion, 

Mr. P.M. VARGHESE: Who is responsible for this extensive 
evasion ? oe 

Mr. P. S. NATARAJA PILLAI: ‘hat is a question which has its 
‘bearing on the moral sense of the Government and the people alike. 
Here, the people were not responsible for the Government and the 
Government servants were uot responsible to the people and as a 
result of this there was considerable evasion of payment of tax, 
What 1 would suggest to the House is that we are now discussing 
a definite issue, we are now considering the question whether there 
is evasion of taxes and if so, how this evasion is to be enquired in- 
to and how the people who have evaded could be brought within 
the clutches ofthe law. That isthe only purpose for which this 
Bill is introduced, and it is not intended by the Bill to set up q 
commission to review and revise the awards and assessments made 
by the Income Tax Commissioners during the last few years, 
Of course, the House can set up a commissien for that purpose irre: 
spective of this Bill. That must be by another bill. Nowhere in, 
the provisions of this Bill can one see any power for the commission 
to enquire into the question of assessment of any tax, cxcept to find, 
out the extent of evasion. Clause 3 is very definite about that. More. 
over the resolution accepted in this House is also very definite in the 
matter. So I don’t think that it isa matter for serious considera~. 
tion whether any clause or provision should be made for’ re-opening’ 
the award made by the Income Tax Commissioners so far in, 
Travancore or to make any provisions for the refund of any amount, 
assessed in accordance with the awards already made. ‘That has no’ 
connection with the question under discussion or with the princi~ 
ples underlying this Bill, This cannot be brought within the pur: 
view of this Bill at this stage or in the Select Committee stage, , 


Sir, I should like to point out another question also. Here we: 
are making a provision for the commission to make reports relating’ 
to incomes commencing from 1114. Ithinkit is good to fix the, 
period of enquiry from the time when inflation set in. Iam 
not very sure as Mr. Madhavan, when this inflation commenced. 
My own impression is that it might have commenced in the middle; 
of 1146, That is a matter for the Select Committee to consider; , 
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Now, Sir, there need not be any great fear that this is going to be 
_an engine of oppression to the ordinary citizens. It may be an 
object of concern for gentlemen who have evaded payment of tax. 
i But by this Bill the commission will not get any jurisdiction over 
any case unless the case is referred to them by Government on frima 
‘facie grounds. Government will sit in judgment and if they find 
:there are prima facie reasons to suspect that there has been tax 
evasion, then the matter will be referred to the commission. ‘There 
-are provisions in the Bill that the Commissioners will have to con- 
form to the rules of natural justice and give all legitimate opportuni- 
_ties for the person concerned to let in evidenee and to prove his case. 
On questions of law there is the provision to make reference to 
-the High Court. The High Court can review such cases as are 
referred to them on questions of law. Iu this connection I would 
point out that in Clause 5, sub clause 8. a provision has been made 

dike this. ; 
(8) No reference made by Our Government under sub- 
section (1), at any time before the last day of Karka- 
dagom 1124 shall be called in question nor shall the 
sufficiency of the materlal on which such a reference 
has been made be investigated in any manner by any 

Court.” 


Absolute authority is given to Goverumtent to decide which case 
to refer and which not. It is a question for the Treasury Benches and 
the Select Committee of the House to decide. whether such an un- 
restricted power should be-given to the Government and whether 
tight should notbe given to the parties to move the High Court, 
to decide whether the Government had any frima facie reasons to 
‘refer a case or not. Well, Sir, that isa matter which I would ree 
quest the Treasury benches jo consider. This House should also 
seriously think whether cases shouldbe referred to the High Cour 
for them to go into the question of prima facie reasons that 
actuated the Government to refer them to the commission. A pro- 
vision like that may be unecessary in the present conditions of the 
country. . 


Then Sir, it is provided that before the last day of Karkadagam 
1124 Government haveto exhaust all references, All the cases 
should be gone into and cases which have frima facie reasons for 
being: referred to the commission should be decided by Government 
before the end of Karkadagam of this year. It isa matter for con- 
sideration whether some more time should not be allowed and 
whether one year from the date of this Bill becoming law should 
not be fixed as the time limit. This is a matter for the Select 
Committee to consider. 

» Sir, in conclusion I might say that in addition to these changes 
which I advocate I may be permitted to reiterate the position 
which I took up first, that by the terms of theresolution which was 
accepted in this House and by the -preamble provided in this Bill 
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-and under the provisions of this Bill the question of re-openty an 
- award or assessment does not arise. It is foreign to this Bill, his

could not be taken into consideration unless the preamble is changed 
or unless a new Bill is introduced giving the right to. the commis. 
sion to re-open income tax awards in Travancore. So at present 
it is not before this House for its consideration. Any argument 6y 
that basis will be futile and unreasonable. .

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/ Mik. N. DANIEL JOSE: Mr, President, Sir, it is because-I have | 
a few fresh points to bring to the notice of the House that I stand 
up to speak and not with a view to waste the precious time of the 
Legislature. Sir, it has been stated in this House that this Bill 
does not contemplate re-opening of income tax cases But, Sir, in 
the statement of objects and reasous it has been clearly said that 
this Bill is modelled on the Bill that has been passed by the Central 
Legislature. In this connection, Sir, I feel it would not be irrele- 
vant to read out what Mr. Liaquat Ali Khan saidin the Central _ 
Legislature. “The object of the bill is a very landable one, land- — 
able in the sense that it is desired to bring to book all those who . 
have evaded income tax during the war years. I said in my budget . 
speech that the object is just to find out from those men who have 
invested large sums of money in property or otherwise as to where 
from they had got the money”. 


There Mr. Liaquat Ali Khan also pointed out by a letter which 
he received from a friend from Greece. This is what Mr. Liaquat 
Ali Khan said :— _ . 

“Sir, I got a very interesting letter from some one who wrote to 
me about his experience in Greece. He said that “in my country 
we were not so gentle as your Bill provides.” He said “in my country 
we try the war profiteers in public and the penalty was death if 
anyone was found to he guilty of making profits during the war.” 


Much sympathy has come out from many honourable members ~ 
for the extremely poor people who are supposed to pay income tax. -- 
J do not know how these people are classified as “poor” undergoing 
such stricken poverty as to be assessed by Income Tax authorities. 
here is another expression used, that isthe word “Karshakan”. 
By the word “karshakan” the first thing that comes to mind is the. 
farm labourer or the poor tenant or a landholder possessing a small 
plot of land, I cannot understand howa “karshakan” can bea.- 
“poor income tax payer” in such a poverty-stricken country like 
India.- I began by saying that I wanted to adduce fresh points 
‘which the honourable members had not brought forward, Oue is 
this, The original Bill-contemplated in the Central Legislature 
‘was a much stronger Bill. I must point out, Sir, that this Bill is 
YA Weak as water, If by this Bill you, want to get at those who have 
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found pots.of gold at the end of the rainbow duriug the inflation 
period, if you waut to bring thent into the clutches of law, then the 
provisions in this Bill must be made strouger. According to te 
provisions of the Bill the Government has to be convinced of the 
prima facie, reasons before they refer cases to the Commission. I 
would plead, Sir, that the Commission must have the right to initi- 
ate proceedings against evasion. In the Central Legislature provi- 
sion was made for the Income Tax Commission to initiate pro- 
ceedings in these evasion cases, But, unfortunately the Select 
Committee which went through this Billemasculated it to a great 
extent. Sometimes one would be tempted to believe that it is no ime 
provement on the existing system of income tax working. 

Another poiut which I want to make is that the powers of dele- 
gation are curtailed in this Bill. The Ceutral Legislature had 
contemplated the provision of powers of delegation in the original 
Bill. This is what Mr. Liaquat Ali Khan says about the Bill: — 


“the other change which the Select committee has made is to 
take away the powers of delegation from the commission.” 

In our country, for minor offences, or even for major offences, 
the Police launcli action. But so far as this more important matter 
is concerned. the people who owe money to the State could easily 
elude the clutches of law and the commission does not have powers 
evel to initiate procecdings against them. By the provisions of 
the Bill, if a person is delegated, that person can ouly investigate 
the case and report to the Commission. This, I think, will only 
weaken the Bill considerably. 

Sir, these are some of the points which T would place before this 
House for its consideration. ‘The main point which T want to stross 
is that the Bill should be made strong esough. This is, after al], a 
civil measure which las been contemplated under this Bill. This 
measure is meant to deal with people who are clever and who have 
becn clever cuough (o evade the clutches of law. If we are to make 
sure that these people arc not to evade law the provisions iu the Bill 
should be made stronger. It may be argued that strong measures fail. 
I would point out that weak ueasures in such instances always fail. 
Strong measures, if applied properly with sufficient care are more 
likely to succeed than weak measures. So I would plead that this 
measure should be made stronger. The Commission should have 
power to launch investigation on its own initiative. ‘Ihe Commis- 
sion should be granted powers for granting certificates of indem- 
nity. Unless itis made strong, I would point out that the Bill 
would only be au eye-wash aud will not be able to meet thie purpose 
for which it is meant. Kven now the Income Tax officers do the 
necessary things even without the aid of the Bill. But the object 
of bringing forward this Billis to provide stroug measures to see 
that thase people who ou one fiue morning wake up to find-a forttme 
Waiting at their door shotid not take it away all to themselves but 
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would give a due share to the State. I would again plead, Sir, that 
the Bill should be sufficiently strong. These are the points which 
I would submit to this Honourable House. 


Mr, P. BALAKRISHNAN TAMPI: Sir, I am afraid I do uot deserve 
the consideration given to me by the Chair, because I have very 
little to contribute to the discussion. I do uot know whether 
what I am going to state has been repeated by some other 
honourable member. There must be much misapprehension regard. 
ing the provisions of the bill. WLearned members have stated that 
some beneficial measures and provisious also might be included in 
the Bill. If Mr. Malieckal were to say that school children be given 
mid day meal I agree with him. If you have to say that water 
supply be extended to all Municipal areas there is no difference of 
opinion between us, But, the evasiou of large amounts under In- 
come Tax by assessees is a quite different uiatter. In the same 
snauuer, if he were to say that assessees who have been compelled 
to pay large amounts were to he given some protection, certainly [ 
amin sympathy with them. The question is whether all these 
schemes should be included iu the Bill. Human Bills are under 
certain limitations of this sort. Here itis said that large addi- 
tional amounts paid by certain people should be refunded on the 
ground that they have been taxed unjustly inthe past. [amin 
agreement with the noble sentiments expressed by my friend but I 
may tell the House that there are certain provisions in the Income 
Tax Act under which the people who had been unjustly assessed 
could appeal or invoke the revisional Jurisdiction of the Tribunals 
provided for. 

We. P.M. VARGHESE: May I know whether the Department it 
self can appeal for having been assessed lower than what it should 
be ? 

Me, P, BALAKRISHNAN TAMPI: My learned friend would appreciate 
when I refuse to answer that question because, belonging to a pro, 
fession which is following the Trade Union spirit to a great exten- 
free legal advice is not very much in our line. (Laughter.) Theret 
fore, this House will see that there are other provisions in the Act- 
itself to appeal against the decisions of the authorities. 

Another honourable member raised another question puttlug it 
as compensation for politieal suffering, I can understand that 
some political party here and in British India has made very wise 
and unwise announcements that they would make some compensa- 
tion for certain kinds of sufferings in the past for a certain political 
ideology. Some of the assessees have sufferings to their credit, and 
if a tribunal is to be established for them, by all means Jet them go 
and seek remedies, One honourable member was referring to the 
fact that income tax was devised by some oue, the originator of all 
otiginal evils. I do not want to mention any name which is 
unparliamentary. He wanted to give some relief to those who shed 
their blood or the red fluid for their country, I have no objection 
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to the executive making some provision for them. But out of love 
for some logic aud method iu legislation I would strongly oppose 
any provision being made for the refund of income-tax once collect- 
ed by the authorities. With these words Sir, I would support the 


pro visions made in the Bill.

For the purpose of implementing these provisions the Governor- 
General of India passed aun Ordinance on account of emergency. 
By the Ministry of Finance Notification dated 28rd December 1947, 
the Reserve Bank of India is invested with certain powers to callfor 
sreturus from persons, firms and companies regarding their foreign 
assets and liabilities. Tegislation on the lines of the International 
Monetary Fund and Bank Ordinance 1945 is required here also so 
as to impose statutory obligations on persons in Travancore to 
furnish the requisite returns ete.

“These are the relative rules and Standing Orders which govern 
the admission and method of the answer to the questions thus ad: 
mitted. But, Sir, in R. O.C. No. 913/18 L. A. dated 7th October 
1948. you have been pleased to issue au order :—‘‘In purstiance of 
Standing Order 15 of the Travancore Legislative Assembly Stand- 
ing Orders, the President is pleased to make the following ‘order 
regarding the manner in which questions shall be put and answers 

iven,” That relates back to Standing Order 15, viz., “questions 
shall be put and auswers given in such manner as the President, 
may, inhis discretion, determine.” Now. what is meant by the 
questions put is stated in Rule 186:—‘No discussion shall be per- 
mitted in respect of any questions or of any answer given toa 
question.” So that a quéstion to be put hasa technical meaning 
when we read through the Standing Orders, The interpretation 
that has been set out in R.O.C. Q13/48/L. A. I submit, is wrong 
and ultra vires. Are the'powers of the President of this Assembly...

As regards the maunerin which questions have to be ‘put,’ 
the Standing Order attributes a particular meaning in Standing 
Order 16. It ison the floor of the House that a question is ‘put.’ 
This rule relates to the admission of the questions as starred and 
unstarred. Section 16 of the Interim Constitution Act 1123, pro- 
vides for the making of Standing Orders : 

“It shall be lawful for the Legislative Assembly to make 
from time to time standing orders for the conduct of 
business and the procedure to be followed in the Legis- 
lative Assembly in so faras these matters are not 
provided for by the rules made under this Act. The 
first Standing Orders shall be made by Our Goyern- 
ment, but may be altered by the Legislative Assembly. 

Any Standing Order made as aforesaid which is repugnant 
to the provisions of any rules made under this Act, 

shall, to the extent of the repugnancy but not other- 
wise, be void.” 

So the Standing Order made by the President under Standing 
Order 15 igs ultra vires and void and hence I submit, Sir, that the 
inclusion and the numbering of the questions in the orders of the 
day are irregular and are void and should not be taken wp for con- 
sideration in this Assembly.

POINT OF ORDER 6: NERD FOR MAKING STATEMENTS 
OF GOVERNMENT POLICY ON IMPORTANT QUESTIONS 
DURING EVERY SESSION OF THE ASSEMBLY. 


Mr. A.NESAMONY: Sir, before the House proceeds on to the ~ 
next business on the order paper I wish to havea ruling upon the 
yatter which relates toa wholesome and healthy procedure of the 
House of Commons. Sir, it was usual for the President of the 
Assembly, usually the Dewans of Travancore, to make a statement 
ou the policy of Government during the session of every Legislative 
Assembly. ‘The House was informed of the developments that was 
taking place in the State’s industrial expansion, its relatious with 
outside States and other things, which the Head of the Administra- 
tion thought it necessary that the members of the Assembly should 
know. But here, after we have had Responsible Government, it is 
regrettable for me to point out that the Prime Minister has never 
made up his mind to tell the members of this Assembly what has 
transpired during the period between respective sessions of the 
Assembly. I wish also to point out today to the Chair that there is 
a practice in the House of Commons for the Opposition to demand 
the Government or the Party in power to move for an adjournment 
of the House to ventilate the opinion of the Opposition Members on 
certain aspects of the Administration which cannot be moved as a 
matter for adjournment either from the members of the Opposition 
or from other members. I would refer to page 205 of May’s Parlia- 
mentary Practice 14th Edition, 


*(6) Adjournment motions in Government tme-— . 

If nv expression of opinion by the House is required, or if for 
some reason itis not desired to formulate a motion in ex« 
ptess terms, a matter for which time is granted, may be dis- 
eussed on a motion for the adjournment of the House, which 
is moved either before or between the orders of the day, and 
which accordingly can only be moved by a Minister (see 
p. 343). Such motions for the adjournment are also moved 
by the Government at the instance of the opposition, when 
itis nof desired to challenge the authority of the Govern- 
ment but only to ventilate a subject without recording a de- 
cision of the House and also occasionally when the opposi- 
tion wish to raise a matter of administrative policy which 
involves more than one department or issues too wide to be 
covered by a vote or group of kindred votes in supply." 
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Now, Sir, there are three matters which have taken place bet- 
ween the last session of the Assembly and this. First, we have 
been told from Madras by Mr. Ikkanda Warrier the Prime Minister 
of Cochin that several things have been talked over with our Prime 
Minister across the table and settled certain things that will have 
to be done in the event of an Aikya Kerala, That is an instance of 
joint action of these two States. Secondly, Sri. Dandekar has been 
here to investigate the financial position of the State. We are told 
that the Ministers were closetted with him and were carrying on 
deliberations, But we are in the dark as to what that visit meant. 
Thirdly Sir, there is another matter which is agitating the minds 
of the public of Travancore now. The public want to know whether 
this Government is pledged to support the Aikya Kerala movement. 
I refer in particular Sir, to the speech of the Hon’ble Prime,Mini- 
ster at Madras and to the statement that he made ata Press Con- 
ference there. 

Mk, PRESIDENT: Order, Order, These matters are irrelevant 
to the point of order.

However the expenditure so far incurred under 
this head comes to Rs 31,300 and orders have heen placed for a 
sum of Rs. 53,800 which are expected to be executed within a 
month or two. The total demand for the current year thus comes 
to Rs. 85,100 against which Rs. 26,{U0 has already been paid in 
advance in 1122 The balance of Rs, 29,700 (after deducting the 
existing grant)is now applied for as additional grant. The in- 
creased expenditure in the current year is due to the heavy deple- 
tion of stock in the course of the last two years as the purchases of 
paper were too small during that period and the manutacture 
also was consequently greatly affected,

HON’BLE Ma. A. J. JONN: J second the motion: 


Mr. P.S.NATARAJA PILLAI: Sir. as it stands, if this motion 1s 
going to be placed before the House, I would just bring to the uotice 
of the House some facts, Sir. in 1122 budget there is provision for 
Rs. 5,95,00i)/- as Capital Investment for Coastal Transport, in 1123 
5,96,000/- and in 1124, 5,26,000;-. We find that the Government 
are asking for Rs. 5,100/- as ‘Working Expenses’. We see that the 
Costal-Trausport which has a capital investment of about six lakhs 
of rupees and which is being worked, requires this amount as 
‘working expenses’. By the elucidation of the Prime Minister we 
understand that this amount is required for paying the contractor 
who transported foodgrains etc.. Ifthat be so, Sir, we have gota 
separate budget head for food purchase and sale. food transport and 
amounts are being spent on that account. Now, when a demand is 
placed before this House, it is the primary responsibility of the 
mover of the motion to couvince the House whether the demand is 
made under the proper head. If the Coastal Transport Depart- . 
ment which has a capital investment cannot meet the ‘Working 
Expenses’ then what is being done by the department? I am sur- 
prised to see that no reference to that was made by the Premier and 
that he pointed out that it was for the contractor that the amount 
is being sought to be paid. 

The House adjourned for lunch at 1 p.m. and reassembled 
after lunch at 2 p.m. with the Hon’ble President in the Chair. 
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Mr, P. S. NATARAJA PILLAI: I was saying that under the 
head Coastal Transport, there isa capital investment to the tune 
of Rs 6 lakhs, but nc amount for the working expenses under 
Coastal Transport. How an amount of nearly Rs. 6,000 is demand- 
edasa supplementary grant for working expenses. It is only 
natural that one would presume thatit is for working the coastal 
transport concern that has been started by Government. If my in- 
formation is correct, Some years ago some sch oners or some sea+ 
going vessels were bought by the Government. Later on a com- 
pany was sponsored by the Government, the exact details of which 
Jam not aware of, Atany rate the Travancore Government have 
invested this Rs. 6 lakhs under this head and owus some asset on 
that basis either in the shape of shares or in the shape of vessels or 
something like that. Now, the demand on the order paper is only 
for working expenses of that concern. But the mover of the motion, 
the Hon’ble Prime Minister, was kind enough to say that it is not 
for any of these purposes, but only to pay a contractor who trans- 
ported the foodgrains by sea. If that be 90, we have got the food 
transaction account under Debt Head and there will be sufficient 
fund for that co meet this demand. Asamatter of fact I was not 
able to go into that figure because no indication of it was given in 
the demand., In the demand the indication is only in respect of the 
coastal tiansport expenses, If it had been stated that it was to pay 
for the foodgrains that has been transported from Cochin to 
Trivandrum. then [ would have been in a position to convince this 
House that there are sufficient finds under the food accounts in the 
Budget. There is no necessity to grant another amount of about 
Rs. 5,000 to pay that contractor. Iam not ina position to quote 
figures. But we all know that there is a large amount under Debt 
Head for food transactions. That includes the purchase of food- 
grains, transport by road or sea. There must be some amount in 
the budget and therefore it will be easy to meet this expenditure out 
of it. Tf so, the necessity does not arise, Supplementary grants 
can be asked for only under one or two conditions. That is when- 
ever the grand total is insufficient to meet the demand or when a 
new item has come into existence which was unforeseen at the time 
ofthe budget So the transport of foodgrains is not anewitem. It 
is an old one. Already there is provision in the Budget to meet the 
exnenditure on the transport of foodgraius. Therefore I say there ig 
absolutely uo right or justification on the part of the Government to 
bring a supplementary grant at this stage for paying a contractor 
who had transported foodgrains. But, if itis on the gtound of 
coastal shipping, Ideuot grudge that and oppose it. It might 
have been a mistake. As far as I was able to understand, the mover 
spoke definitely that this amount of about Rs. 5,000 is definitely 
earmarked to pay a transport contractor. As a result of arbitration 
the claim of the contractor, for about Rs. 15.000 or so was later on 
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reduced to Rs. 5,000. Therefore it is an admitted fact, that this is a 
payment to the contractor for the services he did for transporting 
foodgrains from Cochin to Trivandrum. If that beso, that ex. 
penditure, must go under the Food Accounts and not the Coastal 
Transport Accounts, because it will falsify accounts and compli- 
cate matters. 


As pointed out previously, we have invested Rs. 61/2 lakhs on 
coastal trausport. That: being the case, there is no meaning in 
making Rs. 5,000 as working expenses for that concern if itis not 
for that purpose I would earnestly plead with the Tueasury Benches 
to reconsider the position and withdraw this demand and then make 
adjustments under Hood Accounts Budget that has already been 
voted upon by this House. With these words, Iwould request th 
Treasury Bench to reconsider the matter, 


Ma. k. SIWARAMA PILLAI: I also oppose this demand. At Page 
18 of the final budget for 112(M.m,we find as capital outlay for 
Coastal Transport Scheme, a sum of Rs. 30,000 has been alloted. It 
has been pointed out by the Hon’ble Prime Minister that we have no 
coastal transport and that we have not invested any amount in 1124 
ou that account, So there is Rs. 30,0000n that Head with the 
Government. Since a supplementary demand is asked for, we have 
to presume that the amount of Rs. 30,000 has been diverted to some 
other head, or has been spent. It is not brought to the notice of 
the House how that amount was spent or how it was diverted and 
to what head it was diverted. 


Secondly this demand is for working expenses. So for a coastal 
transport of which we do not possess anything, to ask for the grant 
is a misleading thing. We deceive ourselves and also the public, 


The most important thing that Ihave next to bring to the 
notice of the House is that when demanding a supplementary grant 
itis the duty of the Finauce Minister and the Prime Minister to 
show us whether we have funds for the same. When we passed the 
final budget it was found that our receipts amounted to nine crores 
and odd and that we have appropriated under various heads leaving 
a balance of nearly Rs 1) lakhs as surplus. Thowgh I tried much 
to prove then to this House that actually we would be in deficit and 
that we would have no surplus, yet it was passed asa surplus 
budget. Tam glad to find that many members now realise what we 
have passed was only a delicit budget and not a surplusone By 
the supplementary grant of the last session, we have voted another 
Rs. 4) lakhs, ven taking the fist budget as true which would 
leave Rs, 1} lakhs surplus, we have again a demand for Rs. 4! lakhs 
which on the face of it would leave a deficit of Rs.3 lakhs. It is 
the duty of the Treasury Bench to convince us from where are they

going to find this Rs. 3 lakhs or they must showus which items 
they are uot going to spend. They can do only one thing. Hither 
divert or borrow, Ifind from an answer to my question in this 
House this morning by the Honourable Finance Minister that he is‘ 
not going to borrow but only from the receipts he was going to 
spend it When we have appropriated all the receipts to various 
heads and when the receipts would not be sufficient even for the 
items we have already appropriated, how could we consent to this 
demand without a single cash in our purse? So I would request the 
Treasury Bench first to show us where the money is and then to 
ask for it. I therefore oppose the demand and earnestly request 
the Treasury Bench to show us from where they are going to re- 
coup this amount aud then ask for it,

Mr. K. i. NILAKANTA PILLAI: May I know whether it is pro- 
posed to have a general discussion on it at the moment?. 

HON’BLE Mr. T. K. NARAYANA PILLAI: Not only there is to bea 
discussion on it but a final decision has to be made by this House 
presently. It is with that object this resolution is sought to be 
moved and itis being actually moved at the moment. 


Ma. K. P. NILAKANTA PILLAI: According to the spirit of Rule 
35, even an ordinary resolution should have 15 days notice Of 
course I can understand the right of the President to waive the lack 
of notice. But the latter portion of the rule is specific and reads 
“. essscoreesesexcept on a motion made with the consent of the Pre- 
sident, who, if he admits the motion, will allot a day for its discus- 
sion in consultation with the Leader of the House.” This being a 
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very important resolution my submission is. that we had not suffi. 
cient notice of this resolution, Under normal conditions nobody 
could expect that a motion will come today for discussion. When 
notice of even a comparatively unimportant motion has to be given 
before 15 days in advance, this being a very important resolution 
must have that extent of time if not more. All on a sudden to say 
that this resolution should be discussed’ is difficult to understand, 
We have to consider all the aspects of the resolution to have a fair 
discussion on it, Therefore my point is that under the latter por- 
tion of Section 35, the President may be pleased to adjourn discus- 
sion on this motion either tomorrow or the next day so that we may 
get some time to consider the several aspects involved in this re 
solution. 

HON’BLE Mr. T. K. NARAYANA PILLAI: In reply to that I may be 
permitted to make some observations, Taking my stand on the 
wording of Rule 35, what I have sought permission for is quite 
right. The rule says...... 4 anes except on a motion made with the 
consent of the Président who, if he admits the motion, will allot a 
day for its discussion in consultation with the Leader of the 
House.” First this resolution was tabled. You, Sir, gave me per- 
ttissioy, to move this. You placed this on the agenda for discus- 
sion today. All these show that there has been absolute compli- 
ance with the provisions of thisrule. I should say there has been 
not only a substantial compliance of the provisions of this rule but 
compliance even as per the letter of the law laid down under Rule 
85. 


Mr. PRESIDENT : Just for the information of the House I will say 
this. In consultation with the Leader of the House I fixed a day 
for discussion of this important resolution. I included it in the 
agenda for this day. Notice was given to the members'on the 12th 
February. Today isthe 14th February, The Prime Minister has 
been permitted to move the motion and it has come up for discus- 
sion accordingly.

Ma. A. NESAMONY: Can the Hon’ble Prime Minister read the 
three letters referred to? 


HGN’BLE MR. T. K. NARAYANA PILLAI: if you ave very parti- 
cular 1 shall read. They are not confidential documents, The first 
letter was this : 


“The Union Constitution Committee at its meeting on 
25th August, 1947, desired that the Prime Ministers 
of the Provinces andthe Rulers of States should be 
requested to undertake the preparation of schemes for 
the delimitation of Constituencies in their respective . 
Units for the House of the People of the Union on the 
basis of the recommendations, which are coutained in 
the Draft Minutes of the meeting of the Committee 
sent herewith, The number of total and reserved 
seats allotted to each Province, which at present is 
purely tentative, is given in the table attached here- 
with. I shall be grateful if you will kindly furnish to 
this office by 15th October, 1947, thefnames and extent 
of the Constituencies, and the number of seats allotted 
to eacl of them including seats, if any, reserved for 
members of minority communities.” 


Their subsequent letter dated 28th February 1948 is as 
follows: -—— 


“Kindly refer to this office letter No. CA/63/cons/47, 
dated 27-9-47 on the subject of delimitation of consti- 
tuencies and also letter No, CA/63/cons./47 dated 4th 
November 1947, requesting you to expedite the 
reply. 

Ju this connection I wish to bring to your notice that 
some Provinces and States have reserved seats for 
minority communities in select multi-member consti- 
tuencies, as has been the practice till now; but others 
have decided the entire Province or State into single- 
member constituencies for securing the representation 
of minorities. Since no decision has been taken as 
yet by the Constituent Assembly or by any of its com- 
mittees it would be helpful if yon could furnish us 
with alternative schemes, together with your views 
on the question.” 
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The next letter dated 4th February 1949 was this :-— 
“ Reference your telegram dated the Ist February 1949. 
Allotment of the seats to Travancore in House of 
People. Union Constitution Committee allotted ten 
_ seats granting one seat to fraction of fifty per cent, of 
quota and above, and nine seats omitting all fractions. 
Seats are to be distributed in accordance with law to 
be made by Parliament and view Parliament is likely 
to take on treatment of fractions cannot be antici- 
pated. Accordingly request you to prepare two sets 
of schemes oue based on ten seats and other on nine 
seats.”

iim. P. BALAKRISHNAN TAMPi: Yes, Sir, It is natural that 
they should appointa committee for delimitation of the consti- 
tuencies. For that matter, this House will haveto give a tip to the 
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Central Assembly for a slight mistake on their part. So long as 
that Assembly contemplates reservation for Mussalmans and the 
Scheduled castes, they ought to name the House as the “ House of 
the Peoples” And, in making a delimitation many considerations 
have to be borne in mind and itis only well and proper that we 
should be prepared in time with the delimitation of constituencies 
either on the 9 member basis or on the 10 member basis. AS an 
oldish man I am really distressed at the tone of the letters we are 
getting from the Centre. There is nothing of the former decorous 
tone in the letter. Now, Bhopal, Baroda and all those States have 
accepted their fate gracefully. Ido not want our State not to show 
that we are not coming into the general scheme of Indian political 
life.

ik. P. S. NATARAJA PILLAI: Asfar asI see, thisisa very im- 
portant resolution which touches upon some of the very fundamed- 
tal constitutional propositions which confronts Travancore today. 
Sir. presumably this resolution is tabled under the assumption that 
Travancore is going to be mentioned in Schedule III of the 
future Constitution Act, thatis to be enacted by the Constituent 
Assembly of India. If that be so, for one who has been following the 
events in T'ravancore and outside, it is very hard to believe. The 
trend of events points to the other way. ‘We know, Sir, the States 
‘which have been mentioned in Schedule Il of the Draft Constitu- 
tion which has been published, have disappeared already, Travan- 
core today may appear in the printed list, I am forced to take note 
of these facts by the recent happenings in ‘fravancore and elsewhere. 
At a recent conference, Sir, held at Alwaye,in which the leaders of 
political parties in Cochin and Travancore were present, a resolu- 
tion was adopted in which the demand was formulated that a 
Kerala Province with Travancore and Cochin should be formed 
and included in the Schedule thatis to be enacted under the Consti- 
tution Act, That is a demand formulated at a conference in which 
leaders of political thought of Travanecre and Cochin participated, 
Further, Siz. those who coutrol the destinies of India have unequi- 
vocally stated. and that is being reiterated and proved every day, 
that in the futureIudia the Indian State, or asI would call it, the 
Ruler States as such cannot exist. Recent events in India have 
amply demonstrated that fact The Rule of Princes has disappear- 
edand is disappearing rapidly, and I believe will become a thing of 
the past in the near future. In the present day I believe and I fully 
well realise that the Ruler State is an anachronism, and as such is 
bound to disappear. Ifwe turn to onr own State, there are clear 
indications to show that we are fast moving to that end. True to 
the resolution passed at the Alwaye conference, acquiesced in by the 
Ministers who have been present there....... 
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Mr. A. NESAMONY: Ate there not Ministers on the Committee 
that was formulated at Alwaye? 


Min, P. S$. NATARAJA PILLAL: [am not in the full know of those 
facts. True to that the sponsors and parties to that conference, 
“have to implement that resolution. There again Sir, the Repre- 
sentative Body which was brought into existence to frame a consti. 
tution for Travancore has refused to consider even the objective 
resolution, They have reiused to consider it—-the objective resolu. 
tion presented by the Drafting Committee which was elected by the 
Representative Body itself. What does that show? I ask in all 
humility, what is the implication of that decision? We are falling 
in line with the prevailing trend of opinion in Indian Union and 
Travancore. The representatives of the people of Travancore to» 
day do not believe honestly that Travancore as such can exist in 
the future. Then, am | wrong if I conclude that there is no auntici- 
pation in any quurter of Travancore that Travancore will be men- 
tioned in Schedule [II of the Act that is to be enacted by the 
Constitutent Assembly? Therefore, in the circumstances, it is a 
sheer waste of time to delimit the constituencies for Travancore 
alone. I do not believe that ‘I'ravancore is going to be a State as 
envisaged in the Draft Constitution in the future Constitution Act, 
We have to face the facts as they are. It ig our duty to do s0. 
Travancore, advanced politically and educationally as itis, aud the 
people of Travancore as they are, fully capable of appreciating 
facts in their proper perspective and to act on that basis, we are 
notin 1ivz. The last two years have brought phenomenal changes, 
The political and constitutioual set wp has changed beyond recogni- 
tion. ‘Che full implications of it are well realised by the people of 
Travancore too. There isno question of misleading them, In 
these circumstances, this House should refuse to decide the future 
position of Travancore in the new Iudia that is to come That is 
for the people of Travancore to decide. 


Weare working democracy and let us be true to the principles 
of democracy. Our maudate has been exhausted. Therefore in all 
humility I will appeal to the Council of Ministers to advise His 
Highness the Maharaja to call ou the people to decide the future of 
the State by their free vote. Itis not in a spirit of irresponsible 
criticism I make this suggestion, Sir. Itis afervent appeal to the 
Council of Ministers and my honourable friends here. For peace 
and prosperity, to avoid hardship and suffering, I honestly believe 
this course alone is the correct one to adopt. 


That is the general principle on which I stand. ‘here is uo 
other option for the honourable members of the Council of Minis- 
ters and the honourable members of this House but to advise His 
Highness the Maharaja to call upou the people of ‘Travancore to 
decide their future by a free vote, and that is the implication of 
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our action and the guiding principle of democracy. Yam sure His 
Highness the Maharaja will be prepared to answer that call if the 
advice is tendered from the proper quarter. We need not fight shy 
of it. Sir, I leave it at that. ; 

It is true that there have been circulars from the centre to the 
various States to prepare a scheme for the delimination of constitu- 
encies. We must remember one fact in this context. In the whole 
of India, Travancore is the only place where a voters’ list has beeu 
prepared an year ago in an organised manner on the basis of adult 
suffrage. 

fie. S.KUTTAN: Cochin also has one such list. 


fin. P S.NATARAJA PILLAI: YI accept it, and stand corrected. 
My point is that no other State or Province has prepared sucha 
scheme. It isonly now a beginning is made in that line in India. 
‘That is a very important factor to be noted. A major issne that 
has been canvassed in the Constituent Assembly of India was to 
prepare 2 wew census before the preparation of the voters’ list on 
adult franchise basis istaken up, IJt is therefore that steps are now 
being taken in the Indian Union territory to prepare a scheme for 
the delimination of constituencies om the basis of a uew census. 
Fortunately weare situated otherwise, so far as this matter is con- 
cerned. But J have to point ont one matter even though we have a 
voters list. Someanomalies have crept into that. For instance 
the population of Devicolain and Pecrmade is about 92 thousand 
according to the census of 19-41, Sir, in the Electoral Roll that was 
prepared for the last election we find that the voters numbered are 
only 13 thousand. If you take the average of the figures for the 
other portions of Travancore we find that 50 per cent of the popu- 
lation arc voters. But in regard to Peermade and Devicolam taluks 
there is a wide disparity between the population and the voters. 
‘That striking difference is being justified on the ground of immi- 
grant poptulytion from the other side of the Ghats Sir, people who 
talk so glibly of immigrant population in Travaucore are forget- 
ting where they live. 

tin. P. BALAKRISHNAN TAMPi; May I ask whether my friend 
pleads as the anukula prothi to the Tamil Nad friends? 

Ma P.S. WATARAJA PILLAI: Nataraja Pillaiis always Nataraja 
Pillai wherever he is He has never been anything else at any time. 
Natarajan Pillai will express whatever he feels without fear or favour 
at any time wherever it be. People of Travanco:e who talk about 
immiprants from the other side of the Ghats forget one fundamental 
fact. They are livinp today in the territory of the Indian Union and 
a single citizenship right is envisaged and enforced in the Union 
territory. ‘There is absolutely no discrimination at all anywhere in 
the Union territory between oue citizen and another in whatever part 
of India he is. [t isan Article to that effect that was adopted by the 
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Constituent Assembly of India and it can be unequivocally said that 
it does not lie in the mouth of anyhody to say that he can discrimi. 
nate one citizen against another in the Indian Union. 

Mr. P. BALAKRISHNAN TAMPI: May I ask, isthe hon’ble member 
seeking to stand for election in the Tamil area next time? 

Mr. P. 8. NATARAJAPILLAT: 1 will stand where I like. 


Mr. A, NESAMCNY: May,T ask, ean Mr. Mammen Mappillai 
stand for the constituency of Peermade and Devicolam;? 


Ma. P, S. NATARAUA PILLAL: I know my friend Mr. Thampi and 
he does not mean anything by such questions. So lam at the point 
that this talk of discrimination is an impossibility, Sir, when 
India is fighting for citizenship rights in Ceylon and South Africa, 
what is the meanivg of Travancore discriminating against Tudian 
citizens? Why should Travancore alone look in a differeut way, 
about the citizeuship right of persous on the other side of the 
Ghats? Ifany such separate claim is made, I would say that it 
will be verging ou lunacy pure and simple. On that aspect I have 
to make one more point. I have heard that Government are pre- 
pared to help some people that live on this side iu preference to the 
people residing beyond the Ghats, That may be possible. A Police 
State may be able to do so. But we have to remember that the days 
of the Police state are over, There isuo goodin doing so or think- 
ing so. That is not going to be advantageous either to the people 
of the country or the Government. The Government must face 
realities and meet the situation. Therefere I wish to briug to the 
notice of this House and the adininistration that if delimitation is 
going to be donein spite of my earnest and very fervent prayer, all 
that Ican say is that the matter requires reconsideration. The 
Government should not take upon themselves that responsibility 
and proceed to that task. I would urge on them to postpone consi- 
deration of measures in that line. The item in schedule ITI has to 
be postponed. If my voice could not be heeded to I plead that before 
delimitation it is better to take stock of events that have happened 
in India and then we will wait and see whether my view will prevail 
inthe end or not, In the matter of delimitation we have to make 
fresh census and then settle the issue. The list that has been 
inaccurately prepared has to be looked into again and the mistake 
rectified wherever it is found, 


Then I wish to speak on the question of reservation. Mr, K, P. 
Nilacauta Pillai brought before the House that we have not 
sufficient data to proceed with delimitation work, I fully agree 
because the Articles envisaging reservation for the Indian Union 
have not yet been discussed and adopted by the Constituent Assem- 
bly. There are various shades of opinion on that important question 

‘in the Indian Constituent Assembly. All those views have to be 
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discussed and decided. Now as far asI am able to follow the letter 
read uow by the Leader of this House, I find that letter is based on 
the Union Powers Committee report. When the report was sub- 
mitted to the Coustituent Assembly it was discussed there; then a 
drafting committee came into existence which made certain re- 
commendations on the report of the Union Powers committee. 
Then the drafting committee came into existence and a draft as 
prepared by the Drafting Committee is now before the Constituent 
Assembly and that is being discussed in the form of a bill where 
ample scope is given for meving amendments. After that bill is 
made final, we can think of instituting a delimitation committee 
here. That is my submission at the moment. Further wedo not 
know whether reservation is going tobe granted and if so to which 
all communities or to which group of communities it is to be 
granted. Ifthe Articles granting reservation are adopted by the 
Coustituent Assembly automatically it will have a bearing for our 
country too. Then there is the question of multiple constituencies 
and single constituencies to be adopted if the subject of reservation 
is decided. If the proposal here is to proceed with delimitation of 
coustituencies uow it will have to be done without reckoning with 
reservation, Now this Government has got a reference from the 
Constituent Assembly Secretariat. It must have obviously started 
from the States Ministry department All that the Travancore 
Government has to do in this matter now its to decide whether we 
should proceed with delimitation, ‘The question of reservation, has 
to be decided on and then alone the matter would be decided with 
reference to the voters’ list already prepared ou the adult suffrage 
basis. In this context the question of appointing an agency for 
carrying on delimitation does not come in. All thesé things prompt 
me to say that this resolution is quite premature. In spite of the 
correspondence pending from 1947 a reply for this matter can 
wait for sometime. This correspondence can be closed only after a 
close examination of all relevant facts which require close scrutiny 

. in several directions. To implement certain details, many things 
may have to be done and it will not be easy to end the correspon- 
dence expeditiously. 


‘To sum up, my suggestions are these. Fundamentally, we have 
to take stock of the events that have happened in Travancore since 
1122, The duty of the Representatives of this House as well as 
those who run the Administration should be to advise His Highness 
to ascertain the will of the people on the question whether Travan- 
core should exist as a Ruler State or whether it will be a portion of 
a Greater Unit. After having ascertained that view, our stand 
should be based on that decision. On this ground the resolution 
now sponsored by the Leader of the House should not be adopted, 
Secondly if the resolution is going to be adopted fn spite of all these 
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defects, a committee should not be appointed forthwith without 
getting the necessary information. Lastly if against all antici- 
pations this committee is going to be ushered into existence, let 
there be a direction from Government that new voters list will be 
prepared for those areas where the lists are not correct.

In the bill, the wording seems to be this : 


If, under Article 4) of the Charter of the United Nations

give effect to any decision of that Council Our 
Government may by order published in Our Gov- 
ernment Gazette make such provisions (including 
provisions having extra-territorid] operation) as 
appear to them necessary ur expedient for enabl- 
ing those meusures to be effectively applied, and 
without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing 
power, provisiun may be made for the punishment 
of persons offending against the order. 
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Sir, in the Sharter signed at Sau Francisco on 26th June 1945, 
Travancore Government was not a signatory. So, as a direct 
measure and apart from that, Travancore is bound by the Accession 
Deed as far as the foreign relations are concerned with the Indian 
Union. As far asthe other independent nations of the world are 
concerned, Travancore docs not exist as an independent entity as 
apart from the Government of India, So her foreign relations ate 
controlled by the Government of India, Therefore that will apply 
only to the Government of India which will antomatically apply to 
Travancore as well, I havetaken the wording of my amendment 
from the International Monetary Fund Legislation passed in 1124, 
They are the identical words which I have used. Unfortunately 
I have not got that Bill with me. In that Bill an identical clause | 
like this occurs and all the rules and orders passed by the Govern. 
ment of India are made applicable to Travancore. I have copied it 
directly. If there are any verbal changes considered necessary, they 
may be made by mien who possess more expert knowledge and the 
Bill placed for the consideration of the House.

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APPENDIX IV.

THIS AGREEMENT is made on the twenty-fourth day of 
September 1946 BETWEEN THE DEWAN OF TRAVANCORE 
(hereinafter referred to as the Dewan which expression shall where 
the context so admits be deemed to include his successors in office) 
actiug for and.on behalf of the Government of His Highness the 
Maharaja of ‘'ravancore (hereinafter referred to as the Government) 
ofthe one part and THR TRAVANCORE MINERALS COM. 
PANY LIMITED a Company incorporated under the English Com- 
panies Acts and having its registered office at 2 High Street 
WOKING in the County of Survey in England (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as the Company which expression shall where the context 
soadmits be deemed to include its assigns) of the other. part 
WHEREAS. 

(i) The Company has for many years been carrying on 
mining operations in the State of Travancore under various leases 
and eventually under a lease dated 16th November 1928 which ex- 
pired on 15th November 1948 and temporary extensions thereof 
granted by the Goverv ment. 

(ii) All the mineral sands of Travancore are the exclusive 
property of the Government and the Goverument have agreed that 
the mining drassing and sale of the said sands (except Mouazite) 
shall be carried out by the Company and three other Companies to 
wit (a) Hopkin and Williams (Travancore) Lintited (b) F. X. Pereira | 
and Sous. (Travancore) Limited, (c) The Associated Mineral Com- 
pany Limited. 

NOW in consideration of the premises IT IS ARREBY 
AGREED and declared as follows: 

THIS Agreement relates to the production and marketing of 
ilmenite and bye-products such as Rutile, Sillimanite, Zircon and 
Garnet (hereinafter comprehensively referred to as the said 
minerals). 

2. THE Government hereby appoints the Company as Agent 
for and of behalf of the Government to search for, win work, get, 
raise, separate aud dress the said minerals in such area as may be 
allotted to it by Government and at the discretion and subject to 
the previous approval of the Government to export and sell the 
satne. ‘The Company shall jointly with the other Companies men- 
tioned in the preamble constitute an Advisory Committee to help 
the Government with their recommendations in deciding upon the 
quantities, the terms and destination of exports. It shall be open 
to the Government to depute any officer of the Government to 
attend any meeting of the Advisory Committee. 
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3. (i) For the purposes of its operations within any area or 
areas allotted to it which are conveniently situated in relation there- 
tothe Company shall use the engines, machinery, plaut, dressing 
floors, furnaces, brick kilns, ime kilns, workshops, storehouses bun- 
-galows, godowns, sheds and other buildings works and conveniences 
which it has already established on lands the property in which is 
vested in the company and shall maintain the same in efficient 
working order. 


Gi) All buildings, plant, engines, machinery and works 
erected and maintained by the Compiny in pursuance of sub-para- 
graph (i) of this Clause shall be and remain the property of the 
Company. 


4, THE Government shall pay to the Company for its servicen 
as Agent 2 temuneration ascertained as follows: 


(i) A fixed sum as per Part I of the Schedule for each ton 
of each of the said minerals produced and sold (hereinafter referred 
to as the basic charge). ; 


. (ii) In addition, a sum equal to a proportionate part of the 
difference between the uaked at works sale price and the hasie 
charge applicable to particular mineral at the date of sale, These 
proportions are set forth in Part IL of the Schedule, 


Gii) The figures in (i) and (ii) above shall remain firm for 
two years from the date of commencement of this Agreement and 
shall thereafter be subject to revision by Government provided how- 
ever that the Company shall have the option to terminate the Agree- 
ment if the *tmuneration fixed by the Government on sucli revision 
be not acceptable to it. 


5. FOR purposes of calculating remuneration under this 
Agreement one Rupee shall be taken to be equivalent to one Shilling 
and six Pence. Should there be any variation in this official rate 
which acts to the detriment of either party a mutually equitable 
arrangement should be made to adjust the position. The remunera- 
tion payable to the Company as Agent will be retained by the Com- 
pany out of any proceeds of sales for which it is accountable to the 
Government and the amount payable to the Goverument in respect 
of each invoice shall be paid to the Government as and when it be- 
comes due but final accounts shall be settled annually up to the 80th 
June of each year, and shall be computed within six months from 
that date, and payment shall be made to Government of the amount 
due to them as soon as it has been ascertained by the Auditors in 
Loudon of the Company for the time being. All sums due to the 
Government by the Company under or arising out of this Agreement 
shall be recoverable from the Company under the Travancore 
Revenue Recovery Act as if they were arrears of revenue, 
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@ SALES of the said minerals shall be effected by the Com- 
pany at the best price obtainable. A record of such sales shall be 
kept at the registered office of the Company for the information of 
the Government. 


7. IN ITS CONDUCT OF Mining operations the Company - 
shall— 


(i) Take all action unecessary to keep all workings as far 
as possible free from water and foul air. 


(ii) Without delay report to the Government the District 
Magistrate aud the nearest police officer any accident which may at 
any time occur in any pit shaft or working. 


Gii) Report to the Government, with full particulars of the 
nature and position any mineral found other than’ the said 
minerals, 


(iv) Cause to be made and kept at its principal office in the 
areas allotted to it correct plans and section of the mines (other 
than of open workings) opened or worked by it showing as well as 
the operations aud workings carried on as also all views, faults and. 
other disturbances observed and encountered in such operations aud 
workings and ed] such plans and sections shall be revised to record 
any change ascertained by a survey to be made for the purpose at 
the end of every period of twelve months and hold such plans and 
sections at the disposal of the Government. 


(v) Provide and at all times keep at or near each of its 
establishments for separating or extracting any of the said minerals 
a property coustructed and efficient weighing machine? 


(vi) Save harmless and keep indemnified the Government 
from and against all suits, claims and demands which may be 
brought or made by any person or persons in respect of any damage 
or injury caused to person or property in the course of its duties as 
Agent by person of the wilful d-fault or negligence of the Company 
or its Servants or workmen but not otherwise.

RULING Re: QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 


Mk, PRESIDENT: In regard to the point of order raised by 
Mr. A. Nesamony whether the orders R.O.C. No. 213/48/L. A, 
dated 7th October 1948 made by the President under Standing 

_ order 15, making provision for the starring of questions, are in 
order, I give the following ruling :-— 

Although there is no express provision in the Assembly Rules 
for starring questions, Standing order 15 which gives power to the 
President to prescribe the manner in which questions shall be put 
and answers given, is capable of the interpretation thatin the 
mawuner so prescribed, starring could be provided for. Under’ the 

, Rules and Standing orders of the previous Legislature also similar 
procedure for Starring questions was prescribed by the President. I 
find that in the Indian Legislative Assembly also, the speaker has 
made ptovisiox for the starring of questions, in exercise of the powers 
vested in the speaker under Rule 28 of the Constituent Assembly of 
India Legislative Rules although-there is no special provision in 
those Rules for the classification of questious into starred and un- 
starred’ Rules 28 runs thus :— ; ; 

“28— PROCEDURE FOR PUTTING QUESTIONS AND GIVING ANSWERS. 
Qestions shall be put and auswers given in such manner as the 
speaker may in his discription determime.” 


Under this rule the procedure for questions and answers has 
been laid down by the Speaker thus in paragraph 5 of the Constituent 
‘Assembly of India Legislative Circular-No, 98 dated 14th July 1948. 

“Paragraph §. “A star ~-thus*—should be placed in front of a 
question to which an honourable member wishes to have an oral 
answer on the floor of the House. Honourable members are advised. 
to put a star against only those questions in respect of which suppli-. 
mentary questions are likely to be asked and not against those which 
merely ask for statistics or for the laying of statements on the table 
of the House.” 

I, therefore, rule that similar procedure prescribed by) the - 
President here, under the corresponding provision in the. Travan- 
core Legislative Assembly Rules, is quite in order, : ,

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Ma. D. GNANASIGAMONY: Sir, I second Mr. K. P. Nilakauta 
Pillai’s motion that the bill may be re-committed. { do so not on 
the grounds meutioned by Mr. K. P. Neelakauta Pillai but on 
differeut reasons altogether. Tu the statement of Object and 
Reasous of the bill, it was stated that the bill is drafted on thelines 
of the Government of India Act of 1947; but, as a matter of fact, it 
is found that by a subsequent amendment, z, e,, by Ordiuauce No. 35

beneficial provisions are later on: inserted, It was found, us a 
matter of fact, that after the cases are referred to the Comuuis- 
sioners, miauy cases were settled by compromise,

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Miz. PS. HATARAJA PILLAI: T also rise to support the motion for 
recommitting the bill to another Select Committee. But f would 
have restricted it with particular.reference to a particular clause. 
Since the motion is for recommittal in general term, I want to 
bring to the notice of the House some of facts. I request the 
serious consideration of the House to this question. This House 
having accepted the objects of a particular legislation, and if the 
Select Committee goes counte to it, itis common practice to re- 
comumit it to another select committee and get it rectified or have 

_areport on the basis of the new facts or situations that have come 
up for consideration as the result of their investigation. Here, 
Sir, I would invite the attention of the House to one particular fact: 
that is, the statement of objects and reasons says, “and empower a 
commission to investigate the actual incidence of taxation”. 
Firstly, itis not a commission as iny friends here were talking 
about, which is to go into the question of evasion of,tax alone. 
This commission is intended to go into the incidence of taxation 
on intome, The preamble makes it more clear thus: “the actual 
incidence of taxation on income.” That was the objective and it is 
clear. ‘The Commission contemplated herein has two functions. 
One, to go into the question of aciual incidence of taxation of 
income aud two, to go into the question of particular cases of 
evasion. ‘That is definitely mentioned in the preamble and lateron 
in clause 2, we find that. the commission has (a) to investigate and 
report to our Government in all matters relating to incidence of 
taxation on income and (b) to investigate in accordance with the 
provisions of the Act about the cases of evasion.” So funda- 
mentally this Commission is constituted to go into the question of 
incidence of taxation on income as bill. As it stands today, Sir, 
the taxation on income is according to three different enactmeuts, 
Taxation on income on all sources other than agriculture, taxation 
on income on agriculture and excess profits tax. So taxation on 
Income is-based uow both from agriculture aud from other sources. 
When you have appointed a committce to go into the incidence of 
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taxation on income, and if you exclude agriculturai income, this 
Committee cannot do it. Sir, the amendment of the Select Com- 
mittee is not on a qustion of detail but on the vital clause of inter- 
pretation. Jn this interpretation clause, clause 9, defining taxes on 
income, they exclude income from agriculture. That was an uncon- 
stitutional act and beyond the scope of the Select Committee. That 
the Select Committee had no right to do. It went beyond the terms 
of reference. It accepted the duty ofrevising the bill on the basis 
of the objects and reasons and the principles adopted here by the 
vote of this House. Tis House will be stuitifying itself if it allows 
its reference to be so grossly neglected or vetoed by a Select Com- 
mittee set up this House, The Select Committee went beyond its 
province in changing the objects and reasons. It altogether forgot 
clause 3 whereix the Commission is authorised to submit its report 
' -on the incidence of taxation on income. They have provided that 
clause and yet they make a substantial change, rather a radical 
change or a change quite contrary to the intention of the bill and 
_the objectives accepted by this House by excluding agricultural 
- income. That was unwarranted and according to me the Select 
Comittee has no right todo so Therefore I say that in accord-. 
ance with the wishes of this House, accepted by a vote of this 
House, this House has no other alternative but to recomimit it toa 
fresh Select Committee, . 
With reference to clause 2—because under Rule 38 (b) ‘we can 
recommit it to the old Committee or to afresh Couumittee with 
particular reference to clause (2), 1 say that the definition‘on taxation 
on income was radically changed without authority by the Select 
Committee, When taxation on income has been defined as taxd« 
tion on all kinds of income of the citizens of Travancore either 
from agriculture or from other sources or from excess profits and 
when that interpretation and object has been accepted by this 
House, both in the objects and reasons stated in the original bill 
and later on in the preamble introduced in the bill and accepted by 
this House, I think it is only fair and just and in accordance with 
ordinary practice in Legislatures to recommit it to a fresh Com- 
mittee, I thought when such a radical change has been made, the 
Minister in charge of Law would himself have recommended under 
clause 38 (b) fora recommital toa fresh Select Committee when 
the original Select Committee had made such a radical change 
against the vote of this House and its intentions. 


HON’BLE Ma. A. J. JOHN: May I know whether the houourable 
member was a member of the Select Committee ? 

Mr. PS. NATARAJA PILLAI: No I was not, 

HON'BLE isp. A. d. JCHN: The honourable member was elected 
asa member of the Select Committee but he absented himself.

That is the only 
explanation I can give. I have not so far done a dereliction of duty 
like that, to the best of ny ability [try to avoid it. I thought that 
the Minister in charge of the Bill would have brought to the notice 
of the House the radical change made by the Select Committee and 
asked the House to take note of the fact that here was a radical 
change which goes against the intention of the original bill as defin- 
ed in the objects and reasons and as defined in the preamble; and 
that a vital change has been brought in the definition clause itself. 
Therefore I strongly urge upon my friends to recommit the bill to a 
fresh Select Committee for reconsideration.

Mr, A. NESAMONY: T support the motion made by the honour: 
able Mr. Sreedhar. To me it appears that the Transport Member 
has not made out a case for the increase of fares at this time. Ona 
perusal of the Bridget that we have passed last time, it will be found 
that the invested capital upon the transport system is Rs. 50 lakhs, 
The expenditure is Rs, 68 lakhs of which Rs. 6 lakhs is set apart 
for contribution to General Reserve Fund, Rs. 5 lakhs towards thé 
Depreciation Fund, Rs. 2 lakhs towards interest on capital and 
Rs. 17 Jakhs net profit. So, virtually the profit on the investment 
of Rs. 59 lakhs is about Rs. 30 lakhs, Now the proposed increased 
fares during the period of the last six months of the year would 
bring in Rs. 144 lakhs as the budgeted fares for a.year seem to be . 
Rs. 72 lakhs, so that the actual income would be Rs. 44) lakhs 
upon an investment of Rs 50 lakhs. That is how the figures appear 
to be from the Budget. Iask the Transport Member whether any 
undertaking would bring a profit of Rs. 44 lakhs out of an invest- 
ment of Rs. 50 lakhs and yet again increase the fares to make upa 
further profit. Nationalisation was resorted to not to benefit the 
Government but to afford better facilities aud amenities to the 
travelling public. But what we now find today is no amenities at 
al) but mere taxation. Enough has been said on the floor of the 
House that absolutely no amenities are afforded to the passengers. 
Any onlooker that’ passes by the Trivandrum Garage would be im- 

‘pressed with-the extent of the trouble aud the hardship that the 
travelling public are put to, and many of us who are wnfortuanate — 
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enough to rub shoulders with everybody in the long queues 
there find it awfully difficult to keep ourselves standing there in 
the hot sun. If that be the case in theCentral station, one 
might imagine what it will be in the mofssil stations. [f these be 
the amenities that are afforded and if the Goverument are not in a 
position to afford better amenities, I wonder what makes ,them in- 
crease the fares, Are th y justified in the increase of fares? Com- 
pare a trausport vehicle belonging to the transport Department With 
one owned by a proprietor who plies his transport vehicles between 
‘Nagercoil and ‘linnevelly. I have on a calculation found out that 
a passenger vehicle which is registered to carry 28 passengers has 
to pay Rs. 1,374 to the Government every year, Rs. 1,176 by way of 
vehicle tax Rs. 170 towards third party insurance premium, testing © 
fee Rs. 28, permit etc,, Rs. 8, with the result that he mekes a cash 
payment to the Government of Rs. 1,374. Now consider the free 
lift that you have to give to every member of the Police foree from 
the cook in the Inspectors house up to the Inspector—General’s 
office. Consider also the number of menials that would be given 
free lifts and to the Magistrates through whose jurisdiction the 
unortunate owner has to ply his bus so that apart from what he has 
got to pay on account of these, iu cash he will have to pay to Gov- 
ernment Rs. 1,374. I believe that the transport vehicles belonging 
to the Traysport Department are exempted from such payments 
under Section 89 of the Motur Vehicles Act. If that be so, the 
Govertment gaius on every vehicle that is plying for hire the sum 
of Rs. 1,374.. Even now I find even on the buses that are plying in 
the town with the board“ for registration,” the vehicles a.e not re- 
gistered for even six months and more, whereas ifan individual 
purchases a bus he has to keep it in his shed for months together 
without any interest on the capital that he has laid out and it all 
the time for the registration to come. Sometimes it takes six 
months, ten months aud even twelve months for the receipt of re- 
gistration and with great didiculty the owner has to wait after 
spending paphaps as much capital ds he laid upon the bus to secure 
a permit for the bus. In spite of that the fares which are levied on 
the Nagercoil—Tinnevelly route are comparatively less. The 
distance between these places is 52 miles. The fee is Re. 1-9-0, 
Our fare between Nagercoil and Trivandrum,.a disteuce of 42 miles 
on cement concrete road, is Rs. 1-7-0. So the difference is only 
twoannas. But you must remember that the same proprietor has 
to pay tax to the two Governments—both to the Indian Union and to . 
Travancore... He has to get his vehicles tested both here and, there. 
Parhaps when a vehicle registered under one jurisdiction, passes 
through another the testing fees etc.; may be less, but the cost of 
it is more than what the transport vehicle in Trivandrum has to pay 
to the Government. 
HON’BLE Mu. K. R. ELANKATH: Is it run on gas or petrol? 


Mg, A. NESAMONY: Petrol. -I have travelled even last week, It 
is run.on petrol. It wasat a time of scarcity of petrol that it was 
fitted with gas plant under compulsion from Government. But now 
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they are run on petrol. I have paid Rs. 1-9-0 only last time. So 
much so there is no case made.out by the Government either be- 
cause of the heavy investment that they have made or because of 
the heavy expenses that they have incurred. This increased fare is 
not justified. The Government have not made out a case. 

Another thing that I wish to place before tle Howse for con-— 
sideration is that this departmeut is not run ona loss. Weare 
thinking that this is one of the departments which should be 
nationalised, We are thinking of nationalisation of every industry 
on other issues as well., If natioualisation is accepted asa princi- 
ple, it must be to the benefit of the people affected by it, and not for 
the matter of making an income for the Government. The return 
must go to the people. 

Sir, here itis intended only as an investment from which as 
much money could be saved for the Government to meet its workiag 
expenses and not for the convenience of the travelling public or for 
the person’s benefit. This increase iu fare is also a false economy 
because if the fare is increased it is likely that the people who travel 
may fall iu numbers. So then if the number of people that travel 
fall, the amount that will be collected by way of fare will be less. So 
the Government by increasing the fare would only be injuring the 
public and not benefit themselves on that account. That way it is 
only false economy. Under these circumstances I would urge on 
Government and the Director of Transport to revise the press 
communique issued as no case has been made out therefor and as a 
consequence to restore the old fares which is only a reasonable 
thing. 

Mg. N. D. JOSE (Neyyattinkara WI S. I. U. C.): Mr. President, I 
sent in au adjournment motion because I wanted to draw the 
atteution of Government to the prevailing feeling among the public. 

. Besides that this was the best way of eliciting information from 
Government also, the best way of pointing out the prevalent opinion 
among the people pn a particular, matter. On the other handifa 
question is sent in there is all the possibility—because there are a 
number of other questions—that that question may not be answered. | 
Even if that question be answered there is the possibility that we 
may get time for supplementary questions say only about 5 minutes, | 
though that would not do justice to this question which is agitating 
the public mind. It was due to all these I happened to send in an 
adjournment motion. Since then an interesting circumstance has 
happened which does not permit me to speak in support of the 
motion, a circumstance which I do not waut to disclose, nor which 
I propose to disclose. But with your permission, Sir, I will take 
this opportunity of drawing the attention of Government to certain 
facts. In the latest copy of the Administration Report it is put in 
like this, For 1122 (which is the latest we have) the net profits for 
the year allowing for working expenses are put down aslis24'4 lakhs 
on a capital investment of 36 lakhs. ‘This works out to approxi 
mately 68 per cent profit. This wasin 1122. In 1123 there is ail 
the possibility that the figure should be much more, In this circum 
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stance I wint to make clear that Ido not want to condemn the de- 
partmental authorities on the fact that there was overloading not on 
the fact that the buses were all broken. An argument may be ad- 
vanced that those were war years, and post-war years, when buses 
were not available in sufficient number. Therefore I do not raise 
that criticism at all. The bus fere has been increased from 10 ‘cash 
to 14 cash per mile. This is really a big increase and amounts to 
40 per cent. I am coming from Neyyattinkara. A person who 
travels froin Trivandrum to Neyyattinkara used to pay 8 chuckrams 
but now it is 1Achuckrams, A person who goes to Nagercoil has 
to pay now 40 chuckrams and in like mauner for other places, This 
is really a big increase. As far as the travelling public are con- 
cerned this iucrease hits the poor man who travels by bus. People 
who can aiford to travel in cars do not take to bus traffic. There- 
fore it is quite obvicus that it is the poor man who will be indirectly 
taxed by this increase in fare. So I would like to elicit the in- 
formation from the Minister concerned as to why the fare has been 
enhanced, Then a point was -adduced that the transport workers 
have not been allowed to organise and that their organisation has 
not been given due recognition by the department. It may be argued 
from Government that this is meant to increase the bonus for the 
workers, My point is if they are interested in the welfare of the 
workers, is it necessary that mouey should be taken out of the poor 
man J ask. Why should rob Peter to pay Paul? Ifit is necessary 
for Governiment that tax should be placed on the travelling public 
it can be advantageously done on people who travel in big luxurious 
cars. ‘he Government may plead that increased facilities are to be 
supplied to the public. I want to know whether increased facilities 
cannot be given within this percentage of profit, If Government is 
to raise more profit for the better convenience of the public, why not 
they nationalise other industries, why not they tap other sources of 
income rather than the poor man being taxed . Even if increased 
facilities are granted to the travelling public I would say that those -. 
amenities may be confined only to a few. I am told there are 
cushion seats butin the new bus there is no rubber cushion provided 
but cushion of a different type. Even supposieg you are providing 
increased facilities I would urge you to limit the percentage of profit 
that you are drawing from thepublic. These aze some suggestions 
of mine especially when this question is being discussed with so 
much feeling among the public. I must want to elucidate whether 
there was any other motive to increase the fare. With these words 
I place these facts before the House. 
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Mik. P.S. MATARAJA PILLAI: Since my efforts to get some facts 
from the Hon’ble Minister in charge of Transport have not been 
effective, I should like to speak on this motion. 

PRESIDENT: Yes, you may speak. 

WR, P. $, NATARAJA PILLAI: Sir, it has been brought to the 
notice of this House that the total capital invested on State Trans- 
portis 50 lakhs and the anticipated profit for 1104 is Rs. 17-15 
lakhs. Thus this department is expecting a profit. of something _ 
like 35 per cent. on the amount invested. So much is revealed in: 
the budget. My effort was to ascertain from the Minister in charge 
whether the actualities are according to budget figures as a result of 
the experience gained during the last 6 months. But unfortunately 
it wasin vain. Well, Sir, you will find from the published reports 
that this department is now earniug 27 ch+ckrams per mile per 
bus ou an average. But at the rate of 10 cash per mile fare fixed by 
the rules for an ordinary bus, the department is entitled to get only 
15 chuckrams per mile per bus. On the other hand the average 
earning as 1 said is 27 chuckrams per mile per bus. This is what 
the published reports show. In other words, the department which 
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. will get without overloading 15 chuckrams per mile per bus, are 

. now earning 27 chuckrams per mile per bus by overloading. So by 
overloading, earning has been increased to the extent of 12 chs. 
per mile per bus. The average overload is amply revealed from 
this income rate. As I said, the practical resnit is that for 1% chs. 
the department is getting £7 chs, Therefore the normal condition 
of the Transport service is cent per cent. over loading. This much 
is revealed by the figures published in the report. 

Sir, there is another aspect. The working expenses for 1142 
was Rs, 499 lakhs. In the revised estimate for :123 it is 6186 
lakhs. In the budget estimate for 1124 itis 67°34 lakhs. So when 
the working expenses are iucreasiug like this, it is seen that the 
profit is progressively decreasing at the sametime The figures of 
profit in 1122 is 244, for the next year 18°3 lakhs and .for the 
_ subsequent year 17°13 lakhs. In plain words, while the working 

expenses have been increasing progressively from 49 to 67 lakhs 
the net profitis falling from 24to 17 lakhs. That was how the 
Department was working in sp.te ofthe record earuing of 47 
chuckrams per mile per bus. It is this anomalous position I 
wanted to point out to the Minister in charge. The figures revealed 
in the budget bear testimony to this. 

Now, Sir, my Hon'ble friend the imover of the motion was 
arguing on idealogical grounds. He asked whether it is national 
socialism, that is socialising a particular service, so that profit may 
come to the State, or nationalisation where nil profit is taken and 
the service is conducted for the convenience of the people we are 
having in State “T'ransport. Ifit is nationalisation of this kind 
then we need look only for the efficiency of the services and uot for 
profit. Whether we have reached that stage is problematical to me 
As we are at the evolutionary stage of our social and economic life 
at the present moment, I do uot think we have reached that con- 
. dition when any essential service can be run solely for the benefit 
of the people by the people themselves, That position I do not 
completely agree with. What Tenvisage is’ the transport can be 
run effectively by Government granting the maximum convenience 
to the people and with the possible profit for Government. I would 
say that profit motive should not‘work as 3n engine of oppression. 
It should nct be worked as a commercial concern, with only an eye 
to profit, but.rather as a social service giving the maximnm possible 
comfort to the people and at the saine time taking available profit 
out of it, From that stand poiut we have to analyse the working of 
the Transport Department. For the last 10 years and over, the 
department has not looked to the convenience of the travelling 
public. I should rather say that the idea of comfort to the travel- 
ling public was completely ignored. Atone time it was said that 
there was shortage of buses; at another stage difficulty of getting 
spare parts, Next stage it was shortage of petrol. Such were the 
reasons urged for not waking available adequate number of buses. 
As a result there was overloading in the buses. Itis needless for 
metosay that overloading gives the minimum comfort to the 
traveller, A bus. ought to carry ouly a limited umber of passengerg 
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cousistent with comfort and security of travel When there igs 
overload in a bus, that means playing with the life of the traveller 
and the capita! investment on the vehicle. This overloading 

»might have been necessitated by circumstances. But even with the 
altered conditions uow-a days overloading to the extent of 50 per 
cent. is allowed by Tepartmental rule. This 50 percent. is very 
elastic, It does not give a correctidea. Practically it comes to 
this in the sitting space available for one man, two persons are 
asked to squeeze in. How un-comfortable it is, one can realise 
and the House should decide whether 50 per cent., overload is to be 
allowed. In other words,.in a space of 14 inches or so two persons 
are asked to seat. I have experienced the snffocation involved in 
that process. From actual figures published oue could gather there 
is cent per cent overloading. 


, That is how the Department now works. Ifthe department 
will honestly come forward and say thatthe costof running the 
service is so much, and that they have doue all possible economy 
in the working expenses, that they were trying to eliminate every 
kind of waste inthe scheme, that they can grant so mnch of 
minimum comfort to the travelling public, and that they want an 

- increased faic rate J can appreciate that. Now, Sir, without doing 
anything in thai direction, whatdo we hear to-day? ‘There is | 
maximum overloading. Thereis not even minimum comfort to 
the travelling public and yet the rates have been enhanced. This is 
how the position stands, 


To increase the rates is illogical and I may be excused if I say 
itis illegal. The best coutse for the people responsible for the 
Transport Department ought 1o have been to come and assure the 
people, “Here is adepartment which will work to give you the 
maximum comfort possible under the circumstances. We are not 
able to run the required number of buses with the investment on it 
at the present rates and for that purpose we are forced to increase 
the rate’. That is what the Tudian Railways did hen they in- 
creased their fares. Unfortunately, Sir, when we are beginning to 
follow democratic principles of administration at every stage we 
forget thom. There may be adequate reasons, effective reasons, 
reasous which we could accept, which induced the department to 
increase the rate. But I have to say that the increase in fare can be 
justified only when overloading is eliminated. ‘Till overloading is 
eliminated there should not be any increase in rates, Increasing the 
rates aud allowing overloading will be committing a cruel crime, 
and injustice on the people. 

Then there isthe question of transport extensiou. ‘That js 
teally a matter of policy for Government to decide. Butit isa 
thing which is agitating the public and giving a lot of trouble 
throughout the country. Sir, we are having private services as 
well as State Transport Service. Private seryices are being con- 
trolled by the Motor Vehicles Act but the State ‘Transport Service 
are directly controlled by Government. If we are to enforce the 
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rules of the Motor Vehicles Act, cortrol overloading and fix the 
rates in privaie services we must first of all set au example by run- 
ning State Transport Service efficiently. When a State Trausport 
. Bus runs with 50 passengers when the allowed number of passengers 
is only 25, with what propriety and with what justice can you 
prosecute aprivate liue owner who overloads his bus? It is an 
impossibility. This demoralises the transport services in the 
State. We are ruuning buses which often lie on the road by break- | 
down. Weare insisting on aworkshop for private bus owners. 
Where is the workshop for the State Transport Department? I 
know that there have been efforts to have a workshop. Where is 
the money ? What has been done for that? IJ know the department 
may say that thereis aworkshop. But if any member of this 
House inspects that, they will wonder whether they can callita 
workshop. Private Bus Owners have better workshops. There is 
no tse in finding fault with the department, Itis the duty of the 
Government to give the department the necessary facilities to have 
garages and workshops. We see the buses lying on the road day and 
' night. Where are the garages for them. Do you fiid private buses 
lying on the road in the same way? Jtisthe same old saying that 
‘it is Government money, nobody is responsible for it’. You must 
see that the Transport department is a model institution and it is 
worked in a better manner. , 


Tn regard to the policy of extending transport services, I would 
request the department not to extend their liner further, till they 
have the optimum number of buses on every line they have mono- 
polised, Ifthey are taking monopoly routes they should put the 
optimum number of buses in those routes, The Transport depart- 
ment can be allowed to operate on new routes only when there is 

‘the optimum necessary buses in all the routes they have already 
monopolised. The position has a little improved recently, Some 
time, last year, people who had come to the road side to go in the 
bus had to return to their homes at night-fall. They never got the 
buses. Because it was a monopoly route of the State Transport 
Department, they could uot get any private bus either. Such state 
of affairs cannot be allowed to be repeated Ifnew routes are taken 
the required number of buses must be made available before such 
routes are taken. . . . 

All important places in the State may be connected with the 
minimuni possible number of Express buses, which may be called 
Express and run as Express, That will bring in a complete 
change inthe transport system. Now Certain routes are mono- 
polised by private bus owners and certain other routes are monos 
polised by the Transport department, Thereis overcrowding in 
ali the buses on all routes. The department itself should eliminate 
overloading by running the optimum necessary buses in the routes 
they have monopolised. Express services should be -introduced 
linking up all important towus. These will give great relief to the 
travelling public. At the same time these wil) give more profit to 
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the department. Thuswe willhavea model service which will 
serve asa modelto the private bus owners torun the lines as 
efficiently as possible. There is no use in calling a bus an Express 
bus and running shuttle. That is a misnomer, if yourn:: a shuttle 
Express ervice, it means you are only operating an ordinary 
service. One ortwo Express buses should bereserved on every 
route and they should be run at the fixed time. 

Wa. ® T. SHACK: Tt is very difficult to find garages. 

Mx. P. S. NATARAJA PILLAR’ That cannot be a valid plea, 
Government should find them There is nothing impossible for 
then}. Even today we hada demand for supplementary grant for 
payment oflands acquired for Industrial concerns. The Land 
Acquisition Regulation is always available. Within 24 hours 
people in possession of the lands acquired can be evicted and Gov- 
ernment cau take possession of the lands. I know of such instances, 
At every station they can mske garages -in no time. 

Mr PRESIDENT: Itis time 

Wek. P. S wATAAJA PILLAI: I have nothing more to add Sir, 
I shall conclude with a sentence. If the department feels that with 
the present fare in spite of the retrenchment policy, it is difficult to 
run more conveniently and profitably they should -atleast make a 
determination to abolish overloading in? ‘v before the increased 
rates are enforced. The extension of services and monopoly routes 
should not be taken up till the optimum number of buses are made 
available ix all the monopoly routes. They should try to link up 
all important stations by Express services.

Me. P.$. NATARAJA PILLAI: Sir, I welcome the decision of Gov- 
ernment to implement the proposal to introduce jute cultivation in 
Travancore and to start experimental cultivation therefor. I also 
congratulate Government for starting the work in right earnest. 
But I wish to bring before the attention of Government one fact 
which is relevant in this connection. In the year 1085 there was 
a similar proposal in Travancore. 


It was said jute cultivation was prevalent in Travancore years 
ago. IfLremember correct jute cultivation is mentioned in one of 
the reports yéars ago, and it was said therein that the marshy areas 
in the forest could very profitably be utilised for jute cultivation. 
Now, because of the jute position in the Indian Union, the Central - 
Government is trying to extend the area under jute cultivation, 
India was an exporting country as far as raw jute was concerned 
and the facilities for jute cultivation in Bengal were greater and -per- 
haps a cultivation of jute here years ago would not have been profit- - 
able. Now, conditions have altogether changed, and as far as Indian 
Union territories are concerned, itis not self-sufficient to meet the 
demand for the jute industry. So inevitably jute culiivation. has to be 
extended in India. And if there is a possibility for utilising the wide 
marshy areas in the forest for the cultivation of jute, I think it is a 
proposition that must engage the serious attention of Government’ 
I would request the Government to enquire into the matter and geta 
report from the Forest Department, They should be asked to report 
whether they will not be able 'to use the forest-marshy areas for jute

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cultivation, rather than leasing reserve forests for temporary culti- 
vation, which will lead to the exploitation of timber. Without do- 
ing that, jute cultivation can profitably be done in the marshy areas 
within the forests. I only wanted to bring this to the notice of 
Goverument so that they may enquire into the matter and make 
arrangements with the Forest Department to see whether there are 
possibilities for using the marshy areas in the forests for jute culti- 
vation, without destroying the Reserve Forests. With this sug-

Isubmit, Sir, that I objected to the Select Committee's decision to 
omit agricultural iucome tax on this identical ground. In this 
Clause the Commission is called upon to investigate and report to 
Government on all matters relating to taxation of incomes and its 
incidence and propose measures for the prevention of evasion. Ifa 
report is to be submitted on the evasion and incidence of taxation 
on incomes, necessarily, as long as this country has Agricultural 
Income Tax Act on the Statute Book, if becomes the inevitable 
duty, or tather, the inescapable duty of that Commission to go 
into the question of Agricultural Income Tax also. Therefore, 
that was one of the first principles on which this bill.was framed 
and introduced. , , 

Sir, apart from this, i would also, rather with a heavy heart, 
‘place for the consideration of this House the fact, that this Bill is 
a Finance Bill introduced by Government. On the question of 
general constitutional propriety and procedure, which a democractic 
House like ours otight to follow, I. would like to say a few words. 
This is a finance measure introduced by Government and published -

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ju Gazette dated the 27th July. It was published under the name 
of oné member of the Council of Ministers of this State. This isa 
measure which emanated from the Finance Department of the 
Government of ‘Travancore and as such no particular person is res. - 
-ponsible for it. his is a bill which was framed by the Finance 
Department of the Government of Travaucore and it appeared in 
the name of one membet of the Cabinet in the Gazette dated 27th 
July 1948 and later on it went to a Sclect Committee where the 
Finance Member was the Chairman.

I take my 
stand thus. When a point was urged here that the select committee 
went beyond the purview of the terms of reference, in making a . 
radical modification fn the Bill it was later on justified by the - 
Finance Misister. In fairness, T must be given an opportunity to 
express my opinion, whether it was valid or not. Now Sir itis a 
finance meastire sponsored by the Finance Department of the 
Government of Travancore and it was published in the Gazette, 
Later on it went iuto the Select Committee, where the Finance 
Minister presided.

The first object of my amendment is that it must be made clear 
that the Commission will be compused of Government servants: 
alone. The second object is that if a Commission is appointed it 
should function for the whole term. That is the purpose with 
which { have moved the amendment. ‘he Bill as drafted stands 
thus: “The Commission shall consist of a Chairman (being a 
person wio is or has been a judge of the High Court) and two other 
Commissioners, appointed by Our Government.” As it stands at 
-present, the two Commissioners may either be officials or nou-off- 
clals, so that Government have the option of appointing as Commis- 
sioners both offcials and non-officials. 


Then, Sir, on the occurrence of a vacancy among the Cont- 
missioners from any cause, Our Government shall appoint a person. 
to fillthe vacancy. If it is a Government servant, he can be trans- 
ferred froin thit pluce. Then aiso, if a vacancy of the Chairman: 
ship occurs, there is mo provision for it. Ju “ease the place of 
Chairman falls vacant, what has to be doue is uot envisaged in 
clause (2). Therefore, what I wouldtpropose is the words “a vacaney 
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in the Commission”, which will include both the Chairman and the 
Commissiouers. By the proviso ‘provided Our Goverument may for 
sufficient reason remove them from public service by a notification 
in the Government Gazette’, I want the Government to have disci- 
plinary control over the officers. The Commission is avery im- 
portant one which will affect the people very largely. However 
much it may be able, it must be above all influences or aspirations 
for promotion even. They can be removed from service for any 
misconduct, because any misconduct will entail them to be removed 
from public service as well. I think, in all probability, that for 
this very important work to be done, Goverument will prefer a 
High Court Judge and along with the High Court Judge, two Com- 
missioners not below the rank of First Grade Assistant Peishkars 
should be appointed for the whole period, liable to be removed for 
misconduct or by Ieaveor by death. After all, itis only for two 
years. It is a statutory Commission which will be asked to function 
for the whole petiod without interference or transfer. Iu the present 
conditions of Travancore, I think it will be alvantageous to everyone 
in Travancore to see that the Commission appointed is one that is 
above all influences aud cautrolled by statutory provisions.

P. BALAKRISHNAN TAMPH: - I also support Mr. K. P. Nilakanta 
Pillai. The ‘whole. trouble, I believe, arises out of this fact that, as 
usual, we have been faithful in imitating—I wish to avoid the 
word copying—what other draftsmen have done. Unfortunately, if 
my memory is correct, the Medical Practioners’ Act elsewhere is 
slightly different from the Act here. In Travancore, it is a com- 
prehensive or a composite Act in which the allopath, the nomeopath, 
siddha vaidya aud hakini are joined fogether by some not very 
rational arrangement. Therefore, the qualification prescribed under 


the Medical Practioners'. Act would be very ridiculous for doing the 
- job contemplated under this Act, To find out the deleterious effect 
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on the human system of some manufacturing process would not be 
done by these excellent people who attack diseases on the basis of the 
Ayurvedic theory of ‘tridoshas’. They are good at prescribing oils, - 
and may be very good at treating diseases in an emp:rical manner 
but that is not the qualification re,uired for approaching a problem 
of this sort. Therefore, we want members of the medical profession 
who have ihe necessary technical and scientific training to observe 
aud find out these things. Thatis why I again appeal to the 
Minister for Health and ‘Medicine just to brush up the memory of 
this House in regard to the recognised qualifications under the 
Medical Practitioners’ Act. It would be very ridicnlous if a vaidyan 
or a hakim goes to a factory-however much we may appreciate the 
change that has come over the nationalistic bias—and does not 
prove helpful in diagnosing the evil of the factory. We need a man 
qualified in westeru mediciae, if possible with a degree of a Univer- 
sity standard. It is such men who should be appointed for an im- 
portant work of this sort. With these words, Sir, 1 have very great 
pleasure in seconding the amendment proposed by my friend, Mr. K. 
P. Nilakanta Pillai and I-should like to hear the lurking honour- 
able Minister for Medicine or the Honourable Mr. Runjuraman, 
speaking with particular reference to the section concerned in the 
Medical Practitioners’ Act. This is not a matter in which we can 
interest the House with mere ‘sankethams’. (Laughter) We want 
some knowledge on the matter. :

Ms. P. BALAKRISHNAN TAM-I: Sit, I rise to opposethe amend- 
ment moved by my honourable friend Mr. K. P, Nilakauta Pillai, 
In opposing that I have merely to paraphrase the very intelli- 
gent point put by my learned friend. Sir, this is a very neces- 
sary proviso. In over-crowded areas it is very difficult to locate 
20 feet or so from where the water is collected. Buildings are 
coustructed in accordance with modern ideas of sanitary 
engineering and there is absolutely no menace to public health if 
water is stored near the latrines or urinals. In cases where itis 
impossibe to comply with this provision there must be reason in 
writing by the Chief Inspector. The Chief Inspector, in the scheme, 
is not a non-official. When a District Magistrate is made an ex- 
officio Inspector, this House will be able to understand the dignity 
and status of the officer who is to certify. And, any person who is 
acquainted with modern sanitary appliances need not have any fear 
in having a proviso like this. 


MR. K.P. NILAKANTA PILLAI: May I know whether the hon'ble 
member is aware of the space provided for one worker in a factory? 
MR. P. BALAKRISHNAN TAMPI: I know that there is nothing 
in the provision to force the worker in that inconvenient place.
